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Jascha  Heifetz 


We  who  love  coins,  love  life.  This  can  be  said  about  those  who  appreciate  any  of  the  arts.  We  look  deeply  into  the  surface 
to  discover  the  mind  and  thrust  of  Man  and,  if  you  will,  the  breath  of  God.  Our  age  is  committed  to  the  importance  of  historical 
perspective  and  is  beginning  to  understand,  in  the  microcosm  as  well  as  in  the  macrocosm,  that  one  discipline  is  related  to  all 
others.  It  is  therefore  within  keeping  that  people  with  this  universal  insight,  such  as  Petrarch,  Peter  Paul  Rubens,  Thomas  Jefferson, 
Enrico  Caruso  and  Jascha  Heifetz,  collected  coins.  Jascha  Heifetz  must  have  felt  the  integration  of  the  arts  in  numismatics,  and 
seen  himself  and  his  personal  history  reflected  in  these  bits  of  metal  encompassing  silver  rubles  from  Czarist  Russia  as  well 
as  California  fractional  gold. 

Jascha  Heifetz  was  born  in  Vilna,  then  part  of  Russian  Poland,  on  2  February,  1901.  Under  his  father's  watchful  eye  he  began 
to  play  the  violin  at  age  three  and  proceeded  to  amaze  and  entertain  the  world  with  his  music  throughout  his  life.  While  still 
a  child,  Jascha  dazzled  all  the  critics  with  fiery  playing,  angelic  tone  and  a  mature  musical  integrity;  at  age  six  he  performed 
the  Mendelssohn  Violin  Concerto  in  Kovno.  His  official  debut  at  Carnegie  Hall  was  on  27  October,  1917,  and  after  this  recital, 
he  fast  became  the  "King  of  Violinists."  Heifetz  truly  revolutionized  violin  playing,  bringing  to  it  a  standard  by  which  all  others 
are  judged,  even  today.  His  complete  dedication  to  the  ideal  of  perfection  established  him  as  the  supreme  violinist  of  his  age. 
He  moved  very  little  when  playing,  and  always  looked  calm  and  assured;  he  rarely  smiled  in  public. 


Heifetz  must  have  grinned  broadly,  though,  at  the  sight  of  his  enormous  concert  fees.  For  just  two  appearances  in  December 
of  1919,  $2250  was  paid  to  Heifetz  by  the  New  York  Philharmonic  Society!  (Visualize  stacks  of  newly  minted  double  eagles— 1 12 
of  them.)  Numerous  world  tours  ensued  and  from  these  plus  disbursements  from  his  highly  popular  recordings  on  RCA  Victor 
and  money  earned  from  his  transcriptions,  Jascha  Heifetz  early  became  accustomed  to  the  very  best  in  life.  From  his  first  automobile, 
a  Marmon,  to  the  later  homes  on  Gilcrest  Drive  in  Beverly  Hills  and  his  Malibu  home,  everything  was  a  reflection  of  his  highly 
ordered  taste  and  personal  elegance.  His  hobbies  included  tinkering  with  machines  (he  attempted  to  adapt  his  Bentley  to  become 
smogless),  sailing,  ping-pong  and  tennis.  His  coin  collection,  housed  in  attractive  cabinets,  was  added  to  periodically;  in  one 
interview  he  admitted,  as  many  coin  collectors  have,  to  having  been  "bitten  by  the  gold-bug." 

When  it  became  time  to  diligently  prepare  for  a  concert,  he  would  retire  to  his  sanctum,  a  studio  which  he  designed  himself, 
off  the  main  house,  to  practice  exercises  and  to  prepare  programs.  Anyone  who  attended  a  concert  given  by  Heifetz,  from  London's 
Albert  Hall  to  San  Francisco's  Opera  House,  remembers  it.  In  some  overflowing  souvenir  drawer,  an  old  program  reminds  the 
music  lover  of  the  unforgettable  concert  which  Heifetz  played.  With  his  longing  eyes  ever  glanced  downward,  and  deep 
introspection,  everything  but  his  music  ceased  to  be.  He  was  reminding  us,  with  his  reserved,  nonplussed  manner,  that  nothing 
else  mattered  to  him  too.  Heifetz  disappeared;  he  allowed  the  listener  to  be  swept  away  by  the  composer's  inspiration,  not  by 
the  violinist's  performance.  Heifetz  said  in  an  interview,  "The  way  my  violin  sounds  is  the  way  I  feel  inside.  It  is  a  very  personal 
feeling."  His  two  beloved  instruments,  a  Guarnerius  del  Gesu  of  1742  (which  he  usually  preferred)  and  his  1731  Stradivarius 
(which  he  purchased  in  1937  for  $30,000,  now  worth  around  the  million-dollar  mark)  entranced  literally  millions  of  people  through 
his  numerous  recitals  and  recordings. 

The  instrument  pictured  on  the  cover  of  this  auction  sale  catalogue  is  one  of  the  fine  instruments  Heifetz  used  in  his  teachings. 
Jascha  Heifetz  began  teaching  violin  classes  at  University  of  Southern  California  in  1962  with  his  usual  demanding  nature  and 
very  high  standards,  which  he  expected  of  all  his  students  and  most  of  all,  of  himself.  Concern  for  technical  perfection  was 
uppermost  -  complete  musical  integrity.  When  asked  by  a  student  at  The  Claremont  Colleges  the  most  important  attributes 
for  an  artist,  he  replied,  "Self-respect,  musically  speaking;  integrity;  enthusiasm."  More  than  150  young  musicians  performed 
in  the  master  classes  held  at  USC  by  Heifetz  over  a  period  of  10 -years. 

Jascha  Heifetz  is  a  legend.  As  such,  numerous  anecdotes 
as  well  as  myths  abound.  The  letter  from  George  Bernard 
Shaw  does  exist  (it  is  now  impounded  in  The  Library  of 
Congress)  that  admonishes,  "Young  man,  such  perfection 
angers  the  gods.  I  advise  you  to  appease  them  by  playing 
one  or  two  wrong  notes  every  night  before  you  go  to  bed." 

The  attack  by  a  terrorist  in  1953  Israel  is  true;  Heifetz 
programmed  a  piece  by  Richard  Strauss,  an  early  supporter 
of  the  Nazi  regime,  and  provoked  a  confrontation  which 
would  blacken  the  musical  as  well  as  political  press.  What 
is  myth  is  his  total  selfishness;  from  his  1922  presentation 
to  the  YMCA  of  a  new  tennis  net  to  benefit  appearances 
with  Jack  Benny,  Heifetz,  while  strictly  a  private  soul,  was 
a  giving  soul.  He  freely  gave  of  his  greatest  gift  -  his  music. 

In  his  later  years,  after  he  gave  up  concertizing  (his  final 
concert  was  23  October,  1972),  he  became  more  withdrawn, 
even  more  private.  Jascha  Heifetz  died  in  Los  Angeles  on 
10  December,  1987. 

It  is  only  fitting  that  the  estate  of  Jascha  Heifetz  contact 
Superior  Galleries,  as  have  such  luminaries  as  Hoagy 
Carmichael,  Jerry  Buss  and  Buddy  Ebsen,  to  offer  to  the 
numismatic  fraternity  this  world  class  collection  of  coins. 

And  for  those  fortunate  few  who  will  acquire  coins  from 
the  Heifetz  estate  -  coins  which  were  caressed,  studied, 
reflected  upon  by  those  same  hands,  mind  and  heart  which 
brought  Bach,  Paganini  and  Komgold  to  life  -  we  say,  Bravo!

Albert  N.  Hanten 


Albert  N.  Hanten  was  born  on  September  1,  1904,  and  became  intrigued  with  coins  as  a  boy  while  working  in 
the  family  business — a  general  store  or  merchantile  company.  He  took  up  the  hobby  seriously  at  the  tender  age  of 
1 1  (1915).  Then,  after  marrying  in  1928,  both  he  and  Mrs.  Hanten  joined  together  to  pursue  his  hobby,  Mrs.  Hanten 
taking  an  active  role,  lending  encouragement  and  strong  support. 

Mr.  Hanten  joined  the  American  Numismatic  Association  in  1936,  and  helped  organize  several  coin  clubs  in  South 
Dakota.  Both  he  and  his  wife  attended  many  state  and  national  conventions,  displaying  their  notes  and  coins,  while 
searching  for  hard  to  find  items  to  add  to  their  collection.  In  1986,  the  A  N.  A.  honored  him  for  his  50-year  membership 
in  their  organization. 

Originally,  Mr.  Hanten  collected  coins  and  stamps;  but,  in  the  early  1940's  his  interest  turned  to  paper  money. 
The  Hantens  traveled  extensively  in  their  pursuit;  in  fact,  they  personally  visited  National  Banks  to  obtain  notes! 
By  the  1950's  and  1960's,  Mr.  Hanten  had  turned  his  attention  to  rare  notes  and  signature  combinations — the  "classics" 
in  American  paper  money  collecting — as  well  as  to  Half  Dollars.  (To  many  of  his  friends  and  numismatic  associates, 
he  was  known  as  the  "half  dollar  man,"  and  served  as  a  consultant  for  various  clubs  and  organizations  as  his  reputation 
in  these  areas  became  known.)

A  far  more  likely  explanation  is 
that  the  rays  were  added  above  the  eagle  in  keeping  with  the 
similar  coinage  of  silver  Quarters  and  Half  Dollar  effective  April 
1,  1853  with  the  reduction  of  the  silver  content.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  this  issue  circulated  during  1853  as 
three  examples  of  this  variety  were  found  on  the  wreck  of  the 
ship  Winfield  Scott  which  sank  on  December  2,  1853.  A 
similar  specimen  in  our  September,  1988  Lee  Collection  Sale 
realized  $1,265  which  only  graded  Uncirculated,  this  Choice 
specimen  should  be  worth  substantially  more  in  today's 
market.

1988,  Lot  73  which  realized  $13,200.  The  rim  shows  some 
flattening  from  above  DOL  to  beneath  the  ribbon,  probably  as 
struck.  A  few  clash  marks  are  also  noted.  Thought  to  have 
been  struck  by  M.  Deriberpe  as  the  device  used  on  Liberty  also 
appears  on  his  Octagonal  Dollars.

When  it  was  purchased  at  that  sale,  it  brought  an  astounding 
$13.25,  quite  a  figure  during  the  middle  of  the  most  recent 
depression.  In  that  sale,  Elder  called  this  coin  a  Proof,  but  we 
feel  it  is  only  prooflike.  As  for  the  coin  itself,  it  has  some  very 
minor  hairlines  on  the  obverse,  probably  from  being  wiped  with 
a  jewelers'  cloth,  and  a  tiny  rim  bump  below  the  last  star  on 
the  obverse.  The  reverse  is  very  similar  with  some  faint 
hairlines  in  the  fields.  The  surfaces  are  bright  and  original  and 
splendid  yellow  gold  toning  is  noted  near  all  the  devices.

The 

Paul  Munson  Collection 
of  Bust  Half  Dollars 


Paul  Munson  began  collecting  Draped  Bust  Half  Dollars  with  the  guidance  of 
the  Beistle  and  Haseltine  variety  books.  As  his  collection  advanced,  he  discovered 
new  die  marriages  of  known  dies  and  in  some  cases,  previously  unknown  dies. 
One  such  discovery  is  the  important  1806  Overton  110  with  terminal  die  break 
from  Liberty's  nose  to  stars  10  and  11  on  the  right.  The  specimen  he  obtained 
still  remains  the  Finest  Known  example  of  this  extremely  rare  variety.  Later,  Paul 
discovered  the  rare  1806  Overton  122  with  the  sharp  die  break  from  the  reverse 
rim  near  the  eagle's  tail  to  the  shield.  These,  among  many  others,  are  feathers 
in  Paul's  cap. 

During  the  1960's,  Paul  purchased  most  of  his  coins  from  local  coin  shows  in 
the  western  states  where  he  was  living.  Consequently,  he  soon  met  up  with  Al 
Overton  and  began  regular  correspondence  with  him.  At  this  time,  Al  was  working 
on  this  first  edition  of  Early  Half  Dollar  Die  Varieties.  Paul  was  instrumental 
in  having  Al  include  the  Flowing  Hair  and  Draped  Bust  varieties  in  his  book.  One 
must  remember  that  only  a  handful  of  collectors  sought  the  Flowing  Hair  and 
Draped  Bust  varieties  at  that  time,  with  most  focusing  their  efforts  on  John 
Reich's  Turban  Head  Half  Dollars.  As  a  consequence  of  the  lack  of  usable  variety 
books,  Paul  was  able  to  obtain  an  example  of  the  1806  Overton  108  from  dealer 
Charlie  Ross  in  the  1960's.  Mr.  Ross  had  this  Knobbed  6,  No  Stem  Through  Claw 
Half  Dollar  in  his  personal  collection,  when  he  decided  to  sell  this  coin,  he  offered 
it  around  at  coin  shows,  whereupon  Paul  purchased  it.  Both  Charlie  and  Paul  knew 
the  coin  was  rare,  but  variety  collectors  were  just  as  rare,  so  only  a  small  premium 
was  required  to  snare  this  now  famous  rarity. 

In  many  ways,  Paul  assisted  Al  in  preparing  his  variety  book,  giving  him  notes 
and  coins  for  photography.  As  a  result  of  Al's  second  edition  of  Early  Half  Dollar 
Die  Varieties,  numismatists  now  had  a  usable  variety  reference  with  excellent 
plates.  Coupled  with  support  from  the  Bust  Half  Nut  Club  and  a  generous  supply 
of  Bust  Half  Dollars  from  the  Economite  Hoard,  collectors  have  developed  a  very 
active  market  in  this  series. 

One  must  remember  that  when  most  of  these  coins  were  purchased  in  the 
1960's,  it  was  more  important  to  the  variety  collector  to  have  a  specimen  of  each 
variety,  without  worrying  if  it  was  the  Finest  Known  specimen.  There  simply  was 
no  comparison  of  grade  as  there  was  no  one  to  compare  collections  with.  Today, 
circumstances  being  what  they  are,  collectors  compare  their  collections  by  variety 
and  by  grade  on  constantly  updated  computer  printouts. 

Paul  was  complete  in  his  Draped  Bust  Half  Dollars,  owning  all  varieties  until 
the  recent  discovery  of  the  1805  Overton-114.  This  sale  is  important  as  it  is  the 
first  time  that  a  complete  variety  set  of  the  year  1806  has  ever  been  offered  at 
a  public  sale.  Several  high  grade,  even  Finest  Known  specimens  are  included  herein. 
Paul  also  has  an  extensive  collection  of  Turban  Head  Half  Dollars  and  is  missing 
only  23  varieties.  All  grades  are  represented  and  many  are  offered  in  affordable 


lots  by  date  and  variety.  The  serious  variety  collector  will  have  a  field  day  with 
opportunities  to  purchase  varieties  that  have  not  been  offered  at  public  auction 
in  many  years,  even  decades  in  the  case  of  the  1806  0verton-108.  A  sale  of  this 
magnitude  may  not  happen  again  for  many  years. 


435  1801.  Overton  101.  Rarity-2.  Large  close  date;  the  first  A  in  AMERICA 

does  not  touch  wing  feathers.  About  Good  3.  Fairly  well  struck  for  the 
issue  with  most  of  the  devices  fully  legible.  However,  there  is  a  bit  too 
much  wear  about  the  rims  to  qualify  for  a  higher  grade.  There  is  a  tiny 
planchet  flaw  in  the  obverse  field  behind  the  head  and  some  light 
pinscratches  on  the  obverse  and  reverse.

The  only 
mark  worthy  of  note  is  a  tiny  rim  ding  just  above  the  seventh  star  on 
the  obverse,  otherwise  the  rims  and  fields  are  quite  clean  for  the  grade. 
By  far  the  rarer  of  the  two  varieties  of  the  year  and  quite  difficult  to 
find  this  nice.

A  really 
beautiful  example  of  this  variety  and  sure  to  please  the  specialist  in 
varieties  or  the  type  collector.  The  rims  and  fields  are  clean  and  exhibit 
very  little  evidence  of  this  coin's  brief  stay  in  circulation.

Fairly  well  struck,  although  weak 
above  the  eagle's  head  in  the  star  field  and  cloud  below  OF  as  are  all 
of  this  variety.  Interestingly,  this  obverse  die  was  used  to  strike  1805 
Overton  105  Half  Dollars,  then  was  repunched  with  a  6  over  the  last 
digit  to  create  this  obverse  die.  Perhaps  the  reannealing  process  was 
too  much  for  the  die  causing  it  to  crack  through  stars  ten  through 
thirteen  and  below  bust.  Something  worth  mentioning  is  that  this 
particular  variety  is  quite  scarce  and  in  heavy  demand  by  variety 
collectors,  especially  for  a  such  an  delightful  example. 

The  obverse  crack  through  stars  ten  to  thirteen  is  well  developed  as  is  the 
fine  hairline  crack  below  bust  and  with  the  reverse  crack  through  UNITED 
quite  evident.

Probably  cleaned  years  ago  and  has  now  completely 
retoned.  In  many  ways  similar  to  the  example  from  our  Woody  Blevins 
Sale,  Lot  3098  and  the  Overton  Plate  coin  in  that  this  specimen  has 
adjustment  marks  through  the  clouds  which  are  more  extensive  and 
continue  to  the  left  rim  of  the  coin.  Some  weakness  is  noted  at  the 
first  two  obverse  stars  probably  relating  to  the  corresponding 
adjustment  marks  on  the  reverse  as  this  is  not  characteristic  of  this 
variety.

Through  Claw.  Very  Fine  35.  The  elegant  simplicity  of  Robert 
Scot's  design  is  brought  forth  by  this  specimen's  even  gray  in 
the  fields  and  silvery  gray  on  the  devices.  Very  well  struck  on 
the  obverse  with  full  curls  although  the  stars  are  a  bit  flat.  The 
reverse  is  sharp  save  for  a  tiny  section  above  the  eagle's  head 
weakening  one  star,  a  single  cloud  and  the  base  of  the  0  of  OF. 
There  is  a  tiny  mark  on  Liberty's  cheek  and  a  pit-like  mark  on 
the  upper  drapery  fold  which  can  serve  as  identifying  marks 
for  this  specimen.  The  reverse  is  superb  with  only  one  hidden 
mark  on  the  base  and  middle  serif  of  the  F  of  OF.

A  naked  eye  type  coin  of  unparalleled  rarity,  its  first  exposure 
came  when  it  appeared  in  the  first  edition  of  Al  Overton's  book 
Early  Half  Dollar  Die  Varieties  1794—1836  and  this  specimen 
was  plated  obverse  and  reverse.  This  variety  then  appeared  in 
R.  S.  Yeoman's  A  Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins  in  1969 
with  the  notation  "Rare"  instead  of  a  price.  During  subsequent 
years,  the  Redbook  has  always  stated  that  this  coin  is  "Rare" 
rather  than  offer  a  price.  Remarkably,  after  two  decades  of 
Redbook  exposure  and  twenty-two  years  after  its  first  listing 
in  Overton's  book  only  4  specimens  of  this  variety  have  been 
found.  This  may  well  become  the  rarest  Bust  Half  Dollar 
variety  once  the  few  new  discoveries  have  been  diligently 
searched  out.  Very  few  varieties  with  this  much  exposure 
remain  this  rare  for  two  decades,  especially  a  naked  eye  type 
coin  such  as  this. 

Only  one  specimen  of  this  variety  has  ever  been  sold  at 
public  auction  and  this  was  in  1970  in  a  New  Netherlands  Sale. 
That  piece  was  purchased  by  Al  Overton  and  remains  in  that 
collection  today.  This  coin  is  on  virtually  every  die  variety 
collector's  want  list  and  is  the  highlight  of  the  Munson 
Collection.  The  obverse  and  reverse  are  plated  in  both  editions 
of  Al  Overton's  Early  Half  Dollar  Die  Varieties  1794  -  1836. 
This  specimen  is  the  Finest  Known  example  of  this  variety  and 
is  destined  for  a  connoisseur's  collection  of  Bust  Half  Dollars. 
The  Condition  Census  would  list  the  following  four  coins:

Clearly  the  rarest  coin  in  this  collection  and  missing  from 
virtually  all  major  die  variety  collections.  If  you  have  been 
looking  for  a  coin  with  extreme  rarity,  high  grade,  lots  of  eye 
appeal  and  a  long  record  of  being  listed  in  the  Redbook-this  is 
your  opportunity. 

Purchased  from  Charlie  Ross  in  1965  on  the  bourse  floor  of  an 
Oklahoma  Coin  Show.  Mr.  Ross  decided  to  sell  off  his 
extensive  collection  of  half  dollars  in  1965.  At  this  time,  there 
were  virtually  no  die  variety  collectors  other  than  Paul  Munson 
who  purchased  this  specimen.

This  is  the  Finest  Known  of  the 
approximately  10  known  specimens.  The  obverse  die  broke 
very  early  from  between  the  tenth  and  eleventh  stars  to 
Liberty's  mouth.  An  additional  break  can  be  seen  from 
Liberty's  nose  which  joins  the  first  crack  in  the  right  field.  This 
variety  has  earned  the  name  of  "elephant  trunk"  because  of 
the  die  break's  location  on  Liberty's  nose  which  later  develops 
into  a  huge  trunk-like  appendage  on  the  few  late  die  state 
coins  seen.  This  specimen  was  lightly  cleaned  long  ago  but 
has  started  to  retone  with  warm  sunset  gold  toning  forming 
about  the  stars  and  lettering  of  the  periphery.  The  fields  are 
reflective  with  silvery-gray  highlights.  Well  struck  on  the 
obverse  except  for  the  first  two  and  last  two  stars.  The  reverse 
is  sharp  except  for  the  area  to  the  right  and  above  the  eagle's 
head  which  is  opposite  the  bust  on  the  obverse.  There  is  a  hint 
of  lustre  in  the  protected  areas  near  the  devices.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  this  obverse  die,  which  was  only  used 
to  produce  this  variety,  is  the  only  large  stars,  pointed  6  variety 
and  as  such  should  be  listed  in  R.  S.  Yeoman's  A  Guide  Book 
Of  United  States  Coins  along  with  the  other  naked  eye  variety 
coins  from  this  year.  This  coin  is  plated  both  obverse  and 
reverse  in  the  first  and  second  editions  of  Al  Overton's  Early 
Half  Dollar  Die  Varieties  1794  -  1836.  This  specimen  is  the 
Discovery  Coin  for  the  variety  and  was  purchased  during  the 
mid  1960's  from  A  &  A  Coins  in  Iowa  City,  Iowa.  An 
exceptional  opportunity  and  perhaps  one  of  the  first 
specimens  of  the  variety  to  ever  be  auctioned.  The  fact  that 
this  variety  was  missing  from  our  extensive  Woody  Blevins 
Sale  is  a  testament  to  its  rarity.  While  still  a  Rarity-7  this  coin 
will  probably  become  a  high  Rarity-6  if  a  few  more  specimens 
are  discovered.  One  of  the  rarest  Bust  Half  Dollar  varieties  and 
missing  from  most  collections.  An  opportunity  that  may  not 
present  itself  again  for  a  number  of  years. 

Further  study  reveals  that  the  reverse  die  shows  recutting  on  the 
upper  left  of  the  U  of  UNITED  and  at  the  top  of  the  first  T  in  STATES. 
The  stem  of  the  branch  Is  attached  to  the  eagle's  tall  by  a  shallow 
die  scratch.  There  is  also  a  die  scratch  from  the  second  feather  of 
the  eagle  s  right  wing  to  the  rim.

Very  weakly  struck  from  Liberty's  shoulders 
to  the  back  of  her  head  due  to  the  pronounced  die  swelling.  This 
obverse  die  had  been  paired  with  four  separate  reverse  dies,  this 
combination  being  the  last  for  this  obverse.

Steel  gray  with 
lighter  highlights  and  a  touch  of  russet  toning  about  the  rims 
of  the  obverse  and  reverse.  A  balanced  and  pleasing  example 
of  this  very  rare  variety.  The  strike  is  sharp  on  the  obverse  and 
surprisingly  so  on  the  reverse  in  spite  of  the  heavy  die  crack 
from  the  rim  to  the  eagle's  tail  and  neck.

The  balance  of  the  coin  is 
toned  an  original  sea  green  and  gray  with  a  hint  of  lustre  near 
the  devices.  There  are  a  few  minor  rim  marks,  one  at  star  ten 
on  the  obverse  and  one  just  below  the  left  wing  of  eagle  on  the 
reverse.  There  is  also  a  shallow  mark  at  the  center  of  the  shield 
on  the  reverse.  The  balance  of  this  coin  is  quite  acceptable  for 
the  grade  with  the  usual  scattered  abrasions.  This  is  the 
Discovery  Coin  for  the  variety  and  since  its  publication  in  the 
Supplement  To  Early  Half  Dollar  Die  Varieties  1794  —  1836  by 
the  Bust  Half  Nut  Club  in  April  of  1987,  approximately  10 
specimens  have  been  found.  While  it  is  likely  that  a  few  more 
will  be  attributed,  this  variety  is  decidedly  rare  and  will  likely 
remain  at  least  a  high  Rarity-6.  The  only  other  example  of  this 
variety  that  we  have  sold  was  the  Very  Good-8  specimen  as 
Lot  3128  in  our  Woody  Blevins  Sale  on  June  5,  1988  which 
realized  $6,875  in  frenzied  bidding.  What  this  specimen  will 
bring  is  up  to  you,  but  remember  that  another  specimen  may 
not  come  up  for  auction  for  several  years. 

Clash  marks  above  date  and  neck.  No  other  die  cracks  or  marks 
noted.

481  1806.  Overton  127.  Rarity-6.  Y  above  T  at  top,  crack  through 

star  six,  berries  have  no  stems.  Sharpness  of  Very  Good  8  but 

heavily  buffed  on  the  obverse  bust  and  field  to  remove  some 
scratches.  The  rim  also  shows  evidence  of  some  buffing. 
There  are  two  long  scratches  in  the  left  obverse  field.  The 
surfaces  were  cleaned  long  ago  and  are  starting  to  tone  down. 
A  coin  that  has  been  the  object  of  misguided  attempts  to 
improve  its  appearance.  There  have  been  about  ten  specimens 
of  this  variety  discovered  since  the  publication  of  Supplement 
To  Early  Half  Dollar  Die  Varieties  1794  -  1836  in  April  of  1987. 
This  variety  was  discovered  in  the  early  1970's  and  has 
remained  quite  rare  in  spite  of  several  active  collectors 
searching  for  a  specimen.  As  with  other  very  rare  varieties, 
there  seems  to  be  a  high  quantity  of  damaged  specimens 
representing  this  variety,  such  as  this  example.  The  last 
specimen  of  this  variety  that  we  sold  was  Lot  3129  in  our 
Woody  Blevins  Sale.  That  coin  was  graded  Very  Good-10  and 
realized  $6,875.  While  this  example  does  have  some  damage, 
the  coins  appear  to  be  similar  in  grade  although  this  specimen 
has  more  extensive  weakness  in  the  stars  and  clouds  below 
OF.

1807.  Overton  101.  Rarlty-3.  Small  stars,  well  in  from  milling,  five 
berries,  the  three  below  have  long  stems,  two  above  short  stems. 
Good  5.  Medium  gray  throughout  with  lighter  devices.  Struck  slightly 
off  center  so  that  the  milling  on  the  left  side  of  the  obverse  is  weak. 
The  reverse  stars  are  well  struck,  but  the  parts  of  the  shield  and  left 
wing  are  weakly  impressed.  Lovely,  natural  color  enhances  this 
specimen.  There  are  a  few  vertical  toning  streaks  on  Liberty  but  these 
are  not  too  distracting.  A  nice  example  for  the  budget  minded  variety 
collector.

three  below  have  long  stems,  two  above  short  stems.  Very  Fine  20. 

A  beautiful  light  silvery  gray  in  color  with  splendid  original  toning  on 
the  obverse  and  reverse.  Sharply  struck  on  both  the  obverse  and 
reverse  with  hints  of  mint  lustre.  Although  a  common  variety,  this 
specimen  is  particularly  nice  and  worthy  of  consideration  in  a  high 
grade  set.  The  only  marks  on  this  coin  are  a  few  minor  scratches  just 
above  the  bust  and  a  small  planchet  flaw  right  at  the  tip  of  Liberty's 
nose. 

Early  die  state  without  the  die  chip  in  the  upper  loop  of  the  8  of  date  or 
the  die  crack  from  the  rim  to  star  seven  and  curl.  The  dies  were  lightly 
clashed  above  the  date.

10.  Golden  tan  toning  with  the  usual  weak  strike  on  the  obverse  curls 
and  wing  feather  detail.  This  specimen  was  probably  cleaned  long  ago 
and  has  since  retoned  nicely.  There  are  a  few  minor  marks  right  at  the 
tip  of  the  arrowheads  on  the  reverse,  otherwise  this  is  an  exceptional 
specimen  for  the  grade. 

The  die  crumbling  mentioned  by  Overton  is  evident  in  the  807  of  date  as 
well  as  the  crack  from  rim  to  star  seven  to  curl.

Superb  medium  gray  with  deeper  russet  and 
green  toning  about  the  periphery.  The  fields  are  not  marred  by  the 
often  seen  scratches  or  nicks.  This  specimen  is  quite  well  struck  with 
the  motto  fully  legible  If  you  have  been  looking  for  a  handsome 
specimen  of  this  variety  then  look  no  further. 


1807.  Overton  105a.  Rarity-3.  1  joined  to  curl,  star  and  upper  beak 
joined  point  to  point.  Very  Good  10.  A  typical  weak  strike  on  the 
obverse,  especially  for  this  late  die  state.  The  obverse  has  one  rim 
mark  midway  between  the  date  and  the  first  star  and  there  is  a  light 
scratch  on  the  bust.  The  reverse  has  a  few  rim  marks,  but  they  are 
very  light.

488  1807.  Overton  107.  Rarlty-3.  1  joined  to  curl,  die  defect  line  joining 

stem  to  milling.  Very  Good  8.  This  specimen  has  the  "old  silver"  look 
so  often  seen  on  Draped  Bust  coinage.  The  fields  are  clean  and  free 
of  marks.  There  is  one  very  faint  scratch  above  Liberty's  eye  but  this 
specimen  is  far  better  than  most  seen.  When  the  Overton  book  was 
originally  printed,  this  was  thought  to  be  a  great  rarity,  now  however 
several  examples  have  been  discovered  reducing  it  to  its  current  level. 

The  obverse  die  had  been  used  with  at  least  two  previous  reverses  and 
shows  extensive  cracking  and  swelling,  especially  at  the  centers.  The  curls 
were  poorly  struck  making  even  high  grade  coins  appear  to  have  extensive 
wear.

The  reverse  is  similar  but  the  devices  are  darker  and 
match  the  fields.  The  only  mark  on  this  specimen  is  a  tiny  pin  scratch 
between  the  TA  of  STATES.  One  of  the  nicest  circulated  Half  Dollars 
in  this  sale. 


487  1807.  Overton  106.  Rarity-3.  1  joined  to  curl,  upper  berry  partially 

covered  by  leaf.  Very  Good  8.  Light  coppery  toning  in  the  fields  with 
mottled  gray  on  the  devices.  The  obverse  is  weakly  struck  due  to  the 
condition  of  the  dies  which  are  cracked  about  the  periphery.  No  real 
defects  of  any  kind  and  a  well  balanced  and  centered  specimen. 


490  1807.  Overton  109a.  Harity-3.  Stars  seven,  eight  and  thirteen  are  all 

very  close  to  L,  Y  and  bust,  five  berries  all  of  which  have  stems.  Very 
Good  10.  A  pleasing  coin  with  light  gray  and  gold  coloring.  The  back 
of  Liberty  appears  to  have  been  double  struck  probably  caused  by  the 
shifting  of  the  broken  obverse  die.  Several  extensive  cracks  are  noted 
as  described  by  Overton.  This  specimen  exhibits  buckling  in  the 
central  obverse  which  contributed  to  the  weakness  in  the  curls.  No 
significant  rim  marks,  only  a  tiny  scratch  from  the  eagle's  neck  to  the 
shield.

494  1808.  Overton  110.  Rarity-5.  Good  5.  Lightly  cleaned  at  one  time,  now 
toned  a  bright,  silvery  gray.  The  crack  from  the  seventh  star  is  sharp 
causing  the  seventh  star  to  be  very  weak.  The  devices  are  fully 
separated  from  the  rims  even  with  this  rather  extensive  wear.  An 
inexpensive  example  of  this  rarely  seen  variety.

The  balance 
of  the  coins  are  original  and  pleasing  for  the  grade.  A  chance  for  the 
die  variety  collector  to  purchase  all  but  one  of  the  1808  die  varieties. 
Lot  of  9  coins. 

496  1809.  Overton  104.  Rarity-5.  Very  Good  10.  Dark  even  gray  toning 
with  lighter  devices.  The  area  from  the  eagle's  beak  to  the  top  of  the 
left  wing  is  very  weak  due  to  die  failure.  An  acceptable  and  very 
pleasing  low  grade  example  of  this  rare  and  sought  after  issue. 

497  1809.  Overton  112.  Rarity-5.  Very  Good  8.  Very  similar  to  the 
specimen  of  this  rare  variety  we  offered  in  our  Woody  Blevins  Sale,  but 
this  specimen  is  weakly  struck  on  the  obverse,  mostly  on  the  stars  and 
upper  part  of  Liberty.  This  specimen  is  toned  an  even  gray  with  fewer 
circulation  marks  than  one  would  expect  for  the  grade.  A  decent 
specimen  of  this  rarely  seen  variety.

An  exceptional 
example  of  this  popular  variety.  The  coin  is  well  struck  with  smoky 
gray  and  blue  toning  with  much  of  the  original  mint  lustre  peeking 
through.  The  reverse  has  similar  toning  with  lilac  and  blue  highlights. 
The  edge  lettering  was  sharply  impressed  so  that  the  reverse  edge 
appears  a  little  rough  but  this  was  actually  caused  by  the  tops  of 
letters  HALF  DOLLAR  and  CENTS.

Obviously  an  early  strike  as  the  curls  and  feathers  are 
bold,  even  the  stars  are  well  struck.  This  coin  has  none  of  the 
usually  seen  weak  areas  that  so  often  plague  this  design.  In 
spite  of  the  rather  large  number  of  Mint  State  pieces  in  this 
sale,  these  really  are  rare  coins,  in  fact  PCGS  has  only  graded 
8  pieces  in  every  grade  of  Mint  State.  A  stunning  coin  that  will 
command  a  strong  price  from  a  knowledgeable  numismatist.

Midnight  gray  toning  with 
a  hint  of  sea  green  on  the  obverse  and  reverse,  probably  from  an 
artificial  means.  Well  struck  with  several  of  the  stars  showing  their  full 
radial  lines.

Medium 
gray  toning  with  lighter  devices.  Struck  slightly  off  center  to  the  right 
making  those  stars  receive  the  brunt  of  the  limited  circulation  this  coin 
received.  The  mint  employees  were  still  struggling  to  keep  up  the  huge 
demand  for  the  new  coinage  and  often  used  dies  far  beyond  their 
useful  life.  For  example,  this  coin  shows  a  sharp  bisecting  obverse 
crack  and  a  rim  cud  on  the  reverse  at  the  E  of  UNITED.  It  follows  that 
the  dies  should  have  both  been  replaced  before  continuing  the 
coinage,  instead  the  mint  kept  right  on  striking  coins  from  this  pair  of 
dies  until  another  rim  cud  appeared  on  the  reverse  above  the  UN  of 
UNITED  before  finally  retiring  this  workhorse  die  pairing.  Here  again  is 
a  small  reminder  of  our  early  days  as  a  struggling  new  country. 


1806,  6  over  inverted  6.  Overton-112.  Rarity-4.  Very  Fine  25.  Here 
again  is  the  workhorse  die  previously  used  to  produce  the  Overton-111 
variety.  The  obverse  still  has  its  vertical  bisecting  die  break  and  has 
now  added  an  additional  break  from  the  eleventh  star  to  the  right  field. 
This  specimen  has  lovely  even  toning  with  only  a  few  tiny  marks. 
There  is  a  small  rim  mark  near  the  right  upper  wing  tip.  Well  struck  in 
spite  of  the  badly  broken  obverse  die.  This  is  a  difficult  die  combination 
to  find  in  this  nice  of  condition.

joined  at  base.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  62.  Deeply  toned  at 
the  centers  a  stunning  silvery  gray  while  the  rims  are  toned  in 
magnificent  rings  of  yellow,  blue  and  gold.  Well  struck  in  spite 
of  the  late  die  state  with  the  familiar  cracks  encircling  the  date 
and  first  several  stars.  It  is  evident  that  the  great  majority  of 
these  early  Draped  Bust  Half  Dollars  were  placed  into 
circulation  as  most  of  the  few  survivors  show  extensive  wear. 
It  would  seem  to  be  a  real  twist  of  fate  that  any  could  survive 
without  being  spent,  lost  or  melted  during  the  last  183  years. 
In  fact  PCGS  has  only  graded  two  coins  in  this  grade  with  only 
three  higher.  Something  perhaps  worth  mentioning  is  that  this 
coin  is  probably  among  the  top  dozen  known.  Extensive  review 
fails  to  discover  any  significant  marks  or  other  impairments  on 
the  surfaces  of  this  coin.  Few  specimens  could  ever  hope  to 
approach  the  quality  of  this  coin,  and  therefore  it  will  always 
remain  a  classic  from  the  earliest  period  of  Federal  Coinage  in 
American  Numismatics.  Don't  let  this  one  pass  you  by  as  it 
may  be  a  very  long  time  before  another  of  this  quality  is 
offered.

of  AMERICA  joined  at  base.  Mint  State  60+.  A  remarkably  well 
struck  coin  with  each  star  showing  its  full  radial  lines  and  all 
of  Liberty's  hair  boldly  defined.  The  reverse  is  also  well  struck 
with  each  feather  of  the  eagle's  breast  sharp  as  well  as  the 
central  stars  above  the  eagle's  head.  We  might  mention  that 
this  is  quite  unusual  for  a  coin  to  be  this  sharply  struck  from 
dies  that  exhibit  severe  cracks  on  both  the  obverse  and 
reverse.  And  what's  more,  this  coin  is  graced  with  superb 
toning,  deep  blues  and  greens  about  the  periphery  with 
mottled  sunset  gold  at  the  centers.  A  close  examination  of  this 
specimen  reveals  a  few  clusters  of  tiny  marks  but  these  are 
very  trivial  and  what  one  would  expect  on  a  coin  from  this 
period.  The  sum  of  our  observations  is  that  this  is  a 
magnificent  coin  that  would  grace  the  finest  cabinet  of  Bust 
Half  Dollars  or  the  ultimate  type  set  in  the  land. 

The  obverse  die  crack  extends  as  follows:  from  the  rim  near  bust, 
through  the  base  of  date,  branching  into  two  cracks  through  the  first 
three  stars,  one  terminating  at  the  rim  near  star  three,  the  other 
continuing  through  the  stars  and  ending  at  the  base  of  I  of  LIBERTY. 
An  additional  crack  is  visible  from  the  rim  near  star  seven  through 
the  tops  of  LIBER  and  out  the  rim  above  R  The  reverse  has  a  single 
long  die  crack  from  the  rim  near  the  tail  up  through  the  tops  of 
UNITED  STATES.

Mint  State  65  This  gorgeous 
example  has  vibrant  original  blue,  green  and  gold  toning 
throughout  atop  magnificent  original  lustre  that  glows  forth 
from  the  fields  beneath.  This  long  lasting  obverse  die  had  been 
reground  prior  to  the  striking  of  this  coin  (as  compared  with 
Overton-118)  and  the  result  is  that  the  curls  and  ribbons  lack 
some  of  the  detail  seen  on  earlier  die  states.  Turning  to  the 
surfaces  of  this  coin,  the  fields  are  immaculate  and  without 
blemish.  The  stars  are  fully  struck  with  each  point  sharp  as  a 
tack.  Furthermore,  the  reverse  is  well  struck  except  on  the  left 
wing  base.  Doubtless  this  is  due  to  local  die  wear  moreso  than 
actual  weakness  in  the  strike.  The  reverse  has  no  defects  or 
marks  of  any  kind,  including  being  completely  free  of 
adjustment  marks.  We  might  mention  that  this  date  is 
occasionally  available  in  Mint  State,  but  very,  very  rarely  in  a 
gem  condition  such  as  this.

PCGS 
graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  Premium  Quality.  Medium  gray  toning 
throughout  with  green  and  red  hightlights  in  the  fields.  The  eagle's 
wings  are  a  delightful  silvery  gray  with  lustre  remaining  in  the 
feathers.  The  fields  and  devices  are  quite  clean  with  only  a  few  marks 
visible  when  examined  with  a  glass.  Here  again,  this  is  a  far  above 
average  specimen  for  the  year  with  fully  struck  hair  detail  and  only  a 
minor  area  of  weakness  in  the  central  stars  on  the  reverse.  Thinking 
back  to  the  period  when  this  coin  was  struck,  Jefferson  was  beginning 
his  final  year  in  office  as  President  and  our  trade  relationship  with 
England  had  started  to  turn  rather  nasty,  which  of  course  resulted  in 
the  War  of  1812.

star  joined  point  to  point.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  53. 
Premium  Quality.  Very  well  struck  for  an  1807  Half  Dollar  with  full 
radial  lines  on  the  obverse  stars  and  even  the  central  reverse  is  sharp. 
Lovely  medium  gray  toning  changing  to  iridescent  yellow  and  green  at 
the  edges.

Boldly 
struck  on  all  but  the  uppermost  curls  and  a  few  of  the  obverse  stars. 
Subdued  mint  lustre  beneath  the  rich  golden  toning.  Struck  from  a 
worn  reverse  die  with  many  of  the  letters  drawn  to  the  edge.  A 
collectible  grade  for  variety  specialist. 

Light  die  crack  through  date  to  stars  twelve  through  ten. 

726  1826.  Overton-110.  Rarity-2.  About  Uncirculated  55.  Bright  white  and 
untoned,  but  with  the  lustre  of  a  Morgan  Dollar  fresh  from  a  bag.  A 
few  scattered  marks  in  the  fields,  but  these  are  minor  when  one 
considers  that  this  specimen  is  163  years  old  and  how  infrequently 
such  a  beautiful  specimen  as  this  appears  on  the  market.  Sharply 
struck  on  all  but  a  few  stars  on  the  obverse. 
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1826.  Overton-116.  Rarity-1.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  60.  As  is  often 
the  case,  this  example  was  well  struck  on  the  stars,  but  the  upper 
haircurls  are  a  bit  weak.

amounts  of  lustre  glow  beneath  light  golden  toning.  Liberty's  portrait, 
as  well  as  the  eagle's  figure,  are  razor-sharp. 


Deep  golden 
toning  about  the  periphery  of  the  obverse  with  the  reverse  displaying 
the  woodgrain  effect  from  long  storage  in  an  envelope  or  coin  album.

Flashy  white  lustre  and 
well  struck  on  Liberty's  curls.  A  rarely  encountered  variety  in  this 
grade  and  this  will  definitely  attract  considerable  attention  from 
specialists.  The  fields  are  very  clean  and  show  only  a  few  light 
bagmarks.  While  most  people  who  view  the  coin  may  notice  the 
bumps  below  Liberty's  ear,  note  that  they  are  die  defects  and  not 
bagmarks.

Bright  white  in 
the  fields  with  darker  highlights  on  the  devices.  A  first-class  specimen 
of  this  variety  with  only  a  sprinkling  of  marks  that  must  be  diligently 
searched  out  with  the  aid  of  a  glass.  If  you  are  assembling  a  variety 
set,  good  luck  with  1827  as  there  are  49  separate  varieties  for  this 
year  alone!

struck  from  highly  polished  dies  on  the  obverse  and  reverse. 
Only  the  fifth  and  eighth  stars  fail  to  show  their  radial  lines. 
The  hair  and  eagle's  feathers  are  especially  bold.  The  field 
areas  between  the  shield  stripes  show  the  full  prooflike 
surface  that  is  a  requirement  for  Proofs  of  this  period.  In 
addition  to  these  facts,  several  die  filing  lines  are  present  on 
this  specimen  attesting  to  its  being  struck  soon  after  the  dies 
were  polished.  Furthermore,  the  coin  is  toned  a  wonderful 
shade  of  blue  about  the  rims  with  lighter  red  and  gold  near  the 
centers.  Although  this  variety  is  not  mentioned  as  a  Proof  in 
Walter  Breen's  Encyclopedia  of  United  States  and  Colonial 
Proof  Coins  1722—1977  it  still  has  all  the  hallmarks  of  a  Proof 
of  this  period.  However,  we  hesitate  to  call  it  a  Proof  with 
absolute  certainty  and  prefer  the  status  of  a  Specimen  or 
Presentation  coin.  In  fact,  it  is  very  similar  in  appearance  to  the 
1829  Presentation  coin  offered  herein.  A  coin  that  will  require 
hours  of  study  and  discussion  among  the  experts  in  the  field 
before  a  decision  can  be  rendered.  Whether  a  Mint  State  or  a 
Proof  is  not  all  that  important,  it  is  however,  a  spectacular  coin 
that  is  certain  to  be  the  centerpiece  of  any  collection  it  graces. 

Early  die  state  as  noted  with  die  filing  lines  on  the  reverse  beneath 
the  left  wing  to  leg,  a  single  line  from  the  left  wing  toward  the  neck 
and  another  down  from  the  back  of  the  eagle's  mouth  toward  the 
left  shield  point.  The  obverse  has  a  minor  die  line  from  the  upper  tip 
of  1  and  sharp  recutting  on  many  stars.

Struck  near  the  end  of  the  die's  lives  as  all  lettering 
and  stars  are  drawn  sharply  to  the  rims.

0-107  has  some  digs  above  the  head  but  they  are  hidden  by  vibrant 
yellow  and  blue  toning.  The  0-112  has  been  dipped  and  is  now  toned 
a  dull  gray.  Still  a  lot  worth  examining  by  the  specialist.  Lot  of  3  coins. 


756  1829.  Overton-103.  Rarity-1.  Mint  State  64.  Here  is  one  of  the 

prettiest  coins  in  this  section.  Consider  first  the  bold  strike:  the 
mint  coiners  must  have  given  a  little  extra  umphhhh  to  bring 
up  the  curls  just  enough  to  separate  the  highest  curls.  Next  we 
move  to  the  lustre,  which  is  subdued  by  dainty  yellow  gold 
toning  on  the  obverse  and  green  and  red  on  the  reverse.  With 
regard  to  the  fields  and  handling,  well  this  coin  somehow 
missed  the  usual  accumulation  of  bagmarks  and  the  fields  and 
devices  remain  in  unusually  pristine  condition.  In  summary, 
this  is  one  of  finest  1829's  we  have  ever  seen  and  should  bring 
a  healthy  premium  over  lesser  Mint  State  examples.

EXCESSIVELY  RARE  1829  SPECIMEN 
PRESENTATION  STRIKE

764  1829.  Overton-112.  Rarity-1.  Specimen  Presentation  Strike 

Mint  State  65.  Without  question,  this  specimen  received 
special  care  prior  to  striking  with  polished  dies.  The  fields  have 
nearly  full  Proof  reflectiveness  except  near  the  devices  where 
the  mint  frost  seems  to  spill  over  into  the  fields.  This  unusual 
situation  is  most  evident  behind  Liberty's  head  where  the  frost 
continues  in  the  field  in  a  straight  line  down  from  the  back  of 
the  cap  to  the  lower  curls.  The  reverse  is  boldly  struck  except 
for  the  area  of  the  denomination  which  is  always  weakly 
struck  on  this  variety.  Perhaps  the  dies  did  not  quite  align 
properly  or  were  lapped  severely  in  preparation  of  this 
specimen  striking  weakening  this  area  of  the  reverse.  There  is 
a  minor  planchet  flake  in  the  field  below  the  U  of  UNUM  which 
can  be  used  to  identify  this  specimen.  Not  only  is  this  coin 
excessively  rare  as  a  presentation  piece  but  it  is  further 
enhanced  by  its  nearly  perfect  fields  and  devices.  Obviously 
this  coin  has  seen  careful  handling  since  the  day  of  its  striking. 
This  coin  is  very  similar  to  the  1829  Half  Dime  offered  in  this 
sale  and  came  from  a  three  coin  set  including  the  Dime  which 
is  also  offered  herein.  A  copy  of  a  January,  1984  CoinAge 
article  about  this  set  written  by  Richard  G.  Doty  is  included 
with  this  lot.  Walter  Breen  mentions  that  this  variety  is  known 
in  Proof  and  this  specimen  strike  clearly  represents  yet  another 
specimen  to  add  to  the  small  handful  of  other  confirmed 
specimen  strikes  in  existence.  All  such  special  strikings  are 
extremely  rare  and  were  created  at  the  mint  for  unknown 
occasions,  perhaps  to  be  given  out  to  visiting  dignitaries  or 
other  important  statesmen.  Whatever  the  reason  for  their 
existence  here  is  a  remarkable  specimen  with  vibrant  original 
prooflike  surfaces  and  deeply  frosted  devices.  A  coin  for  the 
connoisseur  of  numismatics  and  a  rare  opportunity  to 
purchase  an  early  presentation  striking  from  the  Philadelphia 
Mint. 


765  1829.  Overton-117.  Rarity-2.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  61.  Deeply 
toned  a  pink  and  gray  in  color  with  the  usual  flatness  on  the  upper 
curls  of  Liberty.  While  not  a  rare  variety,  the  overall  quality  of  this 
specimen  makes  it  desirable  as  one  of  the  finer  survivors  of  this  die 
pairing.

Apparently  Unique  as  a 
Proof.  The  surfaces  have  full  brilliance,  including  the  all 
important  area  between  the  shield  lines  on  the  reverse.  Very 
sharply  struck  on  all  but  a  few  of  the  obverse  stars  (which 
show  characteristic  weakness  for  the  variety).  Toned  a  deep 
iridescent  gray  throughout.  There  are  a  few  handling  marks  the 
worst  being  a  small  gouge  from  the  base  of  the  E  of  UNITED 
to  the  left  edge  of  the  scroll.  The  dies  show  many  polishing 
lines  which  are  visible  in  the  fields  about  the  reverse  devices. 
All  Proof  coins  prior  to  1858  are  rare,  they  were  made  as 
needed  by  mint  employees  for  collectors  or  dignitaries.

This 
variety  was  struck  later  in  the  year  when  the  mint  decided  to 
reduce  the  size  of  the  reverse  lettering.  Breen  mentions  the 
other  varieties  in  his  Encyclopedia  of  United  States  and 
Colonial  Proof  Coins,  1722  to  1977  but  states  that  he  had  not 
seen  any  Proof  coins  from  the  later  small  letter  reverse  dies 
such  as  this  example.  The  obverse  die  appears  to  have  been  an 
early  stike  as  the  recutting  of  the  date  is  clear  and  no  cracks 
are  visible.  The  early  pedigree  of  this  coin  is  unknown  although 
it  may  be  the  Davis-Graves:528  coin  mentioned  in  Breen  but 
unverified  and  untraced.  Regardless  of  the  pedigree  this  is  an 
extremely  rare  early  Proof  coin  and  Unique  as  a  variety  in 
Proof.

Here  is 
a  pretty  reminder  from  one  of  those  forgotten  bags  that  helped  to  prop 
up  some  shaky  institution  in  the  distant  past.

The  1836  Reeded  Edge  was  our  first  Half 
Dollar  to  be  struck  using  a  close  collar  on  the  new  press.  Mint 
Director  Patterson  describes  the  changeover  in  a  November  8, 
1836  communique  to  Treasury  Secretary  Levi  Woodbury 
I along  with  10  samples  of  the  coin):  " The  old  [half  dollar]  coins 
were  struck  in  what  we  term  an  open  collar;  this  is  struck  in 
a  close  collar,  which  makes  the  edges  of  pieces  thicker,  and 
gives  a  mathematical  equality  to  their  diameters."  Hence:  a 
better  mousetrap.

Premium  Quality.  Such  marvelous  toning  should  be  on  every  coinl  The 
rims  are  toned  a  deep  blue  with  the  centers  a  lovely  sunset  color  that 
shimmers  on  the  lustrous  surfaces.  Well  struck  for  this  issue  with  bold 
hair  detail  on  the  obverse  and  feather  detail  on  the  reverse.  Worthy  of 
the  finest  type  set  in  the  land  for  its  color  alone,  much  less  its  clean 
surfaces.

We  quote  from  the  Garrett  sale:  "While  this  piece  is  a  rarity 
in  its  own  right  (just  a  few  dozen  are  known  to  exist),  the 
outstanding  feature  of  the  present  coin  is  its  condition.  It  is 
Choice  Prooflike  Uncirculated  and  is  believed  to  be  by  far  the 
Finest  Known  specimen.  We  have  never  seen  one  which  even 
approaches  it.

As  related  in 
their  sale  catalogue,  it  is  widely  believed  this  famous  coin  was 
struck  in  the  cellar  "mint"  of  John  Harper  at  Sixth  and  Cherry 
Street  or  at  another  facility  in  a  coach  house  at  Sixth  Street 
above  Chestnut.  Why  not  strike  the  coin  at  our  government 
Mint?  Because  (1)  the  Mint  was  not  then  in  operation,  and  (2) 
the  chief  coiner  and  assayer  of  the  Mint  had  not  yet  posted 
bonds  which  would  have  allowed  them  to  have  begun  coinage 
of  silver  and  gold. 

While  Judd  I and  many  others)  considered  1 792  Half  Dismes  to 
be  patterns,  there  are  those  who  cite  President  Washington's 
famous  letter  of  1792  as  assigning  it  official  status  as  a 
circulating  coin:  " There  has  been  a  small  beginning  in  the 
coinage  of  half  dismes,  the  want  of  small  coins  in  circulation 
calling  the  first  attention  to  them."  Be  that  as  it  may, 
numismatic  purists  have,  for  over  150  years,  yearned  to  own 
these  delightful  ties  to  our  fledgling  nationhood.  And  rightly 
so!

the  obverse  and  most  of  the  reverse  has  been  uniformly 
burnished,  perhaps  to  remove  some  ancient  porosity  or  minor 
scratches.  The  coin  has  completely  toned  back  to  a  wonderful 
medium  brown  and  has  a  great  look  that  often  is  seen  on 
burnished  early  copper.  As  a  matter  of  observed  fact,  many 
collectors  would  "improve”  their  early  copper  by  burnishing 
the  surfaces  to  remove  any  incrustations  or  porosity  that  may 
have  developed.  Today,  this  type  of  "improvement"  has  fallen 
from  favor  with  collectors.  Having  that  in  mind,  remember  that 
we  all  fall  victims  to  the  fashions  of  our  time,  just  as  brushing 
our  coins  with  a  camel  hair  brush  is  accepted  as  standard 
procedure  today,  so  was  burnishing  not  so  long  ago.  Still  a 
remarkably  well  preserved  coin  that  should  interest  the 
specialist  and  type  collector  alike. 


893  1793.  Breen-3.  Cohen-3.  Rarity-3.  Very  Good  8.  Dark  and  uniformly 
porous  throughout.  Turning  to  the  reverse  an  ancient  scrape  is  noted 
at  the  left  center  of  the  wreath.  An  important  type  coin  that  often  is 
found  with  a  myriad  of  problems.  One  can  imagine  the  hurry  up  and 
wait  frustration  of  the  mint  employees  that  could  not  coin  precious 
silver  or  gold  until  a  bond  could  be  posted  by  the  mint  directors.

Can  you  imagine  the  consternation 
of  the  mint  workers  who  were  trying  to  crank  out  as  many 
coins  as  possible  while  fighting  the  wrath  of  an  unappreciative 
public  and  Senate,  yellow  fever  which  tended  to  kill  off  the 
workers  that  did  not  flee  to  the  hinterlands  every  summer,  and 
all  the  while  changing  the  complete  design  three  separate 
times  within  a  year.  What's  more,  this  was  their  first  year  of 
operation!  It  is  a  wonder  that  the  entire  project  wasn't 
abandoned.  A  delight  to  behold  and  worthy  of  a  place  in  your 
cabinet. 
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909  1794.  Sheldon-55.  Rarity-3.  PCGS  graded  Extremely  Fine  40.  A 

delightful  example  of  the  "Big  Berries"  variety  that  may  even  be  in  the 
Condition  Census.  The  planchet  has  some  diagonal  and  shallow 
laminations  that  are  visible  with  a  glass.  In  addition,  a  few  edge  marks 
are  noted  on  the  reverse  but  this  is  still  a  much  nicer  piece  of  early 
copper  than  usually  seen.  It  seems  rather  odd  that  the  die  engraver  did 
not  try  to  recut  the  A  of  STATES  as  it  is  so  out  of  position.  However, 
it  is  just  this  type  of  engraving  error  that  makes  die  variety  collecting 
so  much  fun.

1795.  Sheldon-76b.  Rarity-1.  Tip  of  5  pierces  bust,  ONE  CENT  high  in 
wreath,  plain  edge,  thin  planchet.  Very  Fine  30.  Medium  chocolate 
brown  with  glossy  surfaces.  An  early  die  state  without  the  often  seen 
obverse  crack  or  die  swelling.  This  variety  has  an  interesting  story 
behind  it.  In  1792,  Congress  agreed  with  Hamilton's  proposal  to  make 
a  copper  cent  weighing  264  grains.  The  Birch  Cents  range  from  208 
grains  up  to  286  grains  from  the  same  period.  The  mint  produced 
Cents  from  1793  through  1795  weighing  the  new  standard  208 
grains.  By  late  1795,  copper  prices  rose  dramatically,  to  36  cents  per 
pound  because  of  a  temporary  failure  of  the  Anglesey  Mines  in  Wales. 
At  this  new  price  for  copper,  President  Washington  discovered  that  it 
cost  the  mint  $1.22  to  produce  each  100  cents.  Washington  verbally 
agreed  with  Mint  Director  Boudinot  that  the  standard  should  be 
reduced  to  168  grains  on  December  27,  1795.  Remarkably,  the  mint 
produced  45,000  new  reduced  weight  cents  for  delivery  on  January 
1,  1796  and  another  456,500  more  for  delivery  by  March  12,  1796. 
This  new  standard  held  until  1857  when  the  first  Small  Cents  were 
introduced  and  a  brief  review  of  your  pocket  change  will  show  that  its 
been  downhill  ever  since.  Although  a  common  variety,  this  an 
historical  link  to  our  Colonial  days.

1865- S.  About  Uncirculated  55.  Abundant  mint  lustre  remains  on  this 
well  struck  example. 

1867.  NGC  graded  Proof  63.  Low  mintage  both  in  Proof  (625)  and  as 
a  business  strike  (8,000).  Here  is  a  splendid,  gray  and  blue  toned  Proof 
for  someone  who  likes  rarity. 

1867.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  62.  Deep  blue  toning  with  areas  of 
reddish  gold  at  the  center.  As  with  the  few  other  Mint  State  1867  Half 
Dimes  we  have  seen,  this  one,  too,  was  struck  from  clashed  dies.

Only  25  pieces  have  been  so  graded  by  the 
service,  and  24  higher;  few  of  these  49  coins  could  match  this  one's 
original  look. 

1870.  NGC  graded  Proof  63.  Nearly  completely  untoned  with  light, 
two-tone  effect.  One  of  only  1,000  Proofs  this  year,  and  a  splendid 
example  it  is. 

1870.  Brilliant  Proof  63.  Well  struck  with  lovely  golden  sunset  toning 
throughout.  One  of  only  1,000  struck  in  Brilliant  Proof.  A  nice  coin  for 
the  type  collector. 

1871.  Mint  State  63.  This  specimen  has  good  lustre  coupled  with  rich 
original  toning.  What's  more  the  strike  is  sharp  on  all  but  the  upper 
portion  of  the  reverse  wreath. 


1872.  PCGS  graded  Proof  63.  Sharp  and  original  with  lovely  lilac 
toning  throughout.  One  of  950  struck  in  Proof. 

1872.  Brilliant  Proof  60.  Fully  brilliant  with  faint  hairlines  throughout 
the  fields.

1872-S.  Mintmark  below  Wreath.  Mint  State  63.  A  coin  with 
tremendous  flash  and  eye  appeal.  The  rings  of  blue  and  green 
surround  Liberty  and  the  wreath.  A  single  mark  in  the  right  obverse 
field  is  all  that  separates  this  coin  from  perfection. 


1873.  Brilliant  Proof  64.  Magnificent  toning  throughout.  The  surfaces 
are  clean  and  don't  show  any  hairlines  or  other  contact  marks.  One  of 
only  600  struck  in  Brilliant  Proof  and  few  could  match  the 
attractiveness  of  this  coin. 
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1873-S.  Mint  State  65.  Deep  original  toning  throughout.  The  surfaces 
and  fields  are  perfect  and  show  no  signs  of  handling.  The  upper 
wreath  has  some  weakness  in  the  strike  as  often  seen.  Oddly  the  mint 
continued  minting  both  Nickels  and  Half  Dimes  from  1866  until  1873 
when  the  Half  Dime  was  discontinued.  Somehow  this  specimen 
missed  being  spent  for  a  beer  or  a  cigar  during  the  wild  west  days  of 
California  and  was  socked  away,  much  to  the  delight  of  today’s 
collectors.

EXTRAORDINARY  1796  DIME

1262  1796.  JR-1.  Rarity-3.  Mint  State  65.  A  vibrant  original 

specimen  that  boasts  golden  toning  in  the  centers  deepening 
to  mauve  and  red  at  the  periphery.  This  specimen  also  has  a 
sharp  strike  that  defines  each  of  Liberty's  hair  strands  and  all 
but  the  uppermost  five  breast  feathers  on  the  reverse.  There 
are  some  central  obverse  adjustment  marks  but  these  are  well 
hidden  by  the  toning  and  hair  detail.  Special  care  was  given  in 
the  production  of  1796  Dimes  by  the  mint,  this  was  a  new 
denomination  and  like  the  Quarter,  many  specimens  are 
prooflike.  Luckily  for  collectors,  many  were  saved  as  the  first 
of  their  kind  from  this  year,  but  very,  very  few  can  approach 
this  specimen  for  overall  quality.  The  fields  are  mark-free  as  are 
the  devices.  Careful  study  with  a  strong  glass  fails  to  reveal 
any  significant  marks  or  other  detractions,  just  pristine 
surfaces  with  superb  toning.  The  authors  of  Early  United 
States  Dimes  1796-1837  state  that  there  are  over  20 
specimens  known  of  this  variety  in  Uncirculated,  but  only  one 
that  qualifies  as  Mint  State  65.  This  appears  to  be  a  different 
specimen  than  that  mentioned  by  the  authors,  and  as  such 
must  be  considered  well  into  the  Condition  Census.  An 
important  opportunity  for  the  Dime  specialist  or  type  collector 
who  demands  the  finest  quality  available. 

Late  obverse  die  state  with  the  cud  at  star  one  well  developed. 
The  reverse  die  shows  a  faint  crack  from  the  rim  through  the  E  of 
STATES  to  the  eagle's  head  and  wing,  then  to  a  leaf  point  and  out 
the  rim  through  the  C  of  AMERICA.  This  crack  is  joined  by  another 
crack  from  the  rim  through  the  E  of  AMERICA  which  meets  the  first 
crack  under  the  eagle's  wing. 


CHOICE  MINT  STATE  1796  DIME 


1  263  1796.  JR-1.  Rarity-3.  Mint  State  63+.  A  second  superb  exam¬ 

ple  of  this  sought-after  type  coin.  The  fields  and  devices  are 
bright  and  frosty  with  whispers  of  golden  toning  beginning  to 
form.  The  fields  are  virtually  free  of  contact  marks  or  other 
evidence  of  handling.  There  are  some  diagonal  adjustment 
marks  on  the  reverse  but  these  were  all  but  made  invisible  by 
the  sharp  strike.  Struck  from  heavily  clashed  dies  so  that  much 
of  the  wreath  is  visible  above  Liberty  and  the  outline  of  the  bust 
is  visible  on  the  reverse.  A  grand  specimen  for  the  type  collec¬ 
tor  and  a  significant  offering  by  itself.  Rarely  does  one  have  the 
opportunity  to  purchase  a  classic  such  as  this  in  the  field  of 
American  numismatics. 

Die  cud  at  star  one  as  seen  on  all  but  one  example  of  this  variety. 
The  reverse  has  a  myriad  of  fine  die  cracks  similar  to  the  specimen 
offered  above.

1805.  JR-2.  Rarity-2.  Extremely  Fine  40.  Even  silvery  gray  toning  on 
the  obverse  and  reverse.  The  obverse  die  was  used  to  produce  a  large 
quantity  of  JR-1  Dimes,  then  lapped  before  coinage  began  on  this  JR-2 
variety.  In  the  process,  the  denticles  were  weakened  but  none  of  the 
devices  seem  to  be  adversly  affected.  A  point  worthy  of  note  is  that 
the  reverse  die  uses  the  old  style  "narrow  A's"  and  the  "star  cross" 
pattern  of  stars  in  the  field  above  the  eagle's  head  as  seen  on  most 
dies  prior  to  1800.  One  can  assume  that  this  die  was  made  during 
1798  and  set  aside,  the  coinage  of  Dimes  from  1800  through  1804 
was  rather  small  and  enough  dies  were  on  hand  to  accommodate  the 
coiners  so  that  this  die  remained  on  some  dusty  shelf.  Finally,  the 
order  for  a  large  number  of  Dimes  was  received  so  the  mint  workers 
pulled  out  all  stops  and  struck  off  120,780  in  this  year.  A  popular  type 
coin  or  perhaps  one  for  the  variety  collector.

1807.  JR-1.  Rarity-2.  Mint  State  60  +  .  Although  this  is  one  of  the  most 
common  dates  of  the  Bust  Dime  series,  rarely  is  one  encountered  as 
choice  as  this  specimen.  The  fields  show  the  ever  present  clash  marks 
as  the  mint  hardly  had  time  to  stop  to  repolish  the  dies.  Between 
trouble  with  the  British  and  heavy  demand  at  home  for  this  new 
coinage  the  mint  workers  could  barely  prepare  new  dies  in  time  to 
replace  the  badly  broken  dies.  In  fact,  the  reverse  die  of  this  coin  was 
used  in  combination  with  four  other  obverse  dies  to  strike  Quarter 
Eagles  prior  to  it  being  used  to  strike  over  100,000  1807  Dimes.  How 
this  marathon  reverse  die  held  together  is  a  mystery,  but  we  can  be 
sure  the  mint  workers  were  quite  happy  not  to  be  forced  to  replace  it. 
An  important  type  coin  or  one  for  the  variety  collector. 


1825.  JR-2.  Rarity-2.  Mint  State  63.  Unusually  well  struck  on 
Liberty's  curls  with  each  hair  curl  separated.  The  reverse  is  also  well 
struck,  displaying  a  touch  of  weakness  on  the  eagle's  neck.  Lovely 
yellow  and  gold  toning  with  spectacular  fields. 


1827.  JR-4.  Rarity-2.  PCGS  graded  Extremely  Fine  45.  Premium 
Quality.  Lovely  old  time  toning  throughout.  A  popular  example  for  the 
type  or  variety  collector. 

1828  Large  Date,  JR-2,  Rarity- 3;  1837  Seated  Liberty,  No  Stars; 
1838;  and  1840  No  Drapery.  Very  Good  to  Extremely  Fine.  The  1837 
and  the  1840  have  a  few  bumps  in  the  field.  Still  an  nice  lot  of  early 
Dimes.  Lot  of  4  coins.

EXTREMELY  RARE  PRESENTATION  1829  JR  7  DIME

1  269  1829.  JR-7.  Rarity-1.  Specimen  Presentation  Strike  Mint  State 

64.  This  coin  is  really  a  mystery,  it  has  the  satin  finish  of  a 
Proof  coin  from  the  1890's  rather  than  the  usual  lustrous 
surfaces  one  would  expect  on  a  Mint  State  coin.  When 
compared  with  the  other  Specimen  Presentation  coins  in  this 
1829  set  (see  the  Half  Dime  and  Half  Dollar),  it  has  an  entirely 
different  look  and  appearance.  The  Half  Dime  and  Half  Dollar 
are  fully  brilliant  whereas  this  Dime  has  a  satin  finish.  This  coin 
does  not  have  a  wire  rim  but  does  have  an  above-average  strike 
for  the  variety.  The  authors  of  Early  United  States  Dimes 
1796  —  1837  note  that  2  other  Proof  specimens  have  been 
seen  of  this  variety  giving  further  credence  to  its  status  as 
some  kind  of  presentation  piece.  When  the  consignor 
purchased  these  coins  in  the  early  1960's  they  were  wrapped 
in  rice  paper  and  cotton  gauze  (which  is  how  the  mint  sold 
these  earliest  specimens).  For  further  discussion  on  this 
specimen  the  consignor  has  included  a  copy  of  an  article 
published  in  CoinAge  in  January,  1984  by  Richard  G.  Doty 
which  examines  this  coin  at  length.  Clearly  a  piece  for  the 
specialist  and  will  doubtless  attract  spirited  bidding. 


1270  1829.  JR-2.  Rarity-2.  Mint  State  60+.  Beautiful  toning  throughout 

with  deeper  multicolored  hues  on  the  periphery.  The  right  obverse  field 
has  a  straight  shallow  flaw  caused  when  the  coin  was  struck  through 
a  small  piece  of  debris  adhering  to  the  obverse  die.  This  minor  flaw  has 
toned  over  and  is  not  too  detracting.  Frosty  devices  and  very  well 
struck  with  each  star  showing  its  full  radial  lines  and  every  curl  sharp. 
Careful  examination  reveals  occasional  marks  but  none  that  are 
significant  enough  to  warrant  description.  A  nice  type  coin. 

Late  die  state  with  all  the  cracks  mentioned  in  the  Dime  book  plus  an 
additional  obverse  crack  from  star  three  to  Liberty's  cap. 

1  271  1831.  JR-5.  Rarity-1.  Extremely  Fine  40.  A  nice  coin  except  for  a  dark 

obverse  streak  running  from  the  date  to  the  first  two  stars. 


1  272  1834.  JR-2.  Rarity-5.  About  Uncirculated  50.  Silvery  gray  on  the 

obverse  with  mottled  gold  and  gray  toning  on  the  reverse.  Really  a  rare 
variety  as  the  obverse  die  continued  to  crack  through  the  first  five 
stars.  Furthermore,  this  is  the  huge  D  in  UNITED  variety  where  the  die 
engraver  apparently  grabbed  a  "D"  punch  from  the  wrong  box 
(perhaps  a  Quarter-size  punch).  This  coin  is  probably  one  of  the  top 
dozen  or  so  known  of  this  variety.

1  275  1843-0.  Mint  State  60.  A  rarely  seen  example  of  this  tough  date.  The 

surfaces  are  mark-free  and  have  acquired  an  even  gray  tone.  One  of 
the  key  dates  to  the  Seated  Liberty  Dime  series. 

1  276  1844.  Fine  15.  Long  the  "stopper"  to  many  a  Seated  Dime  collector, 

1844  was  struck  to  the  tune  of  72,500  and  has  the  lowest  mintage 
for  the  Stars  Obverse  type.  Most  went  directly  into  the  streams  of 
commerce  where  they  did  what  they  were  supposed  to  do:  circulate. 
Few  pleasing  ones  turn  up  today;  this  is  one  of  the  few. 


1277  1845.  Mint  State  63.  Untouched  gold  and  blue  toning  of  the  type 

found  when  very  old  collections  come  on  the  market.  And  what  is 
clearly  unusual  in  this  case,  the  toning  rests  atop  superb,  semi¬ 
prooflike  fields.  In  addition,  the  strike  is  all  anyone  could  ask  for  in  a 
Stars  Obverse  Dime  A  "must"  for  any  serious  collector. 


1278  1849-0.  Mint  State  63.  Toned  an  irregular  deep  blue  and  purple, 

probably  by  an  artificial  means,  on  the  obverse  with  a  more  natural 
yellow  and  tan  on  the  reverse.  A  rare  date,  unpriced  in  Mint  State  in 
the  Redbook.  Sharply  struck  from  worn  dies. 


1279  1851-0.  Mint  State  60.  Deep  gold  and  blue  toning  and  very  well 

struck.  Only  400,000  of  these  were  minted.  Rarely  does  one  turn  up 
in  anything  but  well  circulated  condition.  For  this  reason  we 
recommend  that  you  examine  this  piece  closely  if  you  are  building  a 
date  and  mint  set  of  Seated  Liberty  Dimes. 

By  the  early  1850's  a  flood  of  gold  coming  to  the  market  from 
California's  gold  fields  tended  to  reduce  that  metal’s  price  relative  to 
silver.  People  responded  to  this  situation  by  hoarding  ( and  exporting) 
silver  coins.  As  a  consequence,  most  1850-1853  No  Arrows  silver 
disappeared  altogether.  Therefore,  when  you  see  a  mintage  figure  in 
the  Guide  Book— like  400,000  for  this  1851-0— keep  in  mind  the 
actual  number  of  coins  available  may  be  a  tiny  fraction  of  what  was 
originally  made 


1280  1852.  Mint  State  60+.  Sharply  struck  with  a  recut  52  at  the  bases. 


GEM  1853  NO  ARROWS  DIME 


1281  1853.  No  Arrows.  Mint  State  65.  A  gorgeous  gem  with  no 

detractions  of  any  kind.  Boldly  struck  with  each  star  and  detail 
of  Liberty  sharp,  the  reverse  too,  shows  no  sign  of  weakness. 
While  struck  early  in  the  year,  the  mint  was  having  a  terrible 
time  trying  to  balance  the  dropping  price  of  gold  (remember 
the  huge  quantities  of  gold  coming  from  the  new  mines  in 
California)  with  that  of  silver.  The  result  was  that  silver 
disappeared  from  circulation  and  the  politicians  decided  the 
only  solution  was  to  reduce  the  silver  weight  of  the  coins.  It 
was  decided  to  put  arrows  at  the  date  to  signify  the  new 
lighter  coins.  Somehow  this  magnificent  specimen  escaped 
the  melting  pot  and  survived  unscathed  through  generations 
of  owners.  One  of  only  95,000  struck.

1457  1805.  Browning-2a.  Rarity-4.  Mint  State  65.  A  stunning  coin 

of  this  rare  variety  that  boasts  glowing  original  lustre  and 
exceptionally  clean  surfaces.  The  R  of  LIBERTY  is  always 
weakly  struck  on  this  die  state  as  it  was  directly  above  the 
eagle's  tail,  there  not  being  enough  muscle  in  the  coiner's 
biceps  to  bring  up  both  the  tail  and  the  R,  the  result  is  a  weak 
R  and  tail.  Furthermore,  the  dies  had  clashed  together  many 
times  resulting  in  weakness  on  a  few  areas  of  the  reverse.  This 
coin  is  doubtless  one  of  the  Finest  Known  of  this  variety  and 
worthy  of  the  most  advanced  cabinet.  It  is  even  a  bit  better 
than  the  following  lot,  which  is  a  superb  example  in  its  own 
right.  Students  of  history  know  the  trials  of  these  early  days 
at  the  mint,  Congress  nearly  voted  to  close  the  mint  in  1801 
and  renewed  the  law  authorizing  its  existence  every  five  years 
through  1828  when  its  continuance  was  authorized  unless 
otherwise  provided  for  by  law.  Holding  this  Quarter  in  your 
hand  brings  to  mind  an  era  when  Missouri  was  a  distant  land 
with  trappers  and  Indians  dominating  the  territory  west  of  the 
Appalachian  Mountains.  Jefferson  had  only  recently 
completed  the  Louisiana  Purchase  which  brought  Napoleon 
much  needed  capital  to  fight  his  war  back  home.  Somehow, 
through  wars  and  inflations,  this  Quarter  has  come  down  to  us, 
virtually  as  struck,  a  bright  fresh  reminder  of  days  gone  by,  but 
not  forgotten.

very  well  struck  with  each  of  Liberty's  curls  bold  and  separated  as  are 
each  of  the  eagle's  feathers.  Here  again,  the  toning  is  magnificent,  the 
surfaces  are  a  chorus  of  sea  green,  blue,  russet  and  gold  that  attests 
to  long  storage  in  a  paper  envelope.  If  you  desire  quality,  then  here  is 
the  coin  for  you.

During  this  period  and  until  1878,  silver  coinage  did  not 
circulate  in  the  East.  Rarely  is  a  coin  this  nice  encountered.

Now  that  we  have  decided  this,  we  must  circle  the  lot 
number  and  remember  to  bid  liberally  at  the  sale. 


1486  1873  Arrows.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  62.  Bright  and  frosty  for  this 
popular  type  coin.  Although  5  coins  have  been  graded  higher  by 
PCGS,  none  have  been  graded  lower.  That  makes  this  coin  in  or  near 
the  Condition  Census.  Important  as  such. 

1487  1873.  With  Arrows.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  55.  An 

important  two-year  type  coin,  and  an  especially  nice  one  it  is  having 
medium  blue  and  gold  toning  over  lustrous  surfaces. 
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1488  1873-S.  Arrows.  Mint  State  64.  Smoky  gray  toning  on  the  obverse 

and  reverse  and  well  struck.  Furthermore,  each  star  and  fold  of 
Liberty's  drapery  is  sharp,  as  is  every  feather  on  the  eagle.  A  delightful 
coin  with  only  a  few  contact  marks  hidden  on  the  devices.  We  might 
mention  that  the  inflation  of  the  Civil  War  still  had  not  been  worked 
out  of  the  economy  by  the  time  this  coin  was  struck.  In  fact,  our 
country  saw  a  sharp  depression  in  this  year,  many  who  lived  through 
both,  said  it  was  far  worse  than  the  more  famous  contraction  of  1929. 
Congress  saw  fit  to  once  again  reduce  the  silver  content  of  coinage 
to  try  and  return  the  "balance”  between  the  gold  to  silver  ratio  to  keep 
both  metals  in  circulation.  As  one  can  see,  the  mintages  of  Quarter 
Dollars  increased  dramatically  shortly  after  this  coin  was  struck, 
which  effected  the  return  of  small  change  to  circulation  during  this 
reconstruction  period.  A  most  historic  link  to  our  past  in  very  nice 
condition. 


1489  1874.  With  Arrows.  Brilliant  Proof  64.  A  blazing  white  specimen  with 

deeply  frosted  devices  and  mirror  surfaces.  The  fields  are  very  clean 
and  show  only  scattered  contact  marks  when  examined  with  a  glass. 
A  very  scarce  type  coin  and  needed  by  most  collectors.  Only  700  were 
struck,  few  of  which  survive  anywhere  near  the  superb  condition  of 
this  example.

the  kind  everyone  who  desires  toned  coins  loves,  and  well  struck.  Only 
832  struck  in  Brilliant  Proof  this  year.

As  a  consequence,  western  farm 
states  entered  a  period  of  slowing  activity.  And  slow  activity  translates  into 
little  demand  upon  the  Mints  for  coinage.  (1921  and  1922  are  seen  as  the 
low  point  in  this  activity).

Compare  this 
figure  with,  say,  those  of  the  1840's.  You  will  immediately  find 
how  rapidly  the  Mint's  coinage  totals  declined.  Silver  was 
fleeing  elsewhere.  If  you  yearn  to  own  a  very  rare,  m id-1 9th 
Century  American  coin  in  tip-top  condition,  this  1852  may  fit 
the  bill

2380  1794.  Bolender-1.  Rarity-4.  Good  4.  Medium  silvery  gray  and  pleasing 

for  the  grade.  Liberty  was  well  struck  with  a  number  of  curls  showing 
definition  on  the  obverse.  The  eagle’s  wing  feathers  also  show  quite 
a  number  of  feathers  for  a  coin  of  this  grade.  The  obverse  fields  show 
minute  evidence  of  tooling  to  remove  some  initials  or  other  detraction. 
As  always  seen,  the  left  obverse  and  corresponding  section  of  the 
reverse  is  weakly  struck.  A  few  adjustment  marks  are  also  visible 
about  the  rims.  Additionally,  a  few  minor  planchet  laminations  are 
visible,  the  worst  being  on  the  first  T  of  STATES.  The  date  is  weak  at 
the  base,  but  still  clear  to  the  naked  eye.  A  most  important  date  for 
the  collector,  only  1,758  were  struck,  most  of  the  survivors  being  in 
similar  condition  to  this  specimen.

2381  1795.  Bolender-13.  Rarity-6.  Mint  State  60+.  Prooflike 

throughout  with  magnificent  toning  about  the  periphery.  In  the 
past,  this  coin  has  been  catalogued  as  a  candidate  for 
Presentation  Piece  status  and  one  can  see  why  at  first  glance. 
Walter  Breen,  in  his  Encyclopedia  of  United  States  and  Colonial 
Proof  Coins  1722-1977  states  the  following  regarding  this 
coin:  “As  other  possible  presentation  pieces  include  the  Earle- 
Clapp-Eliasberg  B-2  and  perhaps  Frank  Stirling's  BT3.  .  . 
This  coin  is  the  Frank  Stirling  specimen.  The  strike  is  medallic 
with  every  star  fully  struck  and  each  strand  of  Liberty's  hair 
fully  separated.  The  central  obverse  and  also  the  upper  and 
lower  rim  show  a  few  adjustment  marks,  however,  these  are 
known  on  all  coins  struck  from  this  die  pairing.  Apparently,  the 
planchets  used  to  strike  this  variety  were  too  thick  and 
required  adjusting  prior  to  striking  to  bring  them  within  the 
legal  tolerance.  The  obverse  also  shows  some  faint  hairlines 
when  viewed  with  a  strong  glass  and  a  single  hidden  scratch 
below  the  final  star.  The  reverse  has  no  evidence  of 
adjustment  marks  and  is  also  boldly  struck  on  all  but  the 
uppermost  portion  of  the  eagle's  breast  which  was  flatly 
struck.  One  must  remember  that  the  mint  had  no  parameters 
for  striking  Presentation  Pieces,  so  we  must  assume  from  the 
evidence  that  a  few  such  coins,  such  as  this  specimen,  appear 
to  have  a  better  than  average  strike  and  have  prooflike  fields. 
A  rare  opportunity  to  purchase  a  famous  coin  with  an 
illustrious  pedigree. 

The  E  in  LIBERTY  was  first  punched  as  an  R  and  most  of  the  ball 
and  foot  of  the  original  R  is  sharp.  This  is  the  only  misspelling  in  the 
entire  Bust  Dollar  series.

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2382  1795.  Bolender-6a.  Rarity-3.  Flowing  Hair.  About  Uncirculated  50+. 

A  superb  coin  with  delightful  original  lustre.  The  strike  is  above- 
average  with  each  star  and  hair  strand  on  Liberty  sharp.  The  reverse 
is  also  well  struck  with  all  feathers  visible  except  for  the  upper 
feathers  of  the  breast,  thigh  and  tail  of  the  eagle.  The  fields  and 
devices  are  clean.  Aside  from  some  faint  adjustment  marks  on  the 
obverse,  this  coin  is  problem-free.  The  reverse  is  starting  to  tone  about 
the  periphery.  A  perfect  example  for  the  type  collector  looking  for  a 
three  leaf  reverse  Bust  Dollar. 

The  obverse  and  reverse  dies  were  lapped  then  re-engraved.  Interestingly, 
the  E  of  LIBERTY  was  originally  cut  over  an  erroneous  R.  The  reverse  die  now 
sports  a  cluster  of  four  leaves  below  the  first  S  of  STATES  instead  of  the 
original  three  leaves  that  was  used  to  produce  the  Bolender-6  variety.

2383  1795.  Bolender-1.  Rcrity-2.  Extremely  Fine  40.  One  of  the  nicest  and 

most  original  Bust  Dollars  to  come  our  way  in  some  time.  Unlike  most 
cleaned  and  damaged  specimens  offered,  this  piece  has  nearly  perfect 
surfaces  and  lovely  gold  and  green  toning  throughout.  This  is  one  of 
those  rare  pieces  of  early  silver  from  our  Philadelphia  Mint  that 
somehow  escaped  the  ravages  of  circulation  and  other  adverse 
conditions  to  survive  virtually  unscathed  after  194  years.  A  perfect 
type  coin  which  the  lucky  purchaser  will  always  treasure. 


2384  1795.  Bolender-5.  Rarity-1.  Flowing  Hair.  Very  Fine  30.  Medium  gray 

toning  and  sharply  struck.  Although  from  a  common  die  pairing,  few 
specimens  of  this  variety  are  this  problem-free.  There  are  no 
adjustment  marks  or  other  distractions  so  often  seen  on  these  large 
coins.  The  obverse  rim  has  a  tiny  mark  above  the  R  of  LIBERTY  which 
is  about  the  only  mark  revealed  after  a  thorough  review.  A  perfect  type 
coin  of  the  Flowing  Hair,  Three  Leaf  Reverse  Silver  Dollar. 


2385  1795.  Bolender-5.  Rarity-1.  Recent  ANACS  graded  Very  Fine  20/20. 

Delightful  gray  toning  throughout  with  pleasing  fields  and  devices. 
The  rims  have  a  few  marks,  especially  near  UNITED  on  the  reverse  but 
these  are  not  serious.  A  perfect  type  coin  for  the  collector  who  is 
seeking  original  pieces  for  his  collection. 

2386  1795.  Flowing  Hair.  Bolender-2.  Rarity-2.  Good  4.  However,  the 
obverse  has  been  buffed  down  on  the  head  to  hide  some  deep 
scratches.  A  few  adjustment  marks  about  the  rim  of  the  obverse  and 
some  minor  bumps  keep  this  from  a  higher  grade.  A  coin  for  the 
budget-minded  collector. 


2387  1795.  Bolender-14.  Rarity-3.  Bust  Type.  Very  Fine  30.  Silvery  gray 

with  areas  of  bright  yellow  and  red  lustre  on  the  obverse  and  reverse.

2388  1796.  Bolender-4.  Rarity-2.  Small  Date,  Large  Letters.  About 

Uncirculated  50.  Very  well  struck  with  much  original  mint  lustre 
remaining.  However,  the  obverse  is  rather  granular  from  some  damage 
incurred  outside  the  mint.  Barring  the  granularity,  the  surfaces  are 
clean  and  without  a  glass,  this  appears  to  be  a  superb  specimen. 
There  are  a  few  adjustment  marks  on  the  reverse  mostly  above  the 
eagle  and  two  tiny  planchet  laminations  on  the  rim,  one  at  10  o'clock 
and  the  other  at  4  o'clock.  Exactly  what  caused  these  planchet 
laminations  is  not  known,  but  they  often  occur  on  the  rims  of  early 
silver  coinage.  Perhaps  some  impurities  were  in  the  original  silver 
consigned  to  the  mint  that  chip  away  during  the  striking  process. 
Considering  the  age  and  overall  condition  of  this  coin  it  should  be 
noted  that  it  is  far  above-average  for  the  date  or  type.  Rarely  are  any 
Silver  Dollars  of  this  era  found  with  substantial  lustre  or  even 
approaching  this  high  grade.

2389  1796.  Bolender-4.  Rarity-2.  Fine  12.  Lightly  cleaned  and  now  starting 

to  retone.  An  excellent  type  coin  of  this  popular  design  by  Gilbert 
Stuart.  For  Redbook  collectors,  this  is  the  Small  Date,  Large  Letters 
variety.  Unusually  clean  rims  and  surfaces  for  the  grade. 


2392  1798.  Bolender-27.  Rarity-2.  Mint  State  60.  Deeply  toned  with 

irregular  midnight  blue  at  the  centers,  lighter  iridescent  blue  at  the 
rims.  A  few  marks  are  noted  about  the  fields  and  devices  but  this  coin 
somehow  escaped  the  rim  bumps  that  so  often  appear  on  these  large, 
heavy  coins.  While  not  a  particularly  rare  variety,  this  coin  is  very 
scarce  in  Mint  State  which  makes  it  among  the  Finest  Known  for  the 
variety.  A  rare  opportunity  for  the  type  or  variety  collector  to  purchase 
on  of  these  large  coins  in  Mint  State.

2391  1797.  Bolender-3.  Rarity-2.  Fine  15.  Sharply  struck  with  lovely 

iridescent  toning  on  the  obverse  and  reverse.  There  is  a  dark  toning 
streak  across  the  reverse  below  the  eagle.  Rarely  does  one  encounter 
a  Bust  Dollar  in  this  grade  which  does  not  have  some  kind  of  damage, 
this  specimen  has  no  rim  bumps,  adjustment  marks  or  other  contact 
marks  anywhere  on  the  coin.  While  this  coin  may  not  bring  much  of 
a  premium,  it  is  head  and  shoulders  above  virtually  all  other  specimens 
in  this  grade. 


2393  1799,  9  over  8.  Bolender-3.  Rarity-5.  Mint  State  60.  Lovely  silvery 

gray  toning  on  the  obverse  and  reverse  with  touches  of  lilac  in  the 
fields.  Sharply  struck,  especially  about  the  periphery  with  all  of  the 
obverse  stars  boldly  struck  up.  The  reverse  is  also  well  struck  with 
each  star  visible  above  the  eagle's  head  in  the  field.  This  variety  is 
popular  for  two  reasons,  first  because  the  obverse  die  is  an  overdate, 
1799,  9  over  8  and  secondly  due  to  the  die  cutting  error  where  the 
engraver  cut  two  extra  stars  in  the  reverse  field.  What's  more,  the 
engraver  realized  his  error  and  then  engraved  the  reverse  clouds  down 
over  two  of  the  offending  stars,  correcting  his  mistake. 
Notwithstanding  his  efforts,  the  two  extra  stars  are  still  visible 
beneath  the  enlarged  clouds.  A  first  rate  example  of  this  popular  die 
combination  and  probably  well  within  the  Condition  Census  for  the 
variety.  A  must  for  connoisseur. 

Late  die  state  with  some  weakness  in  the  central  curls  of  Liberty  and 
heavily  clashed  on  the  obverse  and  reverse.  Additionally,  the  milling  is 
clashed  below  the  bust. 


RARE  1797  SILVER  DOLLAR  IN  MINT  STATE

2390  1797.  Bolender-3.  Rarity-2.  Mint  State  63.  Irregular  toning  of 

midnight  blue,  gold  and  russet  about  the  obverse  and  reverse. 
The  dies  were  well  worn  when  this  coin  was  struck  making  the 
reeding  weak  in  areas.  Remarkably,  the  eagle's  breast  feathers 
are  almost  complete,  whereas  the  thigh  feathers  are  a  bit  flat. 
Additionally,  minor  adjustment  marks  are  noted  about  the 
reverse  rim,  which  as  all  collectors  know,  seems  to  be  the  rule 
on  Small  Eagle  type  Silver  Dollars.  A  coin  that  should  be 
viewed  by  any  prospective  purchaser.  An  extremely  rare  coin 
in  this  grade  with  only  a  small  handfull  qualifying  in  Mint  State. 
Doubtless  one  of  the  Finest  Known  in  spite  of  its  minor 
problems.

remarkable  coin  for  the  grade  with  much  of  the  original  prooflike 
surface  and  lustre  remaining.

a  sharp  strike.  The  reverse  has  been  damaged  by  a  multitude  of  tiny 
marks  near  the  eagle's  head,  on  the  first  T  of  STATES  and  the  CA  of 
AMERICA.

2405  1802.  Bolender-6.  Rarity-1.  Mint  State  63.  A  delightfully 

original  coin  that  boasts  full  mint  lustre  and  superb  sea  green 
and  light  silver  toning.  This  example  is  fully  struck  with  each 
star  showing  the  full  radial  lines  and  each  strand  of  Liberty's 
hair  sharp.  The  reverse  is  also  well  struck  although  there  is  a 
hint  of  weakness  on  the  eagle's  breast  feathers.  The  fields  are 
very  clean  with  marks  hidden  on  the  devices.  A  minute 
planchet  mark  is  visible  between  the  stripes  of  the  shield  and 
this  can  be  used  for  future  identification  of  this  piece.  This  die 
pairing  was  used  to  produce  well  over  one  half  of  the  1802 
dated  Silver  Dollars.  Most  1802  Silver  Dollars  saw  limited 
circulation  because  their  high  silver  content  made  it  profitable 
to  ship  newly  coined  dollars  overseas  where  they  would  be 
melted  and  sent  back  to  the  Philadelphia  Mint  for  recoinage 
with  a  small  profit  left  after  the  shipping  and  melting  costs.  As 
this  practice  became  more  and  more  blatant,  the  mint  officals 
decided  to  halt  coinage  rather  than  debase  the  silver  content 
of  the  dollar.  Thus  many  early  Dollars  circulated  only  a  short 
time  before  shipment  overseas.  One  can  only  imagine  how  a 
coin  such  as  this  has  survived  the  ravages  of  time,  yet 
somehow  remained  virtually  as  nice  as  the  day  it  was  minted. 
Whatever  the  number  of  survivors,  you  can  be  sure  that  only 
a  handful  can  even  approach  this  coin  for  overall  desirability 
and  eye  appeal.  In  this  quality  conscious  market  very,  very  few 
specimens  can  measure  up  to  this  coin.

2406  1840.  About  Uncirculated  50.  Premium  Quality.  Stunning  original  sea 

green  and  silvery  gray  toning  throughout  with  an  average  quantity  of 
tiny  circulation  marks  in  the  fields.  An  important  first  year  of  issue 
type  coin  and  needed  by  many  date  set  collectors  in  high  grade.  A 
most  pleasing  specimen. 


REMARKABLE  1846  SILVER  DOLLAR 


2407  1846.  Mint  State  60.  Prooflike.  The  fields  of  this  amazing  coin 

are  entirely  prooflike.  The  only  areas  not  prooflike  are  the 
central  shield  lines  on  the  reverse.  Were  it  not  for  this,  we 
would  be  tempted  to  call  this  coin  a  Brilliant  Proof.  What's 
more,  the  devices  are  sharply  struck,  every  star  and  curl  on 
Liberty's  head  is  bold.  The  surfaces  have  cloudy  gold  toning. 
Traces  of  hairlines  are  visible  in  the  fields  and  only  a  couple  of 
contact  marks  can  been  seen  above  the  eagle's  head.  While 
not  generally  thought  of  as  a  rare  date,  in  this  condition,  this 
coin  is  very  rare.  To  illustrate  this  fact,  PCGS  has  only  graded 
1  coin  in  Mint  State.  If  you  have  been  searching  for  a  great 
addition  to  your  date  set,  then  here  is  a  coin  for  your  collection. 


2408  1846.  Extremely  Fine  45.  Bright  white  with  some  prooflike  surfaces 
remaining.  Some  contact  marks  are  visible  on  the  untoned  fields,  but 
this  is  still  a  most  pleasing  specimen.  Most  would  grade  this  much 
higher. 

2409  1847.  About  Uncirculated  50.  This  coin  glows  like  a  campfire  at 
midnight  when  placed  in  a  light.  Original  lustre  near  the  devices  is  the 
cause  of  this  alluring  effect.  Toned  a  smoky  lilac  and  gold,  this  coin  is 
sure  to  please  the  circulated  date  set  collector’s  needs. 


2410  1853.  Mint  State  60  +  .  Dull  satiny  gray  throughout  with  clean  fields 

and  devices.  There  is  a  hidden  planchet  lamination  in  the  central  shield 
on  the  reverse.  A  tough  date  to  find  in  high  grade. 
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241 1  1855.  Extremely  Fine  40.  Handsome  in  every  way,  from  the  smooth, 
defect-free  fields  to  the  speckled  blue  and  gold  toning.  This  is  the  only 
Seated  Dollar  in  Mr.  Heifetz's  collection;  perhaps  it  captured  his  fancy 
in  being  one  of  the  rarely  seen  mid-1850's  dates.  Mintage  for  1855 
was  26,000,  after  all.  How  many  have  you  seen  auctioned  over  the 
years  compared  to,  say,  1795's?  And,  yet,  1855  is  priced  quite 
reasonably  by  comparison. 

2412  1859.  About  Uncirculated  58.  Flatly  struck  on  the  head.  The  entire 
surface  has  been  tooled  and  worked  on  to  remove  the  various 
bagmarks  in  the  fields.  The  result  is  a  rough  surface  that  shows 
evidence  of  buffing.  The  coin  is  beginning  to  recover  with  golden 
toning. 


2413  1860.  PCGS  graded  Proof  61.  Bright  white  and  frosty.  The  only 

detraction  being  some  minor  hairlines  in  the  fields  and  a  faint  toning 
streak  spanning  the  reverse.  One  of  only  1,330  struck  in  Brilliant  Proof. 


2414  1860.  Mint  State  60.  Bright  in  the  centers  with  toning  around  the  rim,

2416  1860-0.  About  Uncirculated  50.  Prooflike  on  the  obverse  with  fewer 

marks  than  often  seen  on  this  hoard  coin.  A  nice  example  for  the  type 
collector  with  added  appeal  as  a  New  Orleans  issue. 

241  7  1862.  PCGS  graded  Proof  62.  Bright  white  with  some  minor  hairlines 

in  the  fields.  One  of  only  24  graded  by  PCGS  in  all  grades  of  Proof.  A 
total  of  550  were  struck  Proof,  of  which  only  a  small  number  survive. 
A  very  acceptable  coin  for  the  knowledgeable  numismatist. 

2418  1863.  PCGS  graded  Proof  60.  Premium  Quality.  Somewhat  dull  from 

an  old  cleaning  and  now  retoning  a  pleasant  medium  gray.  Only  460 
were  struck  during  this  Civil  War  year.  The  usual  hairlines  are  noted 
in  the  fields.

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2420  1866.  With  Motto.  Brilliant  Proof  63.  Bright  white  with  superb 

contrast  between  the  fields  and  devices.  The  fields  have  a  few  minor 
hairlines,  but  not  nearly  as  many  as  often  seen.  A  few  minor  planchet 
flakes  are  noted  on  the  obverse  fields,  but  this  specimen  is  still  head 
and  shoulders  above  most  seen.  One  of  725  struck  and  certainly  in  the 
top  dozen  or  so  known.

2431  1874.  Brilliant  Proof  64.  A  gorgeous  example  of  a  Proof  Trade  Dollar. 
Frosted  devices,  which  reflect  light  back  to  the  viewer,  are  skillfully 
contrasted  by  mirror  fields,  which  absorb  most  of  the  light  and  appear 
dark  in  comparison.  This  intriguing  technique  was  used  by  world  class 
mints  to  astound  and  delight  their  collectors  and  high  government 
dignitaries.  American  collectors  of  the  day,  too,  marveled  at  the  result 
(just  as  we  do  today).  However,  because  there  were  only  a  few 
hundred  true  numismatists  around  in  1874,  the  Mint  was  able  to  sell 
but  700  Proofs  that  year.  This  is  one  of  the  prettier  ones  to  have 
survived. 

2432  1874.  Mint  State  60.  Only  two  minor  marks  on  the  obverse,  otherwise 
the  fields  and  devices  are  pristine.  A  coin  that  will  attract  substantial 
bidding  for  its  original,  mark-free  surfaces. 

2433  1874.  About  Uncirculated  50.  Deep,  smoky  blue-gray  toning. 

2434  1874-CC.  Mint  State  60.  Lightly  toned  with  some  lustre  near  the 
devices.

2443  1877.  Mint  State  60  +  .  A  frosty,  original  example  with  rather  clean 
fields  and  devices.  An  excellent  choice  for  the  type  collector. 

2444  1877-S.  Mint  State  60+.  Well  struck  with  light  golden  toning  on  the 
obverse,  the  reverse  has  a  few  drops  of  toning  near  the  periphery  and 
the  often  seen  gold  coloring.  A  nice  type  coin  for  the  collector  who 
does  not  have  to  have  a  gem. 


2445  1878.  Brilliant  Proof  63.  A  golden  toned  example  with  vibrant  fields 
and  frosty  devices.  Rare  as  only  900  were  struck  in  Brilliant  Proof  and 
none  for  circulation.  Remember  the  mint  had  to  gear  up  for  the 
massive  issuance  of  Morgan  Dollars  that  began  in  this  year  and  had 
little  time  to  waste  coining  unwanted  Trade  Dollars  or  decimal  coinage. 

2446  1878.  Brilliant  Proof  63.  Quite  colorful:  golds,  reds,  and  blues  abound. 
And  though  these  might  be  due  to  retoning,  the  underlying  surfaces 
show  no  signs  of  blemish  or  cloudiness  (which  is  why  many  coins  are 
retoned  in  the  first  place).  In  fact,  the  fields  are  above-average  and 
highly  reflective.  Also  better  than  normal  is  the  strike,  with  each  star 
complete,  and  both  devices  (Liberty  and  the  eagle)  razor-sharp.  Proof- 
only  mintage  was  an  attenuated  900  pieces  in  1878. 

2447  1878-S.  Mint  State  60.  Lustrous  and  well  struck,  and  having  light  to 
medium  toning. 
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1879.  Brilliant  Proof  65.  A  glittering  two-tone  example  with  pinkish 
gold  toning  and  attractive  mirror  fields.  Philadelphia  Mint  Trade  Dollars 
from  1878  on  were  struck  only  for  collectors,  with  1,541  being  sold 
in  1879.  This  is  one  of  the  sharper  ones  known  and  should  command 
an  excellent  premium  over  an  average  specimen. 


2449  1880.  Brilliant  Proof  64.  A  beautifully  toned  example  of  this 

Proof  only  issue.  Only  1,987  were  struck,  few  of  which  have 
more  eye  appeal  than  this  coin.  The  central  areas  are  toned  a 
dull  gray  with  glowing  blue  and  gold  about  the  periphery.  A 
wonderful  type  coin  that  does  not  show  the  often  seen 
hairlines  or  other  signs  of  handling. 


2450  1881.  Brilliant  Proof  64.  Bright  white  with  no  toning  on  the 

obverse  and  only  a  hint  of  toning  on  the  reverse.  The  deeply 
mirrored  fields  show  only  minor  hairlines  which  make  this  coin 
far  above-average  for  the  date.  Only  960  struck  in  Brilliant 
Proof. 


1881.  Brilliant  Proof  63.  Medium  pink  and  blue  toning  over  highly 
reflective  surfaces.  The  strike  is  superb  and  the  fields  are  nearly 
completely  free  from  hairlines.  1881  Proof-only  mintage  was  just  960 
pieces. 


2452  1882.  Brilliant  Proof  63.  Gray  and  blue  toning  over  dullish  surfaces. 
The  strike  more  than  makes  up  for  the  lack  of  reflectivity  by  being 
especially  sharp.  And,  naturally,  1882  is  a  Proof-only  date,  and 
therefore  on  many  a  collectors'  want  list.

One  of  the  more  eye 
appealing  coins  in  this  sale.  And  what's  more,  there  are  only  a  couple 
of  trivial  hairlines  in  the  fields. 


2454  1883.  Brilliant  Proof  65.  Bright  white  with  mark  free  fields  and 

devices.  A  first  rate  specimen  of  this  final  collectible  year  of 
the  Trade  Dollar.  One  of  only  979  struck  in  Brilliant  Proof  This 
remarkable  specimen  somehow  avoided  contact  with  butter 
fingered  humans  and  other  coins  during  its  107  years.  A  coin 
for  the  connoisseur  who  demands  the  finest. 
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2455  1883.  Brilliant  Proof  64.  Another  well  made  example  of  this  run  of  late 

date  Trade  Dollars.  Only  979  were  struck  in  Brilliant  Proof.  Light  golden 
toning  about  the  periphery.  A  few  faint  planchet  laminations  are  noted 
in  the  reverse  field,  one  near  the  left  wing,  the  other  through  the  T  of 
TRADE.  Unless  you  have  one  that  you  purchased  directly  from  the 
mint,  you  probably  won't  find  one  significantly  better.

2456  1883.  Brilliant  Proof  64.  Magnificent  smoky  gray-blue  toning  over 

sleek  surfaces.  A  scarce,  underrated  type  and  worthy  of  your 
attention. 

By  the  late-1870's,  it  became  apparent  to  everybody  but 
Congressmen  that  our  Trade  Dollar  experiment  was  a  failure.  In  fact, 
many  of  these  unmonetized  coins  remained  here  in  America  and 
caused  no  end  of  grief  to  workers  and  small  businesses.  Then,  the 
wheels  of  Congress  began  to  turn.  After  1878,  only  Proofs  were 
struck,  exclusively  for  collectors.  By  1885  our  " Coconuts  on  the  HUT' 
as  H.L.  Mencken  liked  to  call  these  erstwhile  D.C.  gentlemen,  finally 
put  an  end  to  the  experiment.  Two  years  before,  when  this  1883  came 
off  the  press,  only  979  pieces  were  made.  Little  did  collectors  realize 
that  1883  was  to  be  the  last  regular  issue  Trade  Dollar.  (1884  and 
1885  appear  to  have  been  Midnight  Mintings,  never  officially 
sanctioned.)

Using 
these  as  business  cards  as  well  as  for  making  change,  Ayer's  was  able 
to  make  its  company  name  and  products  known  over  a  wide  area. 
Today  merchants  use  magazine,  radio,  and  television  advertising  to  do 
the  trick.  But  in  their  day.  Encased  Postage  contributed  to  an  already 
rich  plethora  of  advertising  tools.

Man’s  ingenuity  being  what  it  is,  in  the  days  before  cellophane, 
plastics,  and  plexiglass,  manufacturers  turned  to  a  natural  substance, 
mica,  to  make  do  as  windows  for  such  mundane  household  equipment 
as  woodburning  stoves.  J.  Gault,  who  patented  Encased  Postage 
stamps,  chose  to  a  use  thin  sliver  of  dear  mica  as  a  see-through  cover 
for  his  emergency  money.

Hear  Robert  Fried  berg  describe  the  origin  of  these  ephemera!  issues 
in  his  Paper  Money  of  the  United  States:  "Although  not  strictly  paper 
money.  Encased  Postage  Stamps  have  been  included  in  this  volume 
because  they  are  essentially  government  printed  paper  that  was 
actually  used  as  money.  Encased  Postage  Stamps  had  their  beginnings 
under  the  same  circumstances  that  produced  Fractional  Currency— 
namely  the  absence  of  circulating  coin  during  the  years  of  the  Civil 
War."

Undoubtedly  the  Coca  Cola  company  took  a  big  gulp  out  of 
sarsaparilla  sales  when  they  introduced  their  famous  soda  brand  in 
1886.

Something  perhaps  worth  mentioning  is  that  most  of  these 
libations  were  what  are  termed  "snake  oil"  medicine;  concocted  of 
various  interesting  (and  often  noxious)  substances,  they  rarely  lived  up 
to  their  advertising.  In  fact,  you  were  lucky  if  it  didn't  kill  you!  What 
made  them  so  popular  was  (1)  a  bottomless  well  of  human  hope  for 
cure-all  potions,  and  (2)  many  brands  were  spiced  up  with  opium 
derivatives,  so  carried  an  added  bang.

Imagine  seeing  all  small  change  disappear  from  stores  cash  registers 
in  a  matter  of  months.  How  would  it  affect  your  day  to  day  purchases 
of  food,  gasoline,  and  small  items?  Next  imagine  everybody  adopting 
Postage  Stamps  as  an  quick  substitute  for  the  vanishing  coins.  (If  you 
live  in  an  area  of  the  country  which  has  a  humid  climate  you  are 
already  familiar  with  how  stamps  and  envelopes  get  sticky  merely 
sitting  in  your  desk  drawer.)  This  is  what  our  forbears  had  to  contend 
with  as  the  Civil  War  gathered  headway  late  in  1861  and  early  in  1862. 
The  mess  that  developed  became  intolerable.  But,  fortunately, 
Americans  are  an  inventive  breed,  and  before  anybody  realized  it  John 
Gault  had  his  patent  out  for  these  remarkable  Encased  Stamps.  Within 
months  after  their  introduction,  our  Treasury  sprang  into  action  by 
issuing  reams  of  Fractional  Currency  and  wheelbarrowfuls  of  Indian 
Cents,  Two  Cent  Pieces,  and  Three  Cent  Nickels.

To  a  non  collector,  a  Pattern  coin  is  akin  to  that  smoothe  pebble. 
Without  its  background,  without  its  "why"  and  "wherefore,"  without 
some  connecting  link  to  our  American  heritage,  it  has  no  meaning.  It 
becomes  no  more  than  a  metallic  artifact  from  bygone  days;  a  lock 
without  a  key  to  Newton's  unopened  "great  ocean  of  truth.” 

To  the  numismatist,  however,  to  the  student  of  times  long  gone, 
Pattern  coins  open  up  a  picture  window  into  our  history.  For,  like  the 
anthropologist's  fabled  "missing  link,"  Patterns  tie  our  regular  issue 
coins  together.  Moreover,  they  tie  them  to  the  underlying  events  which 
were  the  talk  of  their  day  but  are  now  forgotten.  They  help  to  explain 
why,  for  instance,  Arrows  and  Rays  appeared  on  1853  Quarter  Dollars 
and  Half  Dollars.  Or  they  reveal  the  trials  and  tribulations  which  Mint 
engraver  James  B.  Longacre's  suffered  in  creating  his  simple,  but 
engaging,  Indian  Head  Cent.  Then,  too,  what  "linking"  of  events  brought 
SaintGaudens'  renowned  Eagles  and  Double  Eagles  into  existence?  Why 
did  the  Mint  strike  a  Trade  Dollar?  And  who  thought  up  the  scheme? 
Who  benefited  by  it? 

Mysteries  and  questions  like  these  are  uncloaked  and  answered  to  a 
great  degree  when  you  read  Dr.  Hewitt  Judd's  United  States  Pattern, 
Experimental  and  Trial  Pieces.  Yet  even  more  exciting  to  the  collector 
is  to  actually  own — to  hold  in  your  hand — one  of  these  "missing 
links,"  these  "coins  which  never  were."

3139  1851.  Pattern  Cent.  Judd-151.  Rarity-6.  German  Silver.  Reeded  Edge. 

NGC  graded  Proof  62.  A  little  jewel  of  a  coin,  needle-sharp 
throughout,  and  very  attractive.  Because  this  piece  is  encapsulated, 
we  are  not  able  to  tell  whether  it  is  on  a  thick  or  a  thin  planchet. 

The  obverse  is  a  Proof  impression  from  the  regular  Quarter  Eagle  die  of  this 
year.  Around  this  time  the  large  copper  Cent  was  receiving  increasing 
criticism;  it  was  clumsy  to  use  and  expensive  to  make.  As  a  result,  the  Mint 
conducted  experiments  during  the  1850's  to  determine  if  a  smaller  format 
would  work.  The  present  pattern  was  made  to  test  nickel  for  coinage  use. 

Accompanying  this  coin  is  a  PCGS  insert  slip  grading  the  coin  Proof  63. 


3140  1854.  Pattern  Cent.  Judd-156.  Rarity-6.  German  Silver.  Reeded  Edge. 
NGC  graded  Proof  64.  An  interesting  pattern,  the  obverse  of  which 
was  made  from  a  reduced  mechanically  Silver  Dollar  obverse  on  a 
reducing  lathe.  The  concentric  lines  blur  the  design  of  Liberty,  the 
designs,  and  the  date  on  all  specimens.  Surfaces  are  immaculate, 
however,  and  the  coin  has  never  been  mishandled  or  cleaned. 

German  "silver"  only  simulates  silver,  there  is  not  one  iota  of  silver  metal 
in  the  alloyl  Actually  it  contains  a  blend  of  nickel,  copper,  and  zinc. 

3141  1858.  Pattern  Cent.  Judd-204.  Rarity-5.  Copper-nickel.  Plain  Edge 
Brilliant  Proof  60  +  .  Longacre's  small  (scrawny  is  a  better  word)  flying 
eagle.  A  lovely  strike;  somewhat  speckled  toning  on  the  obverse. 

3142  1858.  Pattern  Cent.  Judd-211.  Rarity-5.  Copper  nickel.  Plain  Edge 
Brilliant  Proof  60  +  .  Indian  Head  design  as  adopted  in  1859;  ONE  CENT 
in  oak  wreath.  A  delightfully  original  Proof  which  has  never  been 
cleaned  or  fussed  with  in  any  way. 

3143  1859.  Pattern  Cent.  Judd-228.  Rarity  1.  Copper  nickel  PCGS  graded 
Mint  State  64.  Light  tan  surfaces  with  satiny  lustre  and  bereft  of 
marks.  The  strike  is  as  sharp  as  on  many  Proof  Judd-228's  we've 
seen;  each  feather  on  Longacre's  "Indian"  headdress  is  razor-sharp; 
the  wreath,  too,  is  fully  struck. 

Collectors  are  drawn  instinctively  to  Judd-228  because  of  its  transitional 
character.  As  with  many  new  Mint  designs,  the  engraver  works  with  the 
coiners  to  design  a  coin  that  meets  several  often  contradictory  needs  One 
is  to  produce  a  well  balanced  design.  Another  is  to  have  the  design  so  laid 
out  on  the  dies  as  to  minimize  striking  problems  Evidently.  Longacre's 
regular  issue  1859  with  Laurel  Wreath  reverse  didn't  meet  one  of  these 
criteria.  He  altered  the  reverse,  therefore,  to  the  more  familiar  oak  wreath, 
and  added  a  shield  at  the  top.  Judd  228  was  the  bridge,  if  you  will,  between 
his  regular  1859  and  newly  modified  1860  pieces 

3144  1859.  Pattern  Cent.  Judd  228  Rarity  6.  Copper  nickel  Plain  Edge 
Brilliant  Proof  60.  Small  nick  at  9  in  date,  but  well  struck  and  attractive 
otherwise.  This  is  the  popular  Transitional  piece. 
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3145  1863.  Pattern  Cent.  Judd-299.  Rarity-1.  Bronze.  PCGS  graded  Proof 

64.  Red  and  Brown.  Warm  golden  red  color  with  a  glowing,  light 
brown  background.  The  strike  is  superb  and  the  mirror  fields  intact  and 
lovely.  Interestingly,  this  Pattern  Cent  has  the  dies  180°  out  of 
alignment.  As  of  July  1989  PCGS  had  graded  only  8  Proof  64's,  with 
none  higher. 

Because  the  copper-nickel  alloy  had  been  hard  to  work  with,  the  Mint 
looked  for  a  replacement.  By  examining  coins  made  in  Britain  and  France, 
Mint  Director  James  Pollock  settled  upon  a  new  alloy  called  "bronze."  It  was 
composed  of  95%  copper,  3%  tin,  and  2%  zinc,  and  was  admirably  suited 
for  striking  the  great  numbers  of  Cents  and  Two  Cent  Pieces  required  for  the 
Civil  War  economy.  Judd-299  is,  like  its  cousin  Judd-228,  a  transitional 
piece.  It  has  long  been  a  favorite  among  Pattern  collectors  as  well  as  Indian 
Cent  collectors. 


3146  1868.  Pattern  Cent.  Judd-608.  Rarity-4.  Nickel.  Plain  Edge.  PCGS 

graded  Proof  64.  Premium  Quality.  A  lovely  two-tone  specimen,  fully 
struck  and  with  light  toning  beginning  to  form.  We  gave  it  a  Premium 
Quality  modifier  because  it  is  such  a  lovely,  original  looking  coin. 


3147  1869.  Pattern  Cent.  Judd-666.  Rarity-4.  Nickel.  Plain  Edge.  Brilliant 

Proof  63.  A  handsome  two-tone  Proof  having  razor-sharp  strike  and 
only  minimal  hairlines.  Designs  are  similar  to  that  on  Longacre's 
production  issue  Three  Cent  Nickels.

3150  1863.  Pattern  Three  Cents.  Judd-319.  Rarity-5.  Bronze.  Plain  Edge. 

Restrike.  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  Red  and  Brown.  Deep  mint  red  glows 
on  Liberty's  face  and  around  the  stars  and  legends  on  this  sleek 
Pattern.  The  fields  are  immaculate,  to  say  the  least,  with  deep  mirror 
reflectivity  and  an  absence  of  unsightly  hairlines.  Extra  wide,  square 
rims  frame  the  coin  nicely.  The  devices  are  superb.  This  is  one  of  only 
2  Proof  65's  graded,  and  none  higher.  You  cannot  get  much  rarer  than 
that. 

The  sudden  outbreak  of  Civil  War  in  1861  tossed  the  North's  financiers  a 
curve  ball.  People  began  hoarding  small  change  faster  than  the  Mints  could 
supply  it.  So  as  quick  as  they  wars  politically  able  to.  Congressmen  conjured 
up  all  sorts  of  bubblegum  solutions  to  the  coinage  vacuum.  No  doubt  this 
intriguing  Three  Cent  Pattern  was  among  those  failed  attempts.  The  Mint 
reached  into  its  bag  of  obsolete  designs  and  brought  out  their  Large  Cent 
obverse,  last  used  six  years  before.  To  it  they  mated  a  trim  wreath  akin  to 
that  being  proposed  on  their  Two  Cent  Patterns.  Judd-319  was  the  result. 
However,  the  idea  never  got  farther  than  the  Pattern  stage.  Today  collectors 
have  a  bare  handful  of  specimens  to  remind  them  of  those  troubled  days  of 
yesteryear. 


3148  1884.  Pattern  Cent.  Judd-1721.  Rarity-6.  Nickel.  Plain  Edge.  PCGS 

graded  Proof  67.  Yes,  that’s  correct.  Brilliant  Proof  67!  And  what  a 
jewel  it  is:  needle-sharp  strike,  sparkling  mint  bloom,  and  an  alluring, 
delicate  gold  tone.  With  a  Rarity-7  rating,  Judd  estimated  there  were 
only  4  to  12  known.  As  of  July  1989,  PCGS  had  graded  8  pieces 
(though  one  or  two  may  have  been  resubmitted,  thus  inflating  the  total 
graded).  Of  importance  to  today's  bidder,  however,  is  that  this  is  the 
highest  Judd-1721  graded,  and  the  only  Proof  67.  The  next  higher 
piece  is  two  grades  below  this.  If  top  quality  and  high  rarity  are  what 
you  like,  you  could  not  find  a  better  combination  of  these  in  this 
handsome  Pattern  Cent.  Expect  some  competition  when  bidding. 


3149  1884.  Pattern  Ring  Cent.  Judd-1721.  Rarity-6.  NGC  graded  Proof  64. 

Lightly  toned  around  the  legends,  the  fields  are  absolute  perfection.  A 
wonderful  example  of  this  intriguing  Pattern.

A 
very  handsome  coin  it  is:  mint  red  glows  from  the  smooth,  spot-free 
surfaces.  Fewer  than  a  dozen  of  these  are  known,  and  this  must  surely 
be  the  Finest  Known.

Plain 
Edge.  NGC  graded  Proof  64.  Red  and  Brown.  Regular  dies  trial  piece 
in  copper.  Pristine  and  pretty,  with  deep,  fiery  red  toning.

PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  Huge  obverse  rim  on  this  interesting  variant 
to  Longacre's  regular  issue  Three  Cent  Nickels.  The  strike  is  superb 
and  the  surfaces  are  outstanding. 


1868.  Pattern  Three  Cent  Piece.  Judd-618.  Rarity-4.  Nickel.  Plain 
Edge.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  This  coin  is  notable  for  having  vibrant 
frost  on  Liberty's  portrait  against  the  deep  mirror  background.  The 
strike  is  exceptional  and  everything  is  trim  and  original.  One  of  only  8 
so  graded,  with  2  higher. 


1868.  Pattern  Three  Cent  Piece.  Judd-618.  Rarity-4.  Nickel.  Plain 
Edge.  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  One  of  the  Pattern  varieties  of 
Longacre's  simple,  but  attractive,  Three  Cent  Nickel.  The  strike  is  bold 
and  the  devices  are  lightly  frosted,  which  gives  the  coin  an  appealing 
two-tone  effect.  Quality  is  what  counts  on  Patterns  from  the 
late-1860's.  As  more  and  more  collectors  began  whispering  in  the  ear 
of  Mint  Director  James  Pollock  to  be  given  the  chance  to  buy  Pattern 
pieces,  mintages  rose  somewhat.  Countering  this  relative  abundance, 
however,  was  the  poor  handling  they  later  received  by  heavy  handed 
collectors.  Today  many  are  found  with  actual  signs  of  wear.  We  make 
this  point  because  the  piece  offered  here  is  one  of  the  very  rare 
exceptions.  How  rare?  Well,  as  of  July  1989,  PCGS  had  graded  only 
2  this  high,  and  none  higher.

adopted  design  of  1866.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  Diagnostic  reverse 
center  dot.  This  is  the  specimen  from  our  Shore  Sale  where  we 
described  it  as  being  "Untoned  and  choice  with  a  few  microscopic 
flyspecks  on  the  obverse  and  reverse.  This  is  one  of  only  4  Transitional 
Nickel  Patterns  available  to  collectors,  and  as  such,  is  very  popular,  as 
well  as  very  rare.  There  are  only  6  auction  records  for  this  issue  from 
the  early  1970's  to  the  present,  and  we  have  not  sold  a  specimen 
since  the  incredible  offering  of  Patterns  in  our  June  1977  sale.  A  very 
rare  and  important  coin."  Since  those  sales,  PCGS  has  arisen  to 
become  one  of  the  leading  grading  services.  It  might  interest  you  to 
know  they  have  graded  only  2  Proof  64's,  and  no  others. 

Previously  from  our  Shore  Sale,  January  1988,  Lot  468,  where  we 
graded  it  loverly  conservatively,  it  seems)  as  Proof  63

graded  Proof  64.  No  Rays  on  reverse.  Razor-sharp  strike  is  the  first 
thing  one  notices  in  looking  at  this  delightful  Proof.  When  one  recalls 
how  the  mint's  coiners  tore  their  hair  out  trying  to  work  with  the  hard 
nickel  alloy,  it  is  doubly  surprising  how  well  they  did  with  this  Pattern. 
The  fields  are  immaculate,  too.  PCGS  has  graded  only  2  Judd-418's  as 
of  July  1989,  this  piece  and  1  higher.  And  that's  all. 

Both  of  the  1865  Pattern  Nickels  offered  in  this  sale  are  highly  coveted  by 
collectors.  Listen  to  a  part  of  what  Mint  Master  Patterson  Du  Bois  had  to  say 
about  Patterns  in  an  1883  article  in  the  "American  Journal  of  Numismatics:" 
"Open  for  me  your  cabinet  of  Patterns,  and  I  open  for  you  a  record,  which, 
but  for  these  half-forgotten  witnesses,  would  have  disappeared  under  the 
finger  of  Time.  Read  to  me  their  catalogue,  and  I  read  to  you,  in  part,  at  least, 
the  story  of  an  escape  from  the  impracticable  schemes  of  visionaries  and 
hobbyists  ..."

3160  1866.  Pattern  Nickel.  Judd  481.  Rarity-7.  Nickel.  Plain  Edge.  PCGS 

graded  Proof  64.  An  outstanding  example  of  the  desirable  Washington 
Nickel:  full,  sharp  strike,  lightly  toned  mirror  fields,  and  an  absence  of 
detracting  marks  and  undesirable  hairlines.  The  Rarity-7  category  tells 
you  how  truly  rare  these  are,  as  Judd  estimated  there  were  only  4  to 
12  known.  We  get  confirmation  of  this  through  the  PCGS  Population 
Report  for  July  1989.  Therein  they  list  2  Proof  64's  having  been 
graded.  No  others,  in  any  grade,  have  been  submitted. 

In  1865  the  Mint  experimented  with  three  obverses  for  the  new  Five  Cent 
denomination  in  anticipation  of  the  Act  of  May  17,  1 866  which  was  wending 
its  way  through  committee.  They  were:  this  Washington  portrait,  a  Lincoln 
bust,  and  the  familiar  Shield  As  collectors  know,  the  Shield  motif  got  the 
Mint's  nod  and  production  runs  began  after  passage  of  the  law  In  a  way  it 
is  fortunate  they  rejected  Washington's  portrait.  For  as  every  student  of  U  S. 
numismatics  knows,  George  Washington  would  have  been  displeased,  to  say 
the  least,  had  his  portrait  been  put  on  our  coins. 
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3161  1866.  Pattern  Nickel.  Judd-508.  Rarity-7.  Copper.  Plain  Edge.  PCGS 

graded  Proof  64.  Red  and  Brown.  Obverse:  Regular  die  of  1866. 
Reverse:  The  regular  dies  without  rays,  as  adopted  in  1867.  Rich 
reddish-brown  color  (with  hints  of  purple)  gives  this  well  struck 
Pattern  a  delightful  look.  The  fields  are  highly  mirrored  and  superb. 
And  it  goes  without  saying  Rarity-7  means  rare.  PCGS  has  graded  only 
2  this  high,  with  none  higher,  confirming  that  Rarity-7  designation. 

LONGACRE'S  DELIGHTFUL  INDIAN  HEADDRESS  NICKEL 


3165  1867.  Pattern  Nickel.  Judd-571.  Rarity-6.  Copper.  Plain  Edge.  PCGS 

graded  Proof  65.  Brown.  And  a  sleek  coin  it  is:  glossy  brown  fields 
have  touches  of  mint  red  in  the  protected  areas;  the  devices  are  bold; 
and  a  wide  rim  provides  a  frame  to  give  everything  a  medallic  look. 
This  is  the  only  Judd-571  graded.  Perhaps  you  are  thinking,  "Well,  in 
time  there  will  be  more.”  But  recall,  PCGS  has  been  up  and  running  for 
well  over  3  years.  In  that  time,  had  any  sharp  example  come  on  the 
market,  you  can  bet  your  bottom  dollar  someone  would  have  sent  it 
in  for  grading.  Perhaps  this  is  a  sleeper.  Perhaps  not.  What  is  certain 
is  that  it  is  in  tip-top  condition  and  worthy  of  a  strong  bid.

PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  The  grade  says  it  all:  this  is  one  of  the  most 
magnificent  examples  of  Longacre’s  ornately  designed  Pattern 
Nickels;  surfaces  are  choice  and  the  strike  is  complete.  PCGS  has 
graded  3  of  these  in  all,  two  of  them  lower  than  the  present  coin. 
Hence,  this  is  the  only  Proof-65  graded  by  the  service! 

Mint  engraver  James  Barton  Longacre  designed  dozens  of  our  Pattern 
coins  and  regular  issues.  Like  many  an  artist  he  stuck  to  a  well  developed 
theme,  one  he  was  confident  with,  one  he  had  massaged  and  perfected  to 
the  point  where  he  was  able  to  get  it  adopted  on  several  of  our  coins  during 
his  tenure.  This  is  his  well  known  Liberty  profile  (using  a  plethora  of  different 
headdresses)  which  he  adapted  from,  according  to  his  letters  and  official 
memoranda,  the  "Crouching  Venus"  statue  apparently  then  housed  in  a 
Philadelphia  museum.  Coins  as  varied  as  his  Indian  Cent,  Gold  Dollars,  Three 
Dollar  Gold,  and  Double  Eagles  are  other  examples.  In  the  instance  of  this 
Pattern  Nickel.  Liberty's  portrait  is  enhanced  by  a  flowing  ribbon  and  swept- 
back  feathered  headdress  — to  superb  effect.

graded  Proof  64.  A  handsome  coin  with  warm  gold  toning  in  the 
centers  and  deep  reflectivity  to  the  fields.

Supposedly  only  100  of  this  1860 
concoction  were  minted  — business  strikes  only,  though  never  circulated. 
Proofs  are  reported  ...”  (We  might  add,  in  a  cynical  vein,  that  perhaps,  just 
perhaps,  Mr.  Snowden  and  his  cohorts  may  have  gleened  a  small,  but  useful, 
profit  from  their  venture  as  well  .  .  . )

There  were  no  such  things 
as  coin  albums  or  2x2  envelopes,  let  alone  polyethylene  flips  or  plastic  slabs. 
Instead  collectors  had  coin  cabinets  (if  your  were  rich)  or  a  jewelry  box  (If 
your  were  not).  What's  more,  values  were  low.  There  was  no  incentive  for 
caring  for  coins  in  other  than  a  slipshod  fashion.  It  doesn't  take  a  genius  to 
see,  then,  why  so  few  top  quality  Patterns  have  survived  down  to  today.

And  several  handsome  Patterns  were 
proposed  which  would,  if  implemented,  have  given  a  boost  to  our 
country's  coinage  design.  Regrettably,  mankind's  wheels  of 
progress  turn  slowly.  Barber's  Pattern  was  ignored.  And  it  really 
wasn't  until  Teddy  Roosevelt  got  things  moving  in  1907  with  Saint- 
Gaudens'  remarkable  coins  that  we  entered  the  modern  world  of 
numismatic  artistry.

grains.  NGC  graded  Proof  63.  The  obverse  has  a  bust  of  Liberty 
wearing  a  diadem  inscribed  LIBERTY;  hair  knotted  at  back  of  head  with 
lock  falling  to  the  shoulder.  This  has  been  mated  to  the  regular  reverse 
die  for  1839  having  small  letters.  A  pristine  specimen  of  this  very  rare 
Pattern  with  medium  (and  very  attractive)  gray-purple  toning  having 
hints  of  blue  and  gold.  Both  Judd  and  Adams-Woodin  state  7 
specimens  known.  Unquestionably  this  is  the  Finest  Known.  Certain 
to  see  fierce  bidding.

PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  The  Paquet  design.  This  piece  is  very  boldly 
struck,  even  to  where  there  is  a  high  knife  rim.  Each  tiny  star  is  sharp; 
so,  also,  is  engraver  Anthony  Paquet's  intricate  detail  on  both  obverse 
and  reverse  devices.  Natural  toning  covers  all  and  ranges  from  steel  to 
blue  to  areas  of  golden  brown.  This  is  the  highest  graded  Judd-235  to 
pass  through  PCGS,  and  it  stands  alone  as  they  have  seen  no  other 
Proof  65's. 

Anthony  Paquet  designed  several  Pattern  pieces  in  this  period,  including  a 
curious  1858  Gold  Dollar.  He  was  noted  for  his  tall,  ornate  lettering,  which 
is  easily  spotted  by  numismatists  His  most  famous  design,  which  actually 
made  it  into  limited  production,  is  the  1861  Liberty  Head  Double  Eagle  A 
Philadelphia  Mint  specimen  recently  fetched  $660,000  at  auctionl  And 
elsewhere  in  this  sale  we  have  a  representative  San  Francisco  Mint  piece

PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  Brown.  Dies  by  Anthony  Paquet,  as  last.  This 
piece  is  equally  well  made,  having  razor-sharp  detail  and  pleasing  deep 
brown  color.  The  surfaces  are  outstanding.  Only  2  Proof  64  specimens 
have  been  graded,  with  none  higher.

Furthermore,  the  strike  is  particularly  nice,  with 
every  detail  sharp.  Striation  lines  in  the  fields  are  typical  of  the  type 
and  do  not  affect  the  value.

In  fact,  this  is  the  highest  graded  Judd-242  as 
of  July  1989,  with  none  other  to  match  it.  If  you  are  looking  for  one 
of  Paquet's  charming  1859  Pattern  Halves;  if  lower  quality  specimens 
do  not  intrigue  you;  if  you  want  a  coin  you  can  be  proud  to  own,  then 
raise  your  bidder  card  when  this  one  comes  up  for  sale. 

The  second  of  Anthony  Paquet's  distinctive  1859  Patterns.  Sadly  for 
posterity,  neither  coin  made  it  into  regular  production.  All  we  have  to  remind 
us  of  this  man's  artistic  flair  are  these  few  remaining  Pattern  pieces.

PCGS  graded  Proof  63.  A  flashy  Proof  having  bright  frosted  devices 
against  the  deep  untoned  mirror  fields.  The  strike  is  outstanding: 
Liberty's  gown  shows  its  every  detail;  the  eagle  is  frosty  white  and 
bold.  About  the  only  minus  we  can  find,  and  this  only  because  there 
is  so  much  open  field,  is  minor  hairlining.  However,  one  can  easily  miss 
these  in  the  overall  brilliant  mint  bloom  of  the  coin.  PCGS  reports  only 
1  Proof  63  graded,  and  1  higher.  And  no  more.

Surfaces  are  toned  a  pleasant  (and  original)  gold, 
lavender,  sea-green,  and  blue.  An  outstanding  specimen  worthy  of  a 
strong  bid.

PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  Red  and  Brown.  Charles  Barber's  attractive 
obverse  design.  This  piece  has  most  of  its  bright  red  color  intact. 
Better  still,  the  strike  is  extremely  bold;  so  bold  that  even  after  much 
searching  we  could  not  find  a  single  weak  feather  on  the  eagle  or  a 
flat  star  point.  According  to  the  Population  Report,  PCGS,  too,  after 
much  searching,  has  found  no  other  Judd-936  to  grade,  only  this  coin. 

Many  collectors  like  to  connect  their  numismatic  interests  with  what  was 
happening  in  the  country  when  their  coin  was  struck.  With  that  in  mind, 
1870  was  a  sad  year  for  the  Southern  states  as  it  saw  the  death  of  their 
revered  General,  Robert  E.  Lee.  His  passing  was  like  a  door  closing  on  one 
era  and  another  opening  on  the  next:  America's  rocket  ride  to  industrial 
power  and  glory  in  the  ensuing  25  years.

PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  A  bright,  two-toned  Proof  with  deep  mirror 
fields  and  complete  absence  of  aluminum  oxidation.  As  mentioned 
before,  aluminum  was  a  precious  metal  prior  to  the  1890's.  Because 
it  was  softer  than  silver  or  copper  it  was  perfect  for  patterns, 
minimizing  damage  to  the  dies  and  allowing  the  details  to  be  fully 
impressed.  Aluminum's  high  price  may  have  played  a  part  in  keeping 
Pattern  mintages  quite  low.  It  comes  as  no  surprise,  then,  that  this  is 
the  only  Judd-938  graded  by  PCGS.

PCGS  graded  Proof  63.  Attractive  light  toning  over  highly  reflective 
fields.  A  knife  rim  attests  to  the  added  pressure  from  the  dies  this  coin 
received.  With  this  in  mind,  one  can  readily  understand  why  the 
obverse  hair  detail  on  Liberty  is  so  bold.  One  of  only  2  so  graded  by 
the  service,  with  but  3  higher.

One  of  only  2  so  graded  by  PCGS,  with 
1  higher.  For  the  collector  who  wants  to  own  a  Pattern,  but  has  no 
intention  of  building  a  set,  why  not  consider  this  lovely  "coin  that 
almost  was."  It  has  everything  going  for  it:  quality,  eye  appeal,  rarity, 
and,  best  of  all,  it  is  an  excellent  value  for  the  money.

This  exquisite, 
George  T.  Morgan  designed  Pattern  Half  is  so  nice  we  felt  it 
deserved  a  Premium  Quality  label.  The  centers  are  flashy  white 
and  frosted,  completely  untoned  and  original.  Against  this,  the 
almost  black  mirror  surface  gives  a  scintillating  cameo  effect. 
And,  unlike  some  of  the  Morgan  Patterns  we've  encountered, 
this  piece  is  razor-sharp  on  the  portrait,  and  head  and 
shoulders  above-average  on  the  eagle.  What  this  coin  brings  is 
up  to  you.  Our  job  is  merely  to  remind  you  that  this  is  the  only 
Judd-1516  ever  graded  by  any  grading  service. 

Prior  to  the  19th  Century,  numismatics  was  the  Hobby  of  Kings 
and  other  high  echelon  nabobs.  Few  middle  class  folks  had  the 
wherewithal  to  buy  rare  coins.  However,  this  is  now  the  20th 
Century;  moreover,  this  is  America,  where  average  people  can 
aspire  to  great  things.  If  you  have  ever  aspired  to  owning  an 
Aristocrat  of  Numismatics,  consider  this  1877  Pattern  Half  Dollar.

The  strike  is  superb,  the  surfaces  are 
immaculate,  and  the  color  a  rich  blend  of  deep  red  and 
chocolate  brown.  Rarity-7  translates  into  4  to  12  pieces 
known.  We  cannot  imagine  a  more  original  Judd-1517 
appearing  at  auction  in  the  future.  Furthermore,  PCGS  seems 
to  confirm  this:  they  have  graded  no  other  specimens. 

No  satisfactory  reason  has  been  given  for  why  the  Mint  chose  to 
put  Morgan's  Liberty  head  on  the  Dollar  rather  than  on  the  Half 
Dollar.  Although  admirably  suited  to  either  denomination,  his  design 
appeared  exclusively  on  Pattern  Half  Dollars  in  1877.  Perhaps  the 
pressure  to  come  up  with  a  quick  design  for  the  soon-to-be- 
launched  Silver  Dollars,  pursuant  to  the  Bland-Allison  Act  of  1878, 
forced  the  change.

pedigree  dating  all  the  way  back  to  1882.  It  last  appeared  in  Bowers  and  Ruddy's  renowned  Garrett  Sale  1,  Lot  396,  where  it  was 
described  as  follows: 

"United  States  Proof  set  of  16  pieces,  one  of  each  denomination  from  the  cent  through  the  double  eagle,  all  struck  in  aluminum. 
According  to  Dr.  Judd  this  was  an  experiment  intended  'to  demonstrate  how  excellently  aluminum  coined  in  any  die,  land  sol  several 
proof  sets  were  struck  in  aluminum  from  the  regular  dies  of  the  16  denominations  of  the  year  and  were  presented  to  Dr.  Linderman, 
Director  of  the  Mint.'  Dr.  Judd  continues  by  saying,  in  his  estimation  at  least  five  sets  were  produced  in  this  style,  which  would  seem 
to  be  borne  out  by  the  fact  that  Sampson  cites  the  previous  sale  of  a  set  for  $150  at  the  time  he  offered  this  set  for  sale. 

"When  cataloged  by  Sampson  in  1882,  this  set  was  described  as  'Splendid  proofs.  Struck  in  aluminum  and  mounted  in  a  morocco 
case,  velvet  lines,  opening  like  a  IbookI  and  showing  both  obverse  and  reverse.  Excessively  rare;  only  5  sets  issued.  A  similar  set 
has  sold  for  $  1  50.' 

"The  set  is  still  housed  in  its  original  presentation  case,  which  is  purple  velvet  fashioned  for  displaying  the  coins  under  glass.  The 
cover  is  gold  tooled  leather  with  brass  clasps  and  hinges.  Today,  as  when  described  by  Sampson  97  years  ago,  each  coin  is  in  Choice 
Proof  condition,  just  as  the  day  it  was  minted.  Judd  numbers  for  these  pieces  are:  612,  614,  621,  622,  636,  639,  649,  650,  651, 
652,  653,  654,  655,  660,  664,  665. 

"The  importance  of  this  set,  preserved  today  in  its  original  state,  cannot  be  overemphasized.  Certainly  it  ranks  as  one  of  the  most 
rare  and  significant  Philadelphia  Mint  products  of  the  1860s."

We  tend 
to  agree  with  Judd's  surmise;  about  10  years  ago,  fellow 
numismatist  John  Murbach,  who  was  then  cataloguing  for  Bowers 
and  Ruddy  Galleries,  discovered  an  1865  With  Motto  example 
struck  over  an  1866  regular  issue  coin!  We  are  not  able  to  see  any 
undertype  on  the  present  1863,  so  it  may  have  been  struck  from  a 
blank  planchet  intended  for  Proofs.  Be  that  as  it  may,  a  small 
mystery  which  had  haunted  numismatists  for  decades  was  finally 
brought  to  light.

If,  in  a  spare  moment,  you  will  take  time  to  scan  the  various  Pattern  coins 
Judd  lists  between  1868  and.  say,  1871  you  will  quickly  see  a  large  expan¬ 
sion  in  the  numbers  of  varieties.  According  to  historians,  officials  at  the 
Philadelphia  Mint  were  petitioned  (often  behind  closed  doors)  by  collectors 
who  wanted  a  piece  of  the  action.  They  had  heard  how  selected  dignitaries 
were  recipients  of  these  rare  and  beautiful  Patterns.  Naturally  they  wanted 
some  of  their  own.  and  for  a  time  the  Mint  Director  and  his  cohorts  obliged. 
However,  things  got  out  of  hand  and  a  big  stink  was  raised  (probably  by 
jealous  outsiders).  The  practice  of  providing  specimens  to  insiders  ended 
abruptly.  Having  this  snippet  of  background  in  mind,  we  ought  to  stop  for  a 
moment  and  give  thanks  to  those  ne'r  do  wells  of  yesteryear  who,  through 
their  demands  for  a  slice  of  the  Pattern  pie,  encouraged  a  larger  number  of 
coins  to  be  struck  off  than  would  otherwise  have  been.  This  relative  abun¬ 
dance  of  certain  pieces  keeps  prices  affordable  to  the  average  collector.

Edge.  NGC  graded  Proof  65.  Red  and  Brown.  William  Barber's 
famous  Amazonian  motif.  An  incredible  gem!  As  fresh  and 
original  as  the  day  it  (and  a  very  few  others)  were  struck  to  test 
out  Barber's  designs.  Fiery  mint  red  simply  radiates  from  the 
sleek,  hairline-free  surfaces.  The  strike  is  so  bold  nothing  need 
be  said  about  it,  other  than  "take  a  look  for  yourself." 
Collectors  have  long  admired  this  stunning  type;  few  are  ever 
fortunate  to  own  a  sample.  For  those  numismatists  who  revere 
artistic  coins,  the  Amazonian  must  be  ranked  near  the  top.  In 
fact,  it  is  World  Class.  Unfortunately  (or,  perhaps,  fortunately, 
depending  on  your  point  of  view),  the  coin  never  made  it  into 
regular  production.  It  could  not  have  failed  due  to  striking 
problems,  for  every  one  we  have  handled  so  far  is  impeccable. 
No,  it  must  have  been  its  overly  militaristic  design:  two  shields, 
two  eagles,  and  a  nasty  looking  sword.  Oddly  enough,  only  25 
years  after  this  coin  was  struck  and  rejected,  American 
politicians  had  us  embroiled  in  imperialist  adventures  in  Cuba, 
Hawaii,  the  Philippines,  South  America,  and  Nicaragua.  That  is 
when  our  Amazonian  gal  should  have  made  her  debut. 

Here  is  a  coin  with  a  story  to  tell;  and  one  which  you'll  love 
to  tell  stories  about  should  you  be  the  lucky  successful  bidder!

Beneath  this 
multi-hue  display,  the  fields  are  immaculate,  with  only  the  lightest  of 
hairlines  visible  and  these  being  exclusively  on  the  reverse.  Once  you 
view  this  splendid  coin  you  will  see  why  we  considered  it  to  be 
Premium  Quality.  This  is  the  highest  graded  example,  alone  on  its 
Proof  64  platform,  with  but  1  other  graded,  much  lower  in  quality. 

At  the  time  these  were  proposed,  our  regular  issue  Silver  Dollar  had  not 
been  seen  in  circulation  since  before  the  Civil  War  (1861-1865).  According 
to  Judd,  "In  this  year  Dr.  Henry  R.  Linderman  was  appointed  Director  of  the 
Mint  and  Assay  offices  of  the  United  State  by  President  Grant.  He  had  largely 
been  responsible  for  writing  and  securing  the  passage  of  the  Coinage  Act  of 
1873.  which  abolished  the  old  silver  dollar,  half  dime  and  trime  and 
authorized  the  trade  dollar.  Dr.  Linderman  had  projected  the  'trade  dollar'  as 
a  means  of  finding  a  market  in  the  oriental  countries  for  our  great  surplus  of 
silver."

Last 
sold  by  our  good  friends  at  Bowers  and  Ruddy  Galleries  in  their 
Garrett  Sale  2  where  it  was  extensively  described:  "The 
toning  on  the  obverse  is  a  deep  orange  offset  with  hints  of 
blue.  The  reverse  is  an  even  deeper  shade  of  orange  overlaid 
with  gunmetal  blue  and  golden  highlights.  A  pristine  piece 
which  has  never  been  cleaned  or  otherwise  treated 
(mistreated). 

"The  profile  on  the  obverse  is  of  a  young  lady  wearing  a 
coronet  inscribed  LIBERTY,  with  stars  before  and  behind  the 
head.  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  is  over  the  head  and  the  date  1876 
appears  below.  The  reverse  is  a  simple  open  wreath  with  the 
appropriate  inscription  for  value  and  displaying  the  E 
PLURIBUS  UNUM  motto. 

"1876  pattern  dollars  of  any  design  are  the  'rarest  of  the 
rare'  in  the  pattern  series.  Only  at  widely  spaced  intervals  do 
examples  of  any  variety  come  into  the  market.  The  efforts  of 
Abe  Kosoff,  who  has  provided  rarity  and  pricing  information 
for  recent  editions  of  the  Judd  reference,  located  only  three 
specimens  with  certainty,  with  only  an  unconfirmed  rumor  of 
a  fourth,  as  enumerated  below: 

"The  Garrett  Collection  specimen  [this  piece]; 

"The  King  Farouk  piece,  which  is  presumably  cleaned  as 
were  the  other  copper  pattern  pieces  in  this  collection; 

"The  example  which  was  offered  in  the  auction  sale  held  at 
the  1952  American  Numismatic  Association  convention." 

There  you  have  it:  three  pieces.  And  in  the  intervening  9 
years,  not  even  a  whisper  of  another.  Since  that  landmark 
auction,  this  coin  has  been  graded  by  PCGS.

It  is 
often  commented  in  the  business  how  stingy  the  grading 
services  are  in  giving  copper  coins  their  "RD"  designation. 
Usually  the  best  one  sees  is  Red  and  Brown.  But  this  coin  has 
earned  it:  fiery  mint  color  blazes  from  the  frosted  devices. 
Deeper  red  glows  from  the  mirror  fields.  Together  these 
combine  to  give  a  seldom  seen  Red  Cameo  effect.  If  this  was 
all  the  coin  possessed  it  would  be  unusual.  But  adding  to  the 
appeal  is  a  spectacular  strike;  needle-sharp  in  every  detail,  and 
without  a  hint  of  weakness  anywhere.  Because  the  obverse 
field  is  without  stars,  Liberty  and  her  globe  sit  in  what  is 
essentially  the  center  of  a  round  picture.  The  reverse  is  equally 
bold  and  bright.  Eleven  years  after  No  Motto  Seated  Liberty 
Dollar  coinage  ceased,  the  Mint  resurrected  an  old  reverse  die 
from  somewhere  deep  in  its  vault  to  pair  with  this  obverse. 

This  is  the  only  Judd-1471  graded  by  any  grading  service. 
What's  more,  it  is  the  Finest  Known.  The  only  other  one  we 
have  been  able  to  trace  appeared  in  Bowers  and  Ruddy's 
November  1976  auction  where  it  was  described  as  Choice 
Brilliant  Proof.  Even  the  great  Garrett  Collection  was  lacking

In  fact,  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  this 
is  the  Finest  Known  copper  " Washlady "  Dollar.  With  that  in 
mind,  we  would  hope  the  successful  bidder  wins  all  four 
pieces  in  the  sale,  the  Dime,  the  Quarter,  the  Half  Dollar,  and 
this  Dollar.  That  way  they  can  be  kept  together  as  a  set.

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THE  HAUNTINGLY  BEAUTIFUL  1879  "SCHOOLGIRL"  DOLLAR

3326  1879.  Pattern  Dollar.  Judd-1609.  Rarity-7.  Copper.  Reeded  Edge.  Brilliant  Proof  66.  The  obverse  has  a  kaleidoscope  of  colorful  toning: 

blues  and  lilacs,  reds  and  golds,  browns  and  pinks,  and  all  exquisitely  adding  an  effect  of  quiet  elegance  to  the  coin.  As  you  might 
imagine  when  so  few  pieces  were  made  (Rarity-7  =  4  to  12  known),  the  strike  is  impeccable.  Every  hair  strand,  every  fluffy  chest 
feather,  each  squared-off  letter  in  the  legend  is  razor-sharp.  And  the  fields?  Well,  to  put  it  simply,  they  are  perfection-plus.  We  have 
never  auctioned  a  finer  1879  Schoolgirl  Dollar.  And  no  wonder:  nearly  all  known  specimens  have  been  cleaned  or  mistreated.  The 
present  example  is  a  beautiful  exception. 

Mint  engraver  George  T.  Morgan  designed  this  famous  Schoolgirl  Pattern  Dollar.  He  chose  for  the  obverse  a  young  girl  of  pleasing 
countenance  with  flowing  tresses  who  perfectly  captures  the  charm  of  19th  Century  Romanticism.  Contrasting  her  girlish  innocence 
is  Morgan's  proudly  defiant  bald  eagle.  He  stands  atop  a  scroll  inscribed  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  screeching  out  to  everyone  within  earshot 
"Don't  Tread  on  Us.  America  is  Prepared."  Out  of  his  scroll  extends,  to  the  left,  an  olive  branch  of  peace,  and  to  the  right,  a  bundle 
of  arrows  signifying  America's  readiness  to  defend  herself. 

Here  is  one  of  the  most  important  opportunities  you  will  have  of  bidding  for  (and  hopefully  buying)  an  American  classic:  majestic 
in  symbolism,  outstandingly  fresh  in  quality,  a  rarity  among  the  rare. 

Although  Morgan's  better  known  new  Dollar  had  been  accepted  the  year  before,  additional  designs  were  created  in  1879.  Two  of 
the  most  famous  are  this  "Schoolgirl"  piece  and  Charles  E.  Barber's  "Washlady"  coins.  Perhaps  there  had  been  a  rivalry  going  on 
between  the  two  Mint  engravers.  Perhaps  this  is  a  common  trait  to  artistic  man:  outdo  the  competition  or  die  in  the  attempt.  Isn't 
it  unfortunate  for  posterity  that  neither  Barber's  Washlady  portrait,  nor  Morgan's  enchanting  Schoolgirl,  was  adopted  for  regular  issue? 
One  wonders  how  they  would  have  been  received  by  the  public.  Or  by  collectors.  Would  you  have  bought  an  1885-CC  Schoolgirl 
Quarter  Dollar?  How  about  a  1902-S  Washlady  Half  Eagle  in  Gem  BU? 

The  reverse  design  on  Morgan's  Schoolgirl  Dollar  was  adapted  from  one  of  his  1877  Pattern  Half  Dollars  (see  Judd-1512  and  1513). 
Later  the  basic  eagle  motif  was  resurrected  in  1915  when  it  was  used  as  the  reverse  for  the  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition 
Quarter  Eagle. 

Our  consignor  bought  this  piece  years  ago  from  Empire  Coin  Company  ( owners  Jim  Ruddy  &  Dave  Bowers)

according  to  the  July  1989  PCGS  Population  Report,  only  2  have  been 
graded,  both  Proof  64.

The  surfaces  sparkle  with  an  alluring  lilac  and 
blue  tone.  Liberty's  portrait  and  the  majestic  eagle  are  frosted,  hence 
the  intended  cameo  contrast  is  plainly  evident  here.  Only  4  to  12  of 
these  are  known;  whether  this  is  the  finest  of  those  may  be  debated. 
We  can  say  certainly  that  this  is  a  handsome  coin,  fit  for  a  home  in 
a  first  class  set. 

3329  1879.  Pattern  Dollar.  Judd-1613.  Rarity-7.  Silver.  Reeded  Edge.  PCGS 
graded  Proof  64.  At  first  glance,  this  is  identical  to  Judd-1611  just 
listed.  However,  the  eagle  has  been  placed  lower  in  the  field  and  IN 
GOD  WE  TRUST  added  in  a  broad  arc  above  him.  The  two-tone  cameo 
effect  is  present,  though  lessened  in  brightness  by  smoky  light  toning. 
Hairlines  are  at  a  minimum.  Nearly  every  one  of  the  1879  silver 
Patterns  carry  high  rarity  ratings,  usually  Rarity-7.  But  most  we  have 
seen  have  problems  of  one  sort  or  another,  thus  taking  them  down  in 
grade.  For  this  reason  it  should  not  come  as  a  surprise  that  this  is  the 
highest  Judd-1613  graded  as  of  July  1989,  with  1  other  one  peg  lower. 
Hence,  it  is  possibly  the  Finest  Known.  Two  coins;  two  coins  to  supply 
a  potential  market  of  thousands  of  collectors.  We  suggest  a  bid  with 
this  in  mind. 

3330  1879.  Pattern  Dollar.  Judd-1613.  Rarity-7.  Silver.  Reeded  Edge.  PCGS 
graded  Proof  63.  This  is  the  only  other  Judd-1613  graded  by  PCGS.  It, 
too,  sports  two-tone  splendor  and  has  gold  and  blue  toning  around  the 
rims.  Fool  your  Morgan  Dollar  collector  friends.  Buy  this  one  and 
watch  their  puzzled  look  when  they  turn  it  over  and  spot  the  odd 
looking  eagle.  One  of  only  2  J-1613's  graded.

PCGS  graded  Proof  63.  Irregular  color,  possibly  from  having  been 
retoned  long  ago.

So,  too,  is  the  strike,  which  is  bold;  even  the  tiniest  chest 
feather  is  clear.

A  few  Large  Cent  die  varieties  come  to  mind,  as 
well  as  the  famous,  ultra-expensive  1870-S  Half  Dime  and 
1870-S  Three  Dollar  Gold.  Circumstances  being  as  they  are, 
this  could  very  well  be  your  once  in  a  lifetime  opportunity  to 
buy  a  Unique  American  coin.  Consider  this  carefully  while  you 
still  have  time.

Congressmen  being  congressmen,  they  are  prone  to  invent  all  sorts 
of  hairbrained  plans  to  try  to  better  mankind.  Hubbell's  goloid  metal 
and  metric  weights  and  measures  scheme  was  one  of  these.  After  the 
Mint  struck  an  assortment  of  Patterns,  the  whole  idea  was  tossed  into 
the  dustbin  of  history.  AH  we  have  left  as  a  reminder  of  Mr.  Hubbell's 
pride  and  joy  are  pieces  like  this  attractive  Judd-1626.

Most 
American  collectors  consider  this  design,  along  with  the 
Amazonian,  the  Schoolgirl,  and  the  Washlady,  as  our  most 
beautiful  Pattern  coinage.  This  particular  example  is  very 
probably  the  Finest  Known.  It  has  fiery  red  color  with  just  the 
lightest  hint  of  mellowing.  Furthermore,  the  surfaces  are 
reflective  and  remarkably  clean.  In  the  past  15  years  we  have 
seen  2  Judd-1703's  sold  at  auction.  One  of  these,  an  inferior 
piece,  brought  $14,500  in  1980.

E  PLURIBUS  UNUM  is  in  raised  letters  on  the  edge  of  the  coin  (not 
visible  on  these  four  examples  due  to  their  encapsulation).  This  was 
the  Mint's  first  attempt  at  putting  raised  edge  lettering  on  our  coinage. 
Up  til  1836,  incuse  letters  were  added  before  the  coins  were  struck. 
But  the  technique  for  striking  a  coin  and  impressing  the  letters  at  the 
same  time  had  to  wait  until  technology  caught  up  with  the  times.  A 
three-piece  collar  was  used;  after  the  coin  received  its  blow,  the  collar 
opened  up  mechanically  in  tandem  with  the  lower  die  pushing 
upwards  to  eject  the  coin.  Nothing  came  of  the  experiment  until  1907 
when  edge  lettering  and  stars  were  adopted  on  August  Saint- 
Gaudens'  handsome  Eagles  and  Double  Eagles.

According  to  the  Judd  reference,  only  2  or  3  are  known.  This  one  is 
especially  well  preserved.  Light  frost  on  the  devices  contrasts  nicely 
with  the  mirror  fields.  Two  tiny  hairlines  are  noted  on  Liberty's  cheek. 
Other  than  these,  and  a  bit  of  roughness  along  the  reverse  rim 
(common  to  aluminum  patterns),  the  coin  is  blemish-free  and  pristine 
quality.  This  is  the  only  Judd-1750  graded  by  PCGS,  and  will  probably 
remain  so.

The  present 
coin  is  exceptionally  well  struck,  with  the  design  elements  razor-sharp. 
Light  gold  toning  adds  a  bit  to  the  coin's  charm,  as  well.  Only  2 pieces 
have  been  graded  by  PCGS  as  of  July  1989,  both  being  Proof  64's. 

Bowers  and  Ruddy  sold  one  of  these  in  June  1976  for  $4,200 
according  to  Judd.

Aluminum  was  a  new  "wonder  metal”  in  the  mid  1800's  when  this  piece 
was  struck.  Light  and  easy  to  work  with,  it  had  splendid  properities  and 
possibilities;  except  for  one  drawback.  What  drawback?  Price;  for  aluminum 
was  right  up  there  with  gold  and  platinum  as  one  of  the  precious  metals  Until 
metallurgists  could  hit  upon  a  way  to  smelt  it  in  quantity,  it  retained  this 
status  As  a  consequence,  our  U.S.  Mint  chose  to  strike  a  limited  number  of 
aluminum  Patterns  and  die  trial  pieces  each  year.  In  1889,  man’s  technology 
caught  up  with  the  need  for  large  quantities  of  the  light  metal;  prices 
plummeted;  soon  it  was  being  used  to  make  tokens,  medals,  promotional 
badges,  and  inflation  coins  by  the  jillion!

Previously  sold  in  our  section  of  Auction  '83,  Lot 
1643,  where  it  was  described  as  having  a  needle-sharp  strike 
including  full  details  in  the  stars,  head  and  cap,  and  full,  frosty 
mint  lustre. 

The  engraver  of  this  coin,  Christian  Gobrecht,  must  have 
thrust  out  his  chest  with  pride  when  he  saw  his  tentative  coin 
designs  of  1835-6  rendered  into  these  beautiful  Dimes  of 
1837-1840.  By  using  a  blend  of  diaphanous  gown  and  delicate 
stars,  combined  with  a  leaning  shield  and  curving  LIBERTY 
ribbon,  he  succeeded  better  than  any  previous  Mint  engraver 
in  capturing  the  spirit  of  America's  great  calling.  This  New 
Orleans  coin  aptly  reveals  that  spirit.  But  beauty,  like  success, 
is  fleeting.  In  1840  our  Mint  officials  in  their  infinitely  small 
wisdom  decided  Gobrecht's  motif  wasn't  right.

At  the  time  this  Barber  Dime  was  made  in  1895,  America  was  being 
ted  by  a  burly,  300-pound  gentle  giant  of  a  President,  Grover 
Cleveland.  As  politicians  go,  Mr.  Cleveland  was  somewhere  in  the 
middle  when  it  came  to  skullduggery  and  job  peddling.  He  had  a 
conservative  bent,  though,  and  this  showed  up  in  his  battles  with 
followers  of  the  rabble-rouser  William  Jennings  Bryan.  Cleveland 
believed  a  gold  standard  was  the  only  honest  money.  And  woe  to 
anyone  who  should  drive  the  country  to  socialism  by  doing  away  with 
it!  Unfortunately,  soon  after  he  entered  office  the  nation's  economy 
took  a  nosedive.  Throughout  his  1892-1896  term  in  office  he  fought 
a  losing  battle  against  the  pain  and  suffering  of  his  constituents. 
Although  this  short  look  back  doesn't  affect  who  buys  this  1895  Proof 
Dime  or  not,  it  is  important  for  numismatists  to  focus  on  the  events 
surrounding  the  issuance  of  such  a  coin.

What  the  coin  brings  is  up  to  you.  But  remember  this:

gorgeous  example  of  this  extremely  rare  Half  Dollar,  from  an 
original  Proof  Set.  The  coin  is  immediately  identifiable  by  its 
medium  date  and  die  file  marks  from  the  upper  part  of  the 
eagle's  leg  at  left  of  wing.  Strike  is  everything  to  a 
numismatist,  and  this  piece  will  not  disappoint  you:  needle¬ 
point  stars  rest  just  inside  the  high,  knife  rims.  Both  Liberty's 
figure  and  the  wingspread  eagle  show  phenomenal  detail;  even 
the  tiniest,  microscopic  workmanship  is  clear.  American 
Proofs  were  struck  twice  by  the  dies  in  order  to  fully  bring  up 
their  detail.  Perhaps  this  one  was  struck  triple,  for  it  is  bold 
beyond  belief. 

Turning  now  to  the  surfaces,  one  finds  a  marvelous  blend  of 
gold,  sunset,  purple,  and  blue  tones.  More  importantly,  the 
.  fields  are  deeply  mirrored  and  as  close  to  perfection  as  seems 
possible  for  a  140+  year  old  coin.  Hairlines  are  few;  one  needs 
a  strong  magnifying  lens  to  spot  them.

There  it 
sold  to  Julian  Leidman,  one  of  America's  most  respected 
dealers.  The  set  was  broken  apart.  Piece  by  piece,  Leidman 
sold  off  the  coins,  and  our  consignor  bought  this  lovely  Proof 
Half  Dollar.

Here  is  a  splendid  example 
of  this  historic  Half  Dollar,  basking  in  all  its  glory,  housed  in  a 
protective  housing,  and  awaiting  your  bid.

Transfer  that 
Italian  sentiment  to  this  1879;  once  you've  seen  it,  no  other 
will  do.  One  of  only  5  so  graded.

A  magnificent  jewel  exhibiting  a  delicate  pinkish 
tone  on  the  obverse.  A  rare  low  mintage  date  and  certainly  a  candidate 
for  "Finest  Known."

3753  1879.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  63.  Premium  Quality.  The  first  of  the 

low  mintage  date  run  of  Seated  Liberty  Half  Dollars.  Mintages  dropped 
off  significantly  in  this  year  as  the  Mint  began  the  huge  mintage  of 
Morgan  Silver  Dollars.  Only  5,900  Half  Dollars  were  struck,  a  good 
number  of  which  seem  to  survive  in  Mint  State,  much  to  the  delight 
of  today's  collectors.  Here  is  a  pretty  example  with  light  blue  toning 
on  the  obverse  and  a  touch  of  gold  on  the  reverse.

Last  sold  in  our  Moreira  Sale  from  which  we  borrow  extensive 
exerpts  because  of  its  numismatic  significance:  "Beautiful  sea 
green  and  gold  iridescence  about  the  obverse,  the  reverse  with 
smoky  blue  and  gray  toning.  The  strike  is  weak  on  the  upper 
right  shield  and  eagle's  wing  as  on  at  least  half  of  the  known 
specimens.  This  coin  was  recently  discovered  and  can  be 
added  to  the  six  or  so  known  specimens  of  this  Rarity-7 
variety.” 

According  to  a  letter  by  Walter  Breen  which  accompanied 
the  coin  "Most  other  1892-0  half  dollars  come  with  a 
'medium'  O  (Beistle  1-A)  as  in  1893-0  and  later  dates  through 
1909.  The  mintmark  on  the  present  coin  is  similar  both 
vertically  and  horizontally  than  the  medium  0  [sic],  and 
asymmetrical  (thinner  on  left  curve  than  on  right),  as  is  the 
Jack  Beymer  example  with  which  it  was  compared.  (Other 
specimens  have  been  unavailable  for  direct  comparison,  and 
their  halftone  illustrations  have  not  afforded  high  enough 
resolution  to  verify  that  all  are  from  the  same  dies.  The  present 
certificate  is  therefore  subject  to  revision,  most  all  with 
respect  to  pedigrees,  when  direct  comparison  becomes 
possible.)  The  variety  was  discovered  by  Howard  Newcomb 
before  1914,  as  it  appeared  in  his  display  at  the  1914  ANS 
Exhibition.  In  Beistle's  day  it  was  already  recognized  as  an 
extreme  rarity. 

"The  present  coin  is  either  finest  or  tied  for  finest  of  6  to  8 
known.” 

So  there  you  have  it:  a  bit  of  history,  Breen's  studied 
appraisal  of  the  coin's  genuineness,  and  a  comparison  of  it  to 
other  known  examples.  The  About  Uncirculated  coin  in  our 
September  1988  sale  realized  $5,060.  This  piece  is  head  and 
shoulders  above  that  one  and  is  currently  believed  to  be  the 
Finest  Known.  The  only  coin  that  comes  close  to  this 
magnificent  1892-Micro  O  was  sold  as  Lot  1659  by  Paramount 
in  Auction  '86.  All  other  known  examples  are  either  About 
Uncirculated  or  Uncirculated. 

Prooflike  surfaces  as  on  all  known  examples.  The  "Microscopic  O" 
mintmark  was  caused  when  the  Quarter  "O"  punch  was  used 
instead  of  the  Half  Dollar  "0”  punch  to  identify  the  reverse  die.  The 
mintmark  exhibits  a  narrow  left  side  and  a  thick  right  side.  A  very 
light  die  crack  can  be  seen  at  the  base  of  the  date  extending  to  the 
rim  below  the  first  star.

3786  1903-S.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  An  exceptional  example  of  this 

scarce  date.  Creamy  white  lustre  is  undisturbed  by  marks.  The  strike 
is  perfect;  even  the  eagle's  legs  show  their  knobby  texture.  Everyone 
knows  that  San  Francisco  Mint  issues  are  many  times  rarer  than  their 
Philadelphia  counterparts.  This  coin's  mintage  of  1.9  million 
apparently  belied  that  observation.  Until,  that  is,  the  grading  services 
came  along.  Now  everybody  can  see,  via  PCGS's  population  studies, 
they  have  graded  only  9  of  these  (with  3  higher).

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3814  1794  Bolender-1  Rarity-4.  PCGS  graded  Extremely  Fine  40.  The  first  year  of  issue  of  the  Silver  Dollar  has  long  been  regarded  as  one 

of  the  most  historic  coins  struck  in  the  dawning  days  of  the  Philadelphia  Mint.  Today,  only  110  or  so  survive  in  all  grades  from  a  meager 
reported  mintage  of  1,758  pieces.  This  coin  is  certified  by  PCGS  as  Extremely  Fine-40  and  a  review  of  their  population  report  shows 
only  1  piece  graded  higher,  that  being  an  awesome  Mint  State  65.  Perhaps  this  gives  you  some  idea  of  how  rare  this  coin  is  in  high 

9r|n61794  the  mint  did  not  have  a  coining  press  large  enough  to  strike  Dollar  size  coins,  the  largest  being  used  for  Large  Cents  and 
Half  Dollars  This  smaller  press  was  used  to  strike  these  first  Silver  Dollars  of  our  proud  new  country.  However,  the  small  press  could 
not  fully  bring  up  the  design  on  the  left  side  of  the  coin,  since  dies  were  slightly  misaligned.  Although  the  left  hand  stars  and  upper 
portions  of  the  left  side  reverse  letters  are  weakly  struck,  they  are  completely  visible  to  the  naked  eye.  Turning  to  the  all  'mP°rtant 
Dcrtrait  of  Liberty  she  is  very  well  struck  with  outstanding  separation  on  all  but  her  uppermost  curls.  Likewise,  the  eagle  s  w  g 
feathers  are  bold  the  breast  feathers  having  received  the  wear  from  the  very  limited  circulation.  Here  again  a  few  trivial  aJustmen 
marks  are  noted  mostly  on  the  reverse  rim  not  affecting  any  of  the  devices.  When  one  considers  that  most  1794  have  adjustment 
marks  it  is  more  a  matter  of  how  bad  they  are  rather  than  a  question  of  if  the  coin  has  any.  Again,  this  specimen  has  far  fewer  and 
liahter  adjustment  marks  than  usually  seen  and  has  a  much  better  than  average  strike.  The  reverse  has  a  single  rim  bump  above  the 
fkst  A  of  AMERICA  and  a  tiny  bagmark  just  above  the  eagle's  beak,  both  of  which  can  be  used  as  hallmarks  on  this  important 
specimen  Well  within  the  top  25  known  and  wanted  by  date,  variety  and  type  collectors  alike.  If  you  have  been  searching  for  a  ig 
gmde,  original,  uncleaned  and  never  repaired  specimen  of  this  rare  date  then  here  is  the  com  for  you  fresh  from  an  old  collection.

neck. 

This  1795  Flowing  Hair  Dollar,  and  the  next  four  Silver  Dollars  to  follow,  were  purchased  by  a  collector  who  had  an  eye  for  beauty. 
At  a  time  in  American  numismatic  history  (1956)  when  very  few  men  understood  the  value  and  significance  of  selecting  only  absolutely 
superb  coins  for  their  collections,  he  succeeded  admirably.  Foresight  is  a  rare  quality  not  handed  out  lightly  by  God's  chancellors.  But 
our  consignor  possessed  such  foresight.  He  selected  this  Gem  Uncirculated  1795  Dollar  from  among  others  which  might  have  been 
adequate  for  most  collectors.  He  might  have  found  one  for  less  money,  had  he  been  budget-minded.  But,  no:  he  searched  for,  and 
bought,  only  the  finest  specimen  he  could  find. 

Here  is  that  coin.  When  you  examine  it  before  the  sale,  be  sure  to  note  these  outstanding  qualities:  complete  stars,  sharp  bust, 
exquisite  surfaces,  and  perfect  centering.  The  coin  is  so  impeccable,  one  might  almost  imagine  that  the  coiner,  when  he  struck  this 
coin,  had  President  George  Washington  standing  there  beside  him  looking  over  his  shoulder.  In  the  190-odd  years  since  it  came  off 
the  dies,  it  has  acquired  a  blend  of  delicate  toning  colors:  pinks,  golds,  and  blues.  Better  still,  this  toning  is  equally  distributed  on  both 
sides.  In  the  true  and  proper  sense  of  the  word,  the  coin  is  stunning! 

We  have  been  in  the  rare  coin  business  for  many  years.  In  that  time  we  have  never  seen  a  finer  example.  Moreover,  we  cannot  imagine 
another  even  approaching  this  one  for  overall  originality  and  supreme  quality. 

Diagnostics  for  this  die  variety  include:  Diagonal  bar  in  the  left  obverse  field  close  to  the  uppermost  curl.  Reverse  has  two  leaves  under  each  wing.

consignor's  phenomenal  type  set.  This  is  a  charming  (and  short-lived)  style  numismatists  refer  to  as  the  Draped  Bust,  Small  Eagle. 
Like  its  1795  Flowing  Hair  counterpart  just  offered,  this  one,  too,  is  magnificent  in  every  respect.  Each  curl  and  hair  strand  stands  out 
fully,  while  the  drapery  protecting  Liberty's  modesty  is  razor-sharp,  even  over  her  shoulder  (which  is  not  normally  the  case).  On  the 
reverse,  the  eagle  unfolds  his  wings  for  all  the  world  to  see;  each  of  his  tiny  feathers  reveal  their  delicate  veins  and  texture.  Listen 
to  how  New  Netherlands  described  this  coin  in  1956:  "Fully  struck  up  at  hair,  and  almost  so  at  eagle's  breast,  less  so  on  left  leg. 
A  sharp,  neatly  impressed  coin;  free  from  rubbing  or  friction,  but  close  inspection  reveals  microscopic  signs  of  handling,  particularly 
two  minute  border  nicks  at  the  lower  I.  reverse.  Magnificent  blue,  pink,  lavender  and  gold  toning;  both  sides  somewhat  mirror-like." 

Like  its  forebear  in  the  previous  Lot,  this  Gem  Uncirculated  1795  has  identical  exquisite  toning  and  smooth  surfaces.  And,  again, 
we  have  never,  in  all  our  years,  seen  its  equal!  It  is  the  Finest  Known. 

When  America's  new  Mint  Director,  Henry  DeSaussure,  took  the  helm  in  1795,  it  was  his  ambition  to  upgrade  the  Flowing  Hair  design,  which  he 
thought  too  unseemly  for  a  young  country.  DeSaussure  tapped  Gilbert  Stuart,  an  illustrious  portrait  artist  of  the  day.  to  work  up  a  more  conservative 
bust  of  Liberty.  According  to  Breen,  Stuart  submitted  the  Draped  Bust  design  featuring  Mrs.  William  Bingham  as  Liberty  Two  pairs  of  dies  were  hastily 
completed,  one  with  the  obverse  device  punch  too  far  to  the  left  (this  piece,  Bolender  14),  the  other  more  nearly  centered  but  with  minor  defects  in 
Liberty's  hair  (Bolender- 15). 

This  1795  Draped  Bust,  Small  Eagle  Dollar  remained  in  our  consignor's  bank  vault  for  the  33  years  since  it  was  purchased. 

He  bought  it  out  of  New  Netherland's  48th  Sale,  1958,  Lot  614.  There  it  was  described  as  " Unc  Gem.  "

more  extraordinary  than  the  other  two.  Surfaces  and  strike  are  as  original  and  bold  as  on  the  others.  Moreover,  Liberty's  bust  has  a 
rich  frostiness  about  it  which  literally  provides  a  cameo  look.  Acting  as  a  backdrop  to  her  lustrous  white  portrait  is  resplendent  gold, 
lavender,  and  blue  toning;  toning  as  stunningly  beautiful  as  that  seen  on  the  two  1795's. 

We  have  wracked  our  memories  in  trying  to  recall  another  Heraldic  Eagle  Bust  Dollar  as  lovely  as  this.  Nearly  15  years  ago  we  sold 
the  renowned  Alfred  Ostheimer  Bust  Dollar  collection.  Included  in  Mr.  Ostheimer's  consignment  was  one  of  the  famed  Lord  St.  Oswald 
1794's  in  Mint  State.  Yet  none  of  the  coins  from  his  set  held  a  candle  to  the  present  1799.  Perhaps  an  equal  exists,  but  we  have  never 
seen  it  nor  heard  about  it.

Evidently  the  Mint  struck  very  few  of  these  Plain  Edge  specimens,  for  numismatists  like  Abe  Kosoff  (in  whose  sale  this  coin  last 
appeared)  stated  categorically  that  only  3  pieces  are  known.  Breen  lists  them  in  his  mammoth  encyclopedia,  p.436:  "D  Granberg, 
Woodin  Newcomer,  Boyd,  Menjou  1:2083,  Col.  Curtis,  Farouk,  Baldenhofer  [sic],  Ostheimer,  Merkin  9/68:334.

A 
needle-sharp  strike,  immaculate  Proof  surfaces  and  overlaid 
with  the  most  fabulous  blending  of  violet,  electric  blue  and 
sea-green  toning  that  one  could  imagine.  Of  only  12  known 
Proofs,  we  could  not  imagine  any  of  them  approaching  the 
beauty  of  this  piece  and  consequently,  this  must  be  considered 
to  be  the  standard  for  the  Finest  Known.

Superbly  toned  a  medium  golden  sunset  ankle-deep 
reflectiveness  in  the  fields.  Were  it  not  for  a  few  trivial  hairlines 
in  the  fields,  this  coin  would  grade  higher.  PCGS  has  only 
graded  2  specimens  of  this  variety,  one  a  grade  higher  and  this 
specimen.  A  sharp  wire  rim  is  noted  about  the  obverse  and 
reverse.

Broad,  square  rims,  and  medium  blue 
toning  around  their  peripheries,  give  a  pleasing  frame  to  the  design.

Silver  Dollars  were  not  seen  in  circulation  then.  Those  few  pieces 
struck  each  year  went  into  hiding  or  overseas.  Hence,  when  the  silver 
controversy  bubbled  up  to  a  boil,  the  Mint  altered  weights  for 
fractional  coins,  but  not  the  Dollar.  The  Dollar  remained  undervalued 
relative  to  its  higher  silver  content.  Export  continued.  One 
consequence  of  this  is  that  few  1853's  are  left  for  today's  collectors

3828  1856.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  Breen  states  that  he  believes 

approximately  30  to  40  specimens  are  known  in  Brilliant  Proof, 
few  of  which  could  begin  to  match  this  superb  specimen.  The 
periphery  has  delightful  sea  green  and  gold  toning  which  fades 
as  the  devices  become  deep  mirror  fields.  The  strike  is  very 
sharp,  as  one  would  expect  on  a  Proof.

Eighty  or 
so  bags  of  BU  Silver  Dollars  were  found  in  its  vaults.  No 
1884-S.  For  some  strange  reason,  virtually  all  1884-S  Dollars 
went  into  circulation.  What  happened?  Like  the  disappearance 
of  the  business  strike  1895  Philadelphia  Mint,  the  mystery  has 
never  been  explained.

A  fter  complaints  from  the  public  about  the  small  size  of  our  Gold

3895  1855.  Mint  State  63.  Coruscating  mint  lustre  shines  from  this  well 

preserved  example.  The  surfaces  are  bereft  of  marks  or  other 
detractions,  and  have  a  pleasing  quality  to  them.

3897  1855-C.  Extremely  Fine  40.  Last  sold  in  our  June  '86  Sale,  Lot  1783, 
where  we  described  it  as  follows:  "A  very  difficult  coin  to  properly 
grade  as  this  date  has  the  distinction  of  not  only  being  the  lowest 
average  grade  of  any  Gold  Dollar,  according  to  David  Akers,  but  is  one 
of  the  poorest  in  terms  of  quality  of  strike.  Actually  this  coin  is  quite 
bold,  as  the  numeral  8  in  the  date  is  nearly  completely  struck  up.  This 
is  the  first  example  we  have  seen  with  the  date  full.  The  surfaces 
exhibit  light  clash  marks  and  numerous  light  nicks  and  scratches 
particularly  on  the  obverse.  However,  taking  into  consideration  the 
characteristics  of  this  date  and  the  poor  quality  strike  on  a  poor  quality 
planchet,  the  overall  mint  lustre  is  quite  apparent.  In  terms  of  actual 
wear,  the  coin  might  be  graded  several  points  higher;  consequently,  it 
could  rank  within  the  Condition  Census.” 

3898  1855-C.  PCGS  graded  Very  Fine  20.  A  typical  example  of  this  rare 
Charlotte  piece.  UNITED  is  almost  unreadable  and  the  planchet  is 
wavy.  A  few  light  marks  are  also  evident.  Countering  these  minor 
blemishes  is  the  bold  reverse  strike,  however,  with  the  wreath  and  date 

•  very  sharp.  Most  1855-C  Gold  Dollars  have  problems  of  one  sort  or 
another,  so  these  are  to  be  expected  (and  accepted).  Mintage  was  a 
low  9,803.  Hence,  this  is  a  very  rare  coin  and,  for  the  grade,  an 
excellent  value. 


LEGENDARY  1855  D  GOLD  DOLLAR  IN  MINT  STATE

3899  1855-D.  Mint  State  62.  Yes,  that's  right:  a  lustrous,  sharply 

struck  Brilliant  Uncirculated  specimen!  The  8  and  5  in  the  date 
are  nearly  full  (which  is  unusual),  while  the  wreath  and  bust 
of  Liberty  are  razor-sharp  (which  is  extremely  unusual). 
1855-D  is  legendary,  partly  for  being  the  only  Dahlonega  Mint 
Type  2  Dollar,  but  especially  for  its  renowned  low  mintage  and 
great  rarity:  1,811  struck.  Only  one  of  three  dies  which  were 
shipped  to  the  Mint  in  1855  were  used  to  strike  coins.  After 
being  struck  nearly  all  did  what  they  were  supposed  to  do, 
they  circulated.  Breen  traces  possibly  3  Uncirculated  coins, 
and  says  these  are  extremely  rare  even  in  Extremely  Fine 
grade.  Additional  comparison  as  to  how  rare  this  particular 
coin  is  can  be  found  by  flipping  through  the  pages  of  PCGS's 
July  1989  Population  Report.  If  anyone  should  have  seen  a 
high  grade  coin,  wouldn't  they  have?  Therefore  it  is  surprising 
to  see  their  highest  graded  piece  is  only  About  Uncirculated 
58.  No  Mint  State  examples  have  ever  come  their  way  What 
this  all  boils  down  to  is,  if  you  are  a  serious  collector  who  is 
looking  to  buy  a  rare,  high  grade  coin,  a  coin  with  loads  of 
history  and  dozens  of  avid  buyers  yearning  for  it,  you  should 
consider  bidding  on  this  lovely  1855-C  Gold  Dollar. 
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3900  1856-S.  Double  punched  mintmark.  Breen-6045.  Very  early  die  state 

with  much  of  the  extra  S  plainly  visible  above  and  to  the  right  of  the 
''normal"  mintmark.  Mint  State  60.  A  nice,  sharp  strike  from  cracked 
and  slightly  clashed  dies.  The  centers  are  bold  with  Liberty's  hair 
visible  down  to  the  tiniest  hair  strand.

By  contrast  the 
portrait  of  Liberty  and  the  reverse  wreath  were  nicely  frosted 
by  the  Mint,  giving  a  cameo  effect  to  the  entire  coin.  Of  prime 
importance  to  collectors  is  this  coin's  great  rarity.  Only  a 
handful  of  Proofs  were  sold  that  year.  Today,  Breen  estimates 
between  10  and  12  are  known.  Yet  how  many  are  as  glittering 
bright  and  well  preserved  as  this  piece?  Probably  not  one  or 
two,  if  that  many.  If  you  are  looking  for  an  extremely  rare  Proof 
gold  piece  for  your  collection,  why  not  consider  this  lovely 
1858.

3907  1858-S.  Mint  State  64.  Boldly  struck  and  having  pleasing  greenish 
gold  color.  The  fields  are  splendid  and  there  are  only  a  few  light  marks 
present  on  the  reverse.  Out  of  10,000  pieces  coined,  it  is  estimated  by 
students  of  the  series  that  only  3  or  4  pieces  are  known  in  Mint  State. 
Because  the  only  finer  example  of  1858-S  known  is  the  piece  which 
sold  in  the  Bareford  Sale  of  1978,  we  unhesitatingly  rate  this  the 
Second  Finest  Known.

Hairlines  are  at  a  bare  minimum  and  the  overall 
look  is  that  of  trim  originality.  Proof  mintage  this  year  was  1,779 
pieces.

3959  1804.  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  A  few  faint  adjustment 

marks  on  the  obverse  and  a  couple  of  handling  marks  in  the  fields.  One 
for  the  type  or  date  collector  and  of  further  interest  as  the  14  Star 
Reverse.  Bright  lustre,  glowing  fields  and  sharply  struck.  Outstanding. 
None  graded  higher  by  either  service.

1889.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Premium  Quality.  Well  struck  and 
satiny  with  delicate  pinkish  toning.  The  surfaces  are  smooth  and 
glossy.  Because  this  piece  is  so  close  to  gem  quality,  we  added  our 
Premium  Quality  label  to  denote  the  fact.

SCARCE  1802/1  QUARTER  EAGLE 


1802,  2  over  1.  PCGS  graded  Extremely  Fine  40.  A  few  light 
adjustment  marks  on  Liberty's  hair,  and  a  small  reverse  rim  scrape  are 
mentioned  first  off  to  put  behind  these  inconsequential  blemishes. 
Why  of  no  consequence?  Because  most  classic  American  gold  has 
blemishes  of  one  sort  or  another.  What  most  gold  does  not  have, 
however,  but  this  one  does,  is  nice  centering,  and  smooth  fields,  and 
an  appearance  of  satisfying  originality.  Only  3,035  1802  Overdates 
were  struck  (and  none  without  the  overdate  feature,  oddly  enough). 
We  handle,  at  most,  8  or  10  a  year.  Here  in  this  Lot  and  the  next,  are 
top-notch  specimens. 


1802,  2  over  1.  Extremely  Fine  40.  Well  struck  and  attractive. 


3960  1804.  14-Star  Reverse.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  55.  A  very 

attractive  specimen  of  this  popular  date.  The  centers  are  above- 
average,  having  splendid  detail  on  Liberty's  hair  and  no  obverse 
adjustment  marks.  A  few  light  adjusting  lines  are  seen  on  the  shield, 
but  all  in  all  this  piece  must  be  ranked  among  the  Finest  Known.  (This 
14-Star  reverse  was  also  used  on  1804  Dimes). 


WELL  STRUCK  1804  QUARTER  EAGLE 


3961  1804.  14-Star  Reverse.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  50. 

Especially  nice  fields  on  this  well  struck  example.  Furthermore,  the 
central  devices  are  complete;  full  hair  strands  down  Liberty's  neck, 
and  pleasingly  sharp  eagle  and  shield.  An  outstanding  coin! 


3962  1804.  14-Star  Reverse.  About  Uncirculated  50+.  In  an  unusual 

happenstance,  here  is  yet  another  delightful  1804  Quarter  Eagle  for 
you  to  bid  on.  Like  the  other  five,  this  one  is  sharp  and  original,  without 
any  major  blemishes,  and  is  tops  in  its  class.  Especially  to  be  admired 
is  a  complete  absence  of  adjustment  marks. 

For  those  of  you  who  are  new  to  the  hobby  of  rare  coins,  and  may  be 
reading  about  "adjustment  marks"  for  the  first  time,  we  offer  a  note  of 
explanation.  Prior  to,  say,  the  1850's,  our  Mints  engaged  in  a  practice  of 
weighing  each  and  every  silver  and  gold  planchet  before  sending  them  to  the 
coiner  for  striking.  This  was  done  both  to  assure  the  weight  standard  was 
honorably  maintained,  as  well  as  for  an  economy  measure  Gold,  in 
particular,  is  valuable;  it  would  have  been  foolish  to  issue  overweight  coins 
Therefore  the  Mints  hired  numerous  "adjusters"  (usually  women)  to  weigh 
each  planchet.  Any  found  overweight  were  filed  down  with  a  steel  file 
Usually  one  or  two  flicks  of  the  wrist  was  all  that  was  necessary  But  the 
resultant  parallel  "adjustment  marks"  remained  visible  even  after  the  coin 
was  struck.

3963  1804.  Breen-1.  Rarity-5.  14-Star  Reverse.  About  Uncirculated  50. 

Light  traces  of  adjustment  marks  on  the  lower  and  left  reverse  rim,  as 
made.  Rich  greenish-gold  toning  with  traces  of  prooflike  surface 
around  the  obverse  devices  and  across  most  of  the  reverse. 

The  year  1804  was  a  busy  time  for  President  Jefferson  and  the 
gang.  First,  Lewis  and  Clark  returned  from  our  newly  bought  Louisiana 
Territory  to  write  up  their  report.  Then,  Vice  President  Aaron  Burr  and 
ex-Treasury  Secretary  Alexander  Hamilton  fought  their  famous  duel 
< Hamilton  lost  and  Jefferson  was  mortified  at  the  dastardly  deed). 
Finally,  it  was  election  time  and  Thomas  J.  had  to  tell  all  sorts  of  fibs 
and  tall  tales  to  get  people  to  reelect  him.  While  all  this  was 
happening,  the  Philadelphia  Mint  workers  worked  diligently  away  in 
their  hot,  stuffy  coin  factory  turning  out  3,327  of  these  pretty  1804 
gold  pieces. 

SLEEK  AND  SMOOTH  1805  QUARTER  EAGLE 


3964  1805.  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  50.  A  delight  to  behold:  a  bold 

strike  and  smooth,  undefaced  surfaces  give  this  one  a  charming 
appearance.  1805  is  one  of  the  scarcest  dates  in  this  short-run  series, 
with  but  1,781  pieces  having  been  issued.  Most  saw  extensive 
circulation,  or  went  overseas  where  they  were  melted.  Today  few  as 
nice  as  this  can  be  found.  According  to  NGC,  this  is  one  of  only  2  they 
have  graded,  both  About  Uncircualted  50. 

PLEASING  1806,  6  OVER  4  QUARTER  EAGLE 


3965  1806,  6  over  4.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  50.  Somewhat 

weak  at  the  centers  (like  most  1806's),  but  lustre  shines  from  the 
protected  areas  and  the  surfaces  are  immaculate.  Mintage  continued 
at  a  very  low  level  in  1806,  with  1,136  of  the  6  over  4  pieces  minted. 
A  coin  for  the  astute  buyer. 


3966  1807.  About  Uncirculated  50.  Possible  solder  removed  from  edge.  Still 

quite  nice  and  lustrous. 


3967  1807.  PCGS  graded  Extremely  Fine  40.  Smooth,  defect-free  surfaces 

and  a  nice  strike  make  a  handsome  combination  on  this  last  year  of 
issue.  Liberty's  face  is  unmarred  by  adjustment  marks,  which  is 
unusual.  Mintage  was  a  modest  6,812  in  1807.  When  all  comes  to  all 
we  cannot  imagine  a  better  high  grade  Capped  Bust  Quarter  Eagle  to 
recommend  for  someone's  type  set. 


VERY  RARE  1808  MINT  STATE  QUARTER  EAGLE

3968  1808.  Mint  State  60.  Boldly  struck  on  a  bright  yellow-gold 

flan.  A  few  stars  are  weak,  but  this  is  typical  for  1808.  What 
is  not  typical,  however,  are  the  flawless  centers.  They  are 
frosty  and  show  complete  detail.  Only  2,710  1808  Quarter 
Eagles  were  struck.  Had  this  been,  say,  a  Half  Eagle,  no  one 
would  single  it  out  from  the  others  as  a  better  piece.  However, 
being  a  Quarter  Eagle  it  is  a  one-year  type.  Better  yet  is  this 
one's  lofty  condition:  Brilliant  Uncirculated.  According  to  gold 
expert  David  Akers,  there  have  been  only  four  appearances  of 
specimens  this  nice,  to  which  can  be  added  the  3  pieces  sold 
recently  in  Auction  '89.  Prior  to  these  latter  specimens,  it  had 
been  nearly  18  years  since  one  had  been  sold  at  auction!  What 
this  coin  brings  is  up  to  you.  When  you  examine  it  you  will  see 
just  how  attractive  it  is.  Do  not  miss  such  an  opportunity; 
another  chance  to  buy  a  Mint  State  1808  may  not  come  for 
many  years. 
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RARE  AND  DESIRABLE  1821  QUARTER  EAGLE 


3969  1821.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  A  lustrous  example  of  this 

low  mintage  (6,448)  date.  Liberty's  hair  detail  is  needle-sharp,  with 
each  strand  clearly  separated  from  the  rest.  The  eagle  is  also  nice, 
having  weakness  at  the  leg,  but  elsewhere  bold  and  frosty.  And  it  is 
the  sleek,  blemish-free  fields  which  make  this  coin  what  it  is:  a 
handsome,  very  desirable  specimen.  (One  of  only  2  About 
Uncirculated  pieces  graded  by  the  service,  and  no  Mint  States.) 


RARE  1824,  4  OVER  1  QUARTER  EAGLE 


3970  1824,  4  over  1.  PCGS  graded  Extremely  Fine  40.  Boldly  struck  and 

original,  with  the  only  weakness  being  at  the  eagle's  leg  and  a  portion 
of  the  shield  adjacent  to  it.  A  small  mark  is  noted  on  Liberty's  lip; 
otherwise  the  surfaces  are  immaculate.  Mintage  was  a  small  2,600 
pieces.  In  sum,  here  is  a  splendid  example  of  a  rarely  offered  coin. 


VERY  RARE  1825  QUARTER  EAGLE

3971  1825.  About  Uncirculated  50.  An  outstanding  example  of  this 

very  rare  Capped  Bust  Half  Eagle.  All  of  the  design  details  are 
fully  struck,  including  Liberty's  bust  (which  sometimes  comes 
weak);  the  stars,  too,  are  complete.  Abundant  mint  lustre 
shines  from  clean,  mark-free  fields.  Combine  these  superb 
attributes  with  1825's  small  mintage  of  4,434  pieces,  and  you 
have  a  very  rare  coin  in  top  grade. 


SEMI  PROOFLIKE  1830  QUARTER  EAGLE 


3972  1830.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  62.  Reflective  fields  and  light  frosting 

on  the  devices  give  this  1830  an  attractive  two-tone  effect.  The  strike 
is  extremely  sharp,  as  well,  and  adds  to  the  appearance  of  freshness 
and  originality.  Here  is  a  magnificent  specimen  for  someone  who  is 
building  a  high  grade  type  set  or  date  set. 

After  Robert  Scot  (who  designed  the  1821-1827  Quarter  Eagles)  died,  the 
Mint  hired  William  Kneass  to  improve  the  existing  designs.  In  1829  they 
brought  out  Kneass’s  modified  head,  most  notable  in  the  smaller  stars  and 
letters,  and  a  more  professionally  ''finished"  look  to  Liberty  and  the  eagle. 


GLITTERING  BRILLIANT  UNCIRCULATED 
1830  QUARTER  EAGLE 


3973  1830.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  61.  Mint  lustre  shines  from  this  lovely, 

well  struck  Quarter  Eagle.  Liberty's  face  is  clean,  as  are  the  surfaces, 
while  everything  is  nicely  framed  by  sharp,  even  rims.  A  nominal  4,540 
pieces  were  made  this  year,  and  few  of  these,  indeed,  are  found  today 
in  Mint  State. 


SPLENDID  1830  QUARTER  EAGLE

3974  1830.  About  Uncirculated  55.  Splendid  in  every  respect:  razor- 

sharp  details  on  Liberty,  the  eagle,  and  the  stars  is  seldom 
equalled  on  an  early  piece  like  this.  Furthermore,  the  fields  are 
semi-prooflike,  so  they  shine  with  a  reflective  glow.  Against 
these,  the  lightly  frosted  devices  stand  out  nicely.  Mintage  for 
1830  was  a  low  4,540  pieces.  Not  many  of  those  that  remain 
come  up  to  this  coin's  state  of  preservation. 
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RARE  1831  MINT  STATE  QUARTER  EAGLE 


3975  1831.  Mint  State  60.  Prooflike.  A  glittering  Brilliant  Uncirculated 

example  of  this  rare,  Capped  Bust  Quarter  Eagle  type.  The  fields  are 
unusual  in  being  highly  reflective;  evidently  the  dies  had  been  polished 
before  coinage  began;  perhaps  this  is  one  of  the  first  coins  off  the 
dies.  There  is  one  noticeable  mark  on  the  reverse  shield,  but  otherwise 
the  surfaces  are  well  above-average  for  a  Mint  State  coin,  and  the 
strike  is  outstanding.  One  of  only  4,520  struck.

3978  1834.  No  Motto.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Frosty  and  attractive, 

with  warm  yellow-gold  color  and  a  very  nice  cheek  on  Liberty.  In  fact, 
the  surfaces  are  as  nice  as  her  cheek;  smooth,  lustrous,  and  spotless. 
The  strike  is  as  sharp  as  on  a  Proof.  As  of  July  1989,  PCGS  had  seen 
only  13  this  nice,  with  but  3  finer. 


HANDSOME  1831  QUARTER  EAGLE 


3976  1831.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  55.  Sharp  stars  and  full  hair 

detail  on  Liberty  give  this  coin  a  distinctive  look.  Adding  to  its  appeal 
are  a  clean  cheek,  smooth  surfaces,  and  abundant  mint  lustre. 
Mintage  for  1831  was  a  modest  4,520  pieces;  most  of  these  have 
been  lost  to  time,  and  only  a  small  fraction  remain. 


EXTREMELY  RARE  1833  QUARTER  EAGLE

3977  1833.  About  Uncirculated  50.  A  very  handsome  coin  having 

a  low  mintage  of  4,160  to  give  it  added  importance.  It  is  well 
struck  and  has  been  handled  with  tender  loving  care  over  the 
years,  as  seen  by  the  spotlessly  clean  fields  and  devices. 
Except  for  1834,  1833  is  the  rarest  date  of  this  type.  Only 
when  famous  collections,  like  the  Jascha  Heifetz  group,  come 
on  the  market  do  collectors  get  a  chance  to  buy  an  1833.  Here 
is  a  first  class  example  of  this  extremely  rare  coin. 


3979  1834.  No  Motto.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  62.  A  two-tone  effect  on 

this  bright  specimen;  semi-prooflike  fields  act  as  a  backdrop  to  the 
frosty  devices.  As  with  the  other  attractive  1834's  in  this  section,  the 
strike  is  razor-sharp. 


3980  1834.  No  Motto.  Mint  State  60.  A  splendid  Brilliant  Uncirculated 

example  of  Kneass's  second  modification  to  the  Quarter  Eagle 
(1834-1839).  Here  the  details  are  as  bold  as  can  be,  with  smooth, 
lustrous  fields  and  an  especially  frosty  portrait  of  Liberty.  We 
recommend  this  one  for  a  type  set. 


3981  1834.  No  Motto.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  Boldly  struck 

and  lustrous.  A  splendid  coin  for  the  budget  minded  collector  who 
wants  the  look  of  a  choice  Mint  State  piece,  but  does  not  have  a  rich 
aunt  to  borrow  from  to  buy  it. 


3982  1834.  No  Motto.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  53.  Premium 
Quality.  A  perfect  coin  for  the  grade  with  light  coppery  toning  about 
the  rims.  Most  of  the  original  lustre  remains  to  further  entice  the 
viewer.  A  perfect  type  coin  for  the  grade.

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3985  1835.  About  Uncirculated  50.  Very  lustrous  fields.

3989  1839-C.  Extremely  Fine  40.  A  very  scarce  Charlotte  Mint  issue.  Only

3990  1839-0.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  An  absolutely  gorgeous 

example  from  our  Southern  mint.  Abundant  mint  frostiness  covers 
what  are  nearly  perfect  fields  and  devices.  Only  the  lightest  contact 
marks  are  present  and  none  of  these  detracts  from  the  charm  and 
originality  of  this  trim  1839-0.  With  a  small  mintage  of  17,781  pieces, 
you  can  bet  your  bottom  dollar  there  are  very  few  Brilliant  Uncirculated 
pieces  known.  In  point  of  fact,  only  2  have  been  graded  Mint  State  63, 
with  none  higher.

3995  1841.  NGC  graded  Extremely  Fine  45.  Never  to  our  knowledge 

have  we  been  privileged  to  sell  two  1841  Quarter  Eagles  in  the 
same  sale.  Equally  unusual,  both  pieces  are  carbon  copies  of 
one  another  when  it  comes  to  strike,  color,  eye  appeal,  and 
state  of  preservation.  In  a  word,  this  coin  is  beautiful.  As 
mentioned  in  the  following  lot,  its  history  is  renowned 
throughout  American  numismatics.  Whenever  one  of  these 
becomes  available  we  never  fail  to  notice  great  anticipation  in 
our  bidders.  Perhaps  you,  too,  will  feel  the  electric  spark  of 
excitement  as  you  become  one  of  only  12  people  in  the  whole, 
wide  world  own  an  1841  "Little  Princess"  Quarter  Eagle. 

No  one  knows  where  this  coin's  nickname,  "Little  Princess,'' 
came  from.  It  appeared  from  out  of  the  blue  years  ago  and  has  stuck 
like  glue  Perhaps  "Little  Princess"  refers  to  the  coin's  combination 
of  rarity,  petite  size,  and  quiet  elegance.  Whatever  the  origin,  it 
bears  repeating:  we  are  overjoyed  beyond  measure  at  having  the 
honor  of  presenting  two  smart  specimens  for  your  bidding 
enjoyment. 


3992  1839-0.  Mint  State  60.  Struck  on  a  bright  yellow  gold  planchet,  every 

detail  is  bold  and  well  defined:  the  stars  are  complete,  Liberty's  hair 
tresses  curl  and  flow  as  they  are  supposed  to,  and  the  eagle's  feathers 
are  outstanding.  A  few  marks  are  evident,  but  this  is  typical  of  the 
grade  and  anyway  none  of  them  are  heavy.  Interestingly,  the  dies  were 
rotated  180°  from  normal.

3996  1841.  PCGS  graded  Proof  40.  Lightly  circulated,  but  only  just; 

the  stars  and  devices  are  needle-sharp  while  the  fields  are 
smooth,  clean,  and  defect-free.  A  classic  piece  and  one  of  two 
handsome  examples  of  this  famous  rarity  which  we  are  proud 
to  offer  for  your  bidding  pleasure. 

1841  is  a  prime  rarity  in  the  Quarter  Eagle  series.  According 
to  the  survey  done  by  David  Akers,  this  is  one  of  the  rarest 
from  the  standpoint  of  condition,  being  tied  with  other  such 
notables  as  1806/5  and  1854-S.  Only  the  1804  with  13  stars 
appeared  less  frequently  at  auction. 

Mintage  for  1841  is  unknown,  although  it  it  presumed  all 
were  struck  in  Proof  for  inclusion  in  specimen  sets  that  year; 
however,  certain  numismatists  feel  there  were  a  few  business 
strikes  made,  as  well. 

In  his  study  of  Quarter  Eagles  published  in  the  'Sixties, 
Walter  Breen  revealed  that  1841  was  unknown  to 
numismatists  until  Edgar  Adams  published  his  book  in  1909. 
Breen  has  since  been  able  to  enumerate  the  existence  of  12 
separate  pieces  in  the  Census  contained  in  his  Encyclopedia ; 
he  mentions  most  as  being  "VF  to  EF"  condition,  making  this 
one  a  top-end  coin.  When  you  view  it  we  feel  you  will  agree 
with  our  estimation:  it  is  an  outstanding  coin! 


3997  1841-C.  Extremely  Fine  45.  Unusually  bold  for  this  normally  weakly 
struck  issue.  Knife  rims  on  both  sides  with  plenty  of  mint  lustre.  One 
of  the  finest  specimens  we  have  handled  in  many  years.

The  1854-S  has  the  lowest  recorded  mintage  (only  246 
were  struck)  of  any  Quarter  Eagle  issued  as  a  business  strike. 
Only  about  a  dozen  examples  are  known  today,  and  all  of  these 
are  in  worn  grades.  To  give  you  a  feel  for  how  rare  this  coin  is 
in  Fine  condition,  the  renowned  Eliasberg  piece  was  only  Good 
to  Very  Good! 

An  exciting  coin  with  an  equally  exciting  history,  this 
1854-S,  with  its  mintage  of  246  and  its  status  as  one  of  the 
all-time  great  American  classics,  combine  to  make  this  one  of 
the  most  important  offerings  in  the  present  catalogue. 

The  San  Francisco  Mint  first  began  gold  coinage  in  1854. 
However,  due  to  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  parting  acids  to 
separate  gold  from  the  silver,  mintage  got  off  to  a  shaky  start. 
Then,  too,  the  demands  from  bullion  depositors  for  large 
denominations  caused  the  Mint  to  virtually  ignore  Quarter 
Eagles  and  Half  Eagles.  For  these,  and  possibly  other  reasons 
now  forgotten,  the  1854-S  Quarter  Eagle  is  a  standout  among 
American  rarities.  With  this  in  mind,  figure  your  bid  carefully; 
one  never  knows  whether  this  will  be  the  last  or  finest  piece 
on  the  market  until  the  turn  of  the  century.

This  is  the  exception:  needle-sharp  stars,  full  hair  on  Liberty 
(even  the  curl  down  her  neck  is  sharp),  and  not  a  hint  of  weakness  on 
the  eagle.  Lustre,  too,  is  something  rarely  found  on  an  1850's  gold 
coin.  In  this  case  the  lustre  is  smooth  and  satiny.  Finally,  the  surfaces 
have  a  minimum  of  marks.

4237  1854.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  An  absolutely  glittering  example 

of  this  curious  denomination.  Every  detail  in  Liberty's  hair  and  feather 
warbonnet  is  razor-sharp.  The  wreath,  too,  has  nary  a  weak  spot  to 
catch  the  eye;  it  is  as  sharply  defined  as  a  Proof.  And  the  lustre?  Well, 
let  us  point  out  that  if  you  are  searching  for  an  original,  vibrantly 
lustrous  1854  for  your  type  set,  your  search  has  ended. 

Three  Dollar  Gold  pieces  simply  do  not  fit  into  a  supposedly  decimal 
coinage  system.  Yet  American's  were  blessed  by  such  a  coin,  courtesy  of 
their  influential  Congressmen.  The  series  started  off  with  more  than  a 
whimper  but  less  than  a  bang  when  138,613  came  rolling  off  the  press  at 
Philadelphia  in  1854.  Thereafter  mintages  fell  year  by  year  with  only  a 
hiccough  or  two  in  1874  and  again  in  1878.  The  all-but-forgotten 
denomination  came  to  a  quiet  close  with  the  Coinage  Act  of  1890.  This  same 
Act  did  away  with  several  other  superfluous  denominations,  as  well. 


4238  1854.  NGC  graded  Mint  State  61.  Fully  struck  and  with  satiny  lustre. 

The  surfaces  are  smooth,  free  from  blemishes,  and  attractive. 
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4239  1854-0.  PCGS  graded  Extremely  Fine  40.  Premium  Quality.  Boldly 

struck  In  the  centers  although  some  of  the  legends  are  a  mite  weak. 
The  fields  are  nice,  with  only  minor  hairlines  on  the  reverse  worth 
noting.  This  is  the  only  New  Orleans  Mint  Three  Dollar  Gold  piece.  A 
total  of  24,000  were  minted,  and  a  great  many  of  those  have  since 
gone  into  melting  pots. 


4240  1854-0.  Extremely  Fine  40.  Both  Liberty's  portrait  and  the  reverse 

wreath  are  boldly  struck,  show  all  of  their  intricate  detail.  Weakness 
appears  in  the  legends,  however,  with  several  of  the  letters  indistinct. 
This  is  more  than  compensated  for  by  the  smooth,  clean  fields.  Fields 
this  nice  are  unusual  for  an  American  gold  coin  from  the  1850's.

LOW  MINTAGE  1855  S  THREE  DOLLAR  GOLD 


1855-S.  Extremely  Fine  45.  A  very  attractive  example  of  this  scarce 
date.  The  strike  is  excellent  and  the  surfaces  smooth  and  problem-free. 
San  Francisco  Mint  first  struck  Three  Dollar  Gold  pieces  this  year. 
However,  there  must  not  have  been  much  of  a  demand  for  them;  only 
6,600  were  made.  Of  the  few  we  have  seen  in  our  many  years  in  the 
auction  business,  most  have  problems  of  one  sort  or  another.  Because 
this  one  is  spotless,  we  recommend  it  as  an  excellent  representative 
of  this  curious  denomination. 

During  the  19th  Century  American  mints  coined  gold  "on  demand" 
What  this  means  is  that  when  a  banker  or  a  businessman  or  a  private 
individual  deposited  bullion  at  the  mint,  he  could  ask  for  whatever 
denominations  he  wanted  to.  Naturally  the  mints  kept  on  hand  a 
variety  to  choose  from.  Flowever,  if  they  were  out  of  stock,  the 
depositor  would  be  asked  to  wait  for  his  coins.  Three  Dollar  Gold 
pieces,  being  an  unusual  denomination,  evidently  had  little  call  from 
depositors.  Hence,  the  small  mintage  for  1855-S.

4242  1856.  Large  over  Small  DOLLARS.  Breen-6353.  NGC  graded 

Proof  64.  Cameo.  Premium  Quality.  A  diagnostic  feature  of  the 
few  known  Proof  1856  Three  Dollar  Gold  pieces  is  this  doubled 
denomination  feature.  Smaller  letters  were  used  exclusively  in 
1854,  larger  letters  thereafter.  Therefore,  it  can  be  assumed 
this  die  was  either  (1)  made  up  in  1854  but  before  the  date  logo 
was  punched,  or  (2)  was  prepared  in  1856  but  the  left-over 
small  DOLLARS  puncheon  accidently  used  and  then 
corrected.  The  present  example  is  absolutely  stunning, 
unusually  well  made  for  a  Proof  gold  coin  of  this  period.  Its 
highly  reflective  fields  show  a  bit  of  mint-made  roughness 
surrounding  Liberty's  head.  However,  this  is  minor.  Frosted 
devices  give  a  cameo  contrast  to  the  mirror  surfaces,  while  the 
surfaces  themselves  are  free  from  hairlines.  An  unknown  but 
extremely  small  number  of  Proofs  were  struck.  Breen  traces  5 
pieces,  but  one  of  these  is  impaired  and  another  has  not  been 
traced  since  1946.  This  specimen  may  be  the  finest  of  the 
survivors,  and  is  certainly  one  of  the  highlights  of  this  sale.

lovely  companion  coin  to  the  1856  and  every  bit  as  choice. 
This  piece,  too,  was  superbly  made  and  has  deeply  reflective 
fields  which  are  free  from  hairlines.  A  small,  mint-caused  lint 
mark  is  visible  on  Liberty's  chin,  and  another  above  the  3  on 
the  reverse.  However  these  are  completely  overshadowed  by 
the  first  thing  which  catches  the  observer's  eye:  the  strikingly 
beautiful  frosty  devices.  NGC's  terse  "CAM"  label  should  be 
amended  to  read:  MAGNIFICENT  CAMEO  APPEARANCE,  for  it 
is  that,  and  then  some!  As  with  the  1856,  it  is  not  precisely 
known  how  many  Proof  1857's  were  originally  struck.  Our 
guess  is  between  6  and  8  pieces  (one  of  which  is  impounded 
in  the  Smithsonian).  We  find  it  inconceivable  that  a  finer  piece 
of  this  date  exists  or  will  be  offered  in  years  to  come.  Take  heed 
of  this  when  you  consider  your  bid.

4244  1857-S.  About  Uncirculated  50.  Exceptionally  nice!  The  strike  is  as 

sharp  as  a  Philadelphia  Mint  issue,  and  the  surfaces  are  sharper  than 
90%  of  the  circulated  U.S.  gold  seen.  Lustre  abounds  and  marks  do 
not,  and,  while  the  date  was  lightly  impressed  into  the  die,  still,  each 
digit  is  clear.  Very  scarce  in  high  grades,  especially  so  in  About 
Uncirculated. 


4245  1857-S.  Extremely  Fine  40.  Nicely  struck  throughout  except  for  the 

date  which  is  a  bit  weak.  A  few  obverse  hairlines  are  also  noted. 


4246  1860.  Mint  State  63.  Premium  Quality.  A  bright,  frosty,  and  well 

struck  example  of  this  scarce  date.  The  surfaces  are  so  outstanding 
that  we  chose  to  give  it  our  Premium  Quality  designation.  Mintage  had 
already  declined  by  1860  from  what  it  was  in  the  mid-1850's.  Three 
Dollar  Gold  pieces  simply  did  not  fit  into  the  American  money  scheme 
and  there  was  little  call  for  them.  What  makes  1860  rarer  still  is  that 
the  year  after  it  was  struck  the  country  was  embroiled  in  Civil  War. 
Most  gold  coins  fled  overseas  never  to  return.  Hence,  they  are  rare 
even  in  circulated  grades,  and  very  rare  in  choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated. 
/4s  of  July  1989,  PCGS  had  graded  only  this  Mint  State  63  and  1 
higher!  Estimate  your  bidding  range  with  this  in  mind. 


4247  1860.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  58.  Over  90%  of  the  original 
lustre  gleams  from  pleasing  surfaces  on  this  well  struck  example. 
Mintage  for  the  year  was  a  limited  7,155  pieces,  few  of  which  remain 
as  nice  as  this. 

4248  1860.  About  Uncirculated  58.  Sharply  struck,  smooth  surfaced,  and 
attractive.  About  the  only  mark  of  note  is  a  small  hairline  above 
Liberty's  head.  A  nice  amount  of  mint  lustre  is  present.  Observe  also 
the  low  mintage:  7,155.  (The  majority  of  these  fled  into  hiding  with  the 
outbreak  of  war  the  next  year,  and  were  later  melted.) 

4249  1860.  Detail  of  Extremely  Fine  40  yet  obviously  mounted  in  jewelry  as 
its  surfaces  are  porous  and  the  reeded  edge  has  all  but  been  removed. 


4250  1860-S.  Extremely  Fine  45.  Exceptionally  nice  fields  and  bold  strike 

distinguish  this  fourth  San  Francisco  Mint  Three  Dollar  Gold  Piece. 
According  to  Mint  records,  7,000  were  coined.  Later,  however,  2,592 
were  melted  (no  reason  given).  How  many  sharp  ones  survive? 
Probably  no  more  than  a  handful.  In  our  landmark  Kramer  Sale  of 
November  1988,  which  had  a  complete  run  of  Threes,  the  1860-S 
offered  there  didn't  hold  a  candle  compared  to  this  delightful  coin.

and  with  outstanding  two-tone  effect  from  the  contrast  made 
by  its  frosted  devices  against  the  deep  mirror  background. 
PCGS  has  graded  only  2  1861  Proofs,  this  one  and  another  in 
lower  grade.  You  might  think  that  with  an  original  mintage  of 
113  pieces,  more  would  have  come  their  way  for  grading. 
Apparently  either  many  have  since  disappeared,  or  of  those 
which  survive,  they  are  impaired  in  some  way  and  do  not 
deserve  encapsulation.

The  shimmering  surfaces  are  unhairlined  and  reflect  a  vivid 
golden  hue.  A  total  of  35  Proofs  were  struck  of  which  15  or  so 
are  believed  to  still  exist.  Of  these  15,  this  is  the  only  piece  yet 
graded  by  NGC,  while  PCGS  has  had  4  lesser  grade  pieces.

The  cameo  effect  is  present  in  spades, 
while  the  fields  have  that  endearing  orange  peel  texture 
characteristic  of  well  made  U.S.  gold  Proofs.  Proof  mintage 
came  in  at  an  even  50  pieces  in  1864.  This  is  the  only  piece 
graded  by  NGC  as  of  June  1989.  In  olden  days,  say,  way  back 
in  1979-80,  no  one  would  have  blinked  an  eye  if  you  had 
labelled  this  “Spectacular  Superb  Cameo  Gem"  etc.,  etc.  After 
all,  the  coin  is  fantastic.  Notwithstanding,  by  applying  today's 
conservative  grading— and  their  brutal  halogen  illumination  — 
the  most  NGC  could  see  fit  to  call  this  was  an  unadjectival 
“Pr64  Cam."

This  is  most  probably  the  Finest  Known  specimen.  The  coin  is 
extremely  well  struck  with  very  sharp  centers  and  partial  knife 
rims.  A  mix  of  satin  and  somewhat  proof  like  lustre  is  enhanced 
by  magnificent  orange  gold  toning  which  deepens  to  a  pale 
coppery  shade  in  areas.  The  surfaces  are  remarkably  clean, 
with  a  virtual  absence  of  marks.  1865  is  an  extremely  rare  date 
in  any  grade,  having  an  original  mintage  of  just  1,140  business 
strikes.  We  believe  that  only  75  pieces  or  so  are  known  in  all 
grades.  Most  of  these  are  in  Very  Fine  to  Extremely  Fine  range.

Press  agents  were  rolling  with  laughter  over  Mr.  Grant's 
botched  administration;  scandal  mongers  had  a  field  day  as  one 
revelation  after  another  rocked  the  country.  Why  were  so  few  Proof 
1876's  minted?  After  all.  this  was  our  Centennial  year,  replete  with 
fireworks  and  festivities.  Perhaps  the  worldwide  business 
depression  had  something  to  do  with  it.  Businessmen  were  pulling 
in  their  horns;  trade  had  slowed;  there  was  little  call  for  such  an 
offbeat  denomination  from  bankers;  and  collectors  were  pinching 
pennies,  not  willing  to  fritter  their  money  away  on  such  luxuries  as 
Proof  Three  Dollar  Gold  pieces.  Whatever  the  causes,  only  a  few  of 
these  historic  relics  are  around  to  remind  us  of  that  troubled,  long- 
ago  era.

all  began  life  as  Proofs.  However,  this  is  the  only  specimen  ever  graded  by  either  service,  and  may  well  be  the  Finest  Known. 
Moreover,  added  to  the  terrific  quality  of  the  coin  is  its  storied  background:  This  is  the  famed  Garrett  specimen,  auctioned  by  Bowers 
and  Ruddy  Galleries  in  1979.  Lend  an  ear  to  what  Dave  Bowers  had  to  say  about  this  historic  coin: 

“A  magnificent  Choice  Brilliant  Proof  example  of  this  major  rarity.  There  is  some  evidence  of  light  striking  at  the  center  obverse, 
which  is  characteristic  of  most  of  the  known  specimens.  The  last  two  digits  in  the  date  show  evidence  of  two  undertype  figures, 
leading  some  knowledgeable  people  to  conjecture  that  the  die  may  have  originally  been  dated  1879. 

"The  flowing  hair  design  by  Charles  E.  Barber  is  believed  to  have  been  inspired  by  his  father’s  Imint  engraver  William  Barber] 
proposed  1878  motif  for  the  half  eagle  (Judd-1574).  The  number  of  1880  flowing  hair  Stellas  was  reported  to  be  15  by  Mint 
authorities,  but  our  estimate  of  the  actual  production  is  more  on  the  order  of  30  to  40  examples.  David  Akers'  report  on  auction 
appearances  for  the  1880  flowing  hair  Stella  makes  it  1  2  to  15  times  rarer  than  its  1879  flowing  hair  counterpart.  This  is  an 
opportunity  to  acquire  a  stunning  example  of  one  of  America's  most  highly  prized  issues;  an  opportunity  which  one  cannot  be  sure 
of  encountering  again  in  the  near  future.''

Sharply  struck  with 
excellent  detail  noted  on  Liberty's  hair  and  the  eagle's  breast 
feathers.

This,  our  earliest  gold  coin,  was  struck  during  President 
Washington's  administration.  Washington  was  one  of  the 
Mint's  cheerleaders,  as  it  were,  seeing  it  through  its  earliest 
days  when  Congress  wasn't  too  keen  on  having  so  costly  an 
institution  funded  by  taxpayers.

finest  early  gold  pieces  in  this  sale.  As  a  type,  Capped  Bust  Half  Eagles  are  regularly  available  in  Brilliant  Uncirculated  grade;  we  have 
several  smart  ones  in  this  sale  in  fact;  perhaps  100  to  200  exist  totally.  However  when  it  comes  to  a  coin  like  this,  we  think  it  deserves 
a  little  extra  effort  to  describe. 

To  begin,  it  is  more  fully  struck  than  99%  of  those  you  will  ever  see,  with  each  star  on  the  obverse  sharp  as  needle-points.  Liberty's 
hair  tresses  are  complete,  and  flow  down  her  neck  in  golden  splendor.  As  to  the  eagle?  Well,  to  put  it  mildly,  the  eagle  is  the  epitome 
of  perfection.  We  cannot  imagine  a  better  strike  even  if  a  mythical  Proof  1802  came  along. 

Turning  to  the  lustre  and  surfaces,  you  will  see,  when  you  examine  the  coin,  a  rich  blend  of  frost  and  reflectivity  in  the  fields. 
Contrasting  this  is  super  abundant  frost  on  Liberty's  portrait.  What  this  combination  yields  is  a  rarely  seen  two-tone  effect.  Naturally 
the  fields  and  devices  are  immaculate,  for  we  would  not  have  given  the  coin  so  high  a  grade  otherwise.  Adding  to  its  elegant  appearance 
are  full  rims,  equally  balanced  on  both  sides  and  nicely  framing  the  legends  and  devices. 

This  1802  is  as  original  as  they  come.  You  cannot  go  wrong  bidding  for  (and  hopefully  buying)  such  a  classic  American  gold  piece. 
If  supreme  condition  and  aesthetic  beauty  are  what  you  demand,  you  have  before  you  a  coin  which  captures  the  essence  of  these. 
Figure  your  bids  accordingly  and  prepare  yourself  for  some  spirited  competition. 

What  happened  to  all  of  the  early  Half  Eagles?  Why  were  their  mintages  so  large,  yet  today  relatively  few  survive?  Hear  Neil 
Carrothers  describe  one  of  the  problems  plaguing  our  Mint  in  its  early  days:  "General  economic  forces  were  also  unfavorable  to  coinage 
progress.  The  ratio  of  15  to  1,  very  close  to  the  world's  market  ratio  when  Hamilton  selected  it  [1792],  was  out  of  line  before  the  end 
of  the  century.  By  1799  the  ratio  in  Hamburg  and  London  was  15%  to  1.  At  this  rate  it  did  not  pay  to  take  gold  bullion  to  the  mint. 
Gold  was  not  imported  when  the  balance  of  trade  brought  metal  to  the  United  States.  The  coinage  of  silver  exceeded  gold  coinage 
each  year  save  one  in  the  period  from  1805  to  1834.  Gold  coinage  did  not  cease,  however,  small  supplies  of  bullion  coming  from 
Mexico,  the  West  Indies,  and  in  later  years  from  Georgia  and  North  Carolina.  Market  reactions  to  metal  values  were  not  sensitive  in 
that  day,  and  the  coinage  of  gold  continued  in  the  face  of  an  adverse  ratio.  But  United  States  gold  was  not  a  general  medium  of 
circulation  after  1800,  and  after  1825,  when  a  dollar  in  gold  had  reached  a  value  of  $1.02  in  silver,  it  ceased  to  circulate  entirely." 

By  the  1830's,  most  Quarter  Eagles,  Half  Eagles,  and  Eagles  found  their  way  overseas  to  pay  for  imports.  There  they  were  almost 
entirely  melted  and  recoined  into  local  gold  coin.

4356  1812.  PCGS  graded  Extremely  Fine  40.  Smooth  surfaces  and  even 

wear  on  this  example.  The  eagle  has  a  few  flat  areas,  but  overall  the 
strike  is  above-average.  Mintage  was  58,087  in  1812,  the  year  we 
declared  war  on  Great  Britain  for  the  second  time.

4359  1813.  About  Uncirculated  58.  Satiny  mint  lustre  on  this  handsome 

specimen,  with  an  extraordinarily  bold  strike.  In  fact,  the  strike  is  so 
bold  that  had  the  Mint  been  making  Proofs  this  far  back,  one  might 
almost  mistake  this  for  one  of  those  (at  least  so  far  as  strike  quality 
is  concerned).  But  this  is  not  a  Proof,  only  a  far  above-average 
business  strike.  If,  perchance,  you  need  an  1813  for  your  type  set  to 
represent  this  newly  styled  head  design,  might  we  suggest  you 
examine  this  lot  closely?  We  are  sure  you  will  be  tickled  pink  with  it.

4360  1813.  About  Uncirculated  55.  Vibrant  yellow  gold  surfaces  with 

pleasing  lustre.  Just  a  touch  of  cabinet  friction  separates  this  coin 
from  a  full  Mint  State  grade.  Struck  from  dies  apparently  made  by 
John  Reich  as  his  signature,  that  of  a  notch  on  the  outer  point  of  the 
last  star,  is  visible  on  this  coin.  This  coin  is  enhanced  by  a  very  sharp 
strike  on  Liberty's  curls  giving  it  an  almost  medallic  appearance.  The 
only  weak  area  on  the  coin  is  on  the  rim  above  the  eagle  on  the 
reverse.  No  adjustment  marks  or  other  detractions  mar  this 
magnificent  specimen.  A  great  type  coin  for  the  astute  numismatist. 


4357  1812.  Very  Fine  20.  Medium  gold  toning  with  and  perhaps  cleaned 

long  ago.  Now  the  fields  have  a  somber  gray  look  especially  on  the 
reverse.  An  historic  period  in  American  history  when  we  were  at  war 
with  the  British  for  the  second  time  in  as  many  generations.  Difficult 
to  find  with  such  pleasing  surfaces. 


RARE  1813  HALF  EAGLE 


l<  4358  181.3.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  60.  Premium  Quality.  A  few  tiny 

adjustment  marks  must  have  decided  the  grade  on  this  piece,  for  it  is 
several  lengths  ahead  of  what  one  usually  encounters  for  the  grade. 
Because  the  surfaces  are  so  smooth  and  attractive,  we  added  our 
Premium  Quality  modifier.  We  think  you  will  agree  with  our  appraisal. 

The  Mint  altered  its  design  somewhat  in  1813,  making  Liberty's 
head  much  larger  than  before,  but  otherwise  kept  the  same  look  to  her 
cap  and  curling  hair  tresses.  It  left  the  reverse  as  before. 


4361  1813.  PCGS  graded  Extremely  Fine  40.  Small  scratch  from  Liberty's 

mouth  into  the  field;  another  from  the  eagle's  mouth  into  the  field. 
Other  than  these,  there  are  no  blemishes,  and  the  strike  is  sharp.

4362  1818.  STATESOF  one  word.  About  Uncirculated  50.  A  very  rare 

coin  in  any  grade,  this  1818  is  particularly  so  this  nice.  Every  detail  is 
sharp,  including  all  of  the  stars  (some  of  which  often  come  weak). 
Abundant  mint  lustre  remains.  Heavy  denticles  give  a  nice  frame 
around  the  coin,  as  well.  The  surfaces  are  smooth  and  attractive,  with 
the  only  blemish  being  a  light  scuff  on  Liberty's  chin.  All  in  all  this  is 
a  top  notch  example  of  one  of  these  rare  Half  Eagles  from  the  'teens. 

After  the  Napoleonic  Wars  in  Europe,  and  our  own  War  of  1812  with 
Britain,  finances  throughout  the  world  were  in  confusion.  Rolling 
depressions  swept  around  the  globe,  reaching  the  U.S.  the  year  after 
this  coin  was  made.  A  numismatic  historian  is  faced  with  the 
knowledge  of  just  how  rare  such  a  coin  is.  The  vast  majority  of  1818 
Half  Eagles  were  melted;  perhaps  3%  to  5%  are  all  that  remain  in 
collectors'  hands. 


VERY  RARE  1818  HALF  EAGLE 


4363  1818.  Extremely  Fine  45.  Most  of  the  stars  are  bold  and  Liberty's  hair 

is  sharp.  Mint  lustre  is  visible  in  the  protected  areas.  The  fields  are  free 
from  heavy  circulation  marks,  and  the  rims  are  perfect.  Mint  records 
say  that  48,588  of  these  were  struck;  50  years  of  auction  records  say 
that  barely  a  fistful  survive. 

When  America's  second  war  with  Great  Britain  came  to  an  end  in 
1814,  trade  resumed  in  earnest  (as  if  there  had  never  been  any 
animosity  between  the  two  foes).  Because  Congress  was  loath  to 
fiddle  with  our  coinage  laws,  gold  continued  to  be  overpriced  relative 
to  silver.  To  add  to  the  shock  of  readjustment  after  the  war,  private 
individuals  and  banks  were  flooding  the  country  with  reams  of  often- 
worthless  paper  money.  Prices  advanced  dramatically  between  1814 
and  1819.  By  1818,  when  this  Half  Eagle  was  struck,  nearly  the  entire 
product  of  the  Mint's  output  went  directly  to  Britain  and  Europe. 
Mostly  this  was  in  payment  for  imports.  Once  in  foreign  hands  our 
gold  coins  were  melted,  to  be  recoined  into  local  money.  So  whenever 
you  read  about  low  survival  rates  of  early  U.S.  gold,  this  is  the  reason 
why.

4364  1823.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  61.  Bright  with  much  of  the 

original  lustre  remaining  in  the  fields.  This  coin  has  been 
cleaned  decades  ago,  and  now  has  fine  hairlines  visible  in  the 
fields.  However,  these  distractions  should  fade  with  time  as 
the  coin  acquires  coppery  toning,  which  it  has  done  more  so 
on  the  reverse  than  the  obverse.  These  early  Half  Eagles  have 
long  been  the  premier  coins  of  United  States  Numismatists. 
The  reason  for  their  rarity  is  that  mass  meltings  occurred 
during  the  period  from  the  fluctuating  price  of  gold.  Only  a 
handful  are  known  in  Mint  State  from  this  year,  for  example 
PCGS  has  only  graded  one  other  coin  in  Mint  State,  that  being 
a  Mint  State  63.  Lovely  original  color  throughout  and  well 
struck.  A  magnificent  coin  for  the  type  or  date  collector. 

Like  many  coins  from  this  period,  the  T  punch  shows  a 
strange  break  on  the  lower  left  side.  This  punch  was  used  on 
several  denominations  of  coins  over  a  twenty  year  span  by 
mint  engravers. 


RARE  1824  HALF  EAGLE 


4365  1824.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  55.  Choice  and 

original  with  much  lustre  still  remaining.  Sharply  struck  and 
very  attractive.  A  light  orange  tone  overlays  the  clean,  blemish- 
free  surfaces. 

The  1824  Half  Eagle  is  one  of  the  rarer  issues;  experts 
believe  that  approximately  20  are  known.  Although  17,340 
examples  were  reported  to  have  been  struck,  nearly  all  were 
exported  or  melted.  Like  other  issues  of  the  1820's,  the  1824 
has  been  a  recognized  rarity  for  decades.  The  piece  offered 
here  is  quite  pleasing  and  should  garner  much  interest.

The 
surfaces  are  prooflike  and  show  evidence  of  having  been 
struck  from  cracked  dies.  Minor  softness  at  centers,  but  90% 
of  the  coin  is  razor-sharp.  Only  nine  auction  records  in  Mint 
State  during  the  past  16  years.

4367  1834.  With  Motto.  Crosslet  4  in  Date.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State 

60.  Bright  yellow  gold  color.  The  fields  are  semi-prooflike  and 
offer  a  nice  contrast  to  the  lightly  frosted  devices.  Meanwhile, 
the  strike  is  razor-sharp.  Crosslet  4’s  are  extremely  rare  as  a 
variety;  perhaps  15  to  25  examples  exist.  (PCGS  has  graded 
only  2  Mint  State  60's,  with  none  higher.)  Another  rare  prize 
for  the  Half  Eagle  collector.  This  is  the  last  issue  of  the  old- 
style  design. 

Because  of  the  continued  export  of  American  gold  coins. 
Congress  finally  reacted.  In  their  coinage  Act  of  June  28, 
1834,  they  lowered  the  gold  content  of  Half  Eagles  just  enough 
to  where  they  no  longer  were  profitable  to  melt.  Breen 
estimates  that  over  99%  of  the  original  pre-1834  mintage 
/ which  includes  this  With  Motto  1834,  but  not  the  No  Motto 
pieces  to  follow]  was  melted,  1834-43.  Much  of  it  was  turned 
into  Classic  Head  Half  Eagles. 


1834.  Crosslet  4.  Mint  State  60  +  .  Boldly  struck  and  now  displaying 
warm  orange-gold  toning.  The  surfaces  are  smooth.  A  handsome 
specimen.

1834.  No  Motto.  Plain  4.  Brilliant  Proof  60.  Extremely  Bare  as 
a  Proof.  This  one  displays  a  resounding  two-tone  contrast 
between  its  highly  frosted  devices  and  deep  mirror  field.  When 
examined  under  a  lens,  it  appears  the  obverse  may  have  been 
light  polished,  but  this  was  expertly  done. 

Walter  Breen  reports  4  specimens,  one  of  which  is  impaired. 
One  of  the  others  appeared  as  part  of  the  King  of  Siam  1834 
Proof  set  made  up  on  special  order;  this  famous  set  also 
contains  the  1804  Silver  Dollar  and  the  1804  Plain  4  Eagle. 
Hence,  this  piece  is  in  excellent  company  and  should  command 
a  high  premium. 


4370  1834.  Plain  4.  Mint  State  60.  Prooflike.  A  lovely  example  of  this  short¬ 
lived  type;  perhaps  the  face  is  a  bit  shiny,  but  the  fields  are  quite  free 
from  blemishes.  In  terms  of  strike,  this  one  is  head  and  shoulders 
above  most  we  have  seen.

coinl  Not  only  is  the  strike  outstanding,  but  the  fields  are 
immaculate.  Both  of  these  attributes  are  almost  unheard  of  for 
a  Kneass'  Half  Eagle.  That  they  occur  on  an  1838-C  can  only 
be  described  as  an  event.  Moreover,  Liberty's  cheek  is  frosty 
and  beautiful.  A  quote  from  David  Aker's  exhaustive  research 
study  of  Half  Eagles  may  give  bidders  some  idea  of  how 
significant  this  coin  is: 

"The  1838-C  is  the  second  rarest  issue  of  this  type  and  it 
is  exceedingly  difficult  to  locate  even  in  strictly  EF  condition. 
As  the  auction  data  shows,  out  of  only  73  appearances  in  337 
catalogues  surveyed,  58  were  of  specimens  that  graded  VF  or 
lower.  I  have  only  seen  one  uncirculated  specimen,  the  coin  in 
Stack's  4/78  sale  that  realized  $10,500  [this  coin],  and  I  have 
seen  only  one  other  that  even  graded  AU-50."

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4379  1838-C.  Extremely  Fine  40.  Well  struck  for  the  issue  with  bold 

rims  which  helped  to  protect  the  soft  gold  surfaces.  Struck 
early  before  the  dies  cracked  on  the  reverse.  David  Akers  notes 
that  this  is  a  very  difficult  coin  to  find  in  this  grade  as  most 
specialists  can  attest.  There  is  a  very  minor  tar  mark  above  the 
eagle's  head.  A  rare  coin  in  any  grade  and  exceptionally  rare  in 
this  high  grade.  Worthy  of  the  finest  collection.

A 
popular  type  coin  from  the  Charlotte  Mint  because  of  its  obverse 
mintmark.  Although  this  coin  can  be  found  in  higher  grade,  rarely 
could  any  specimen  compete  with  this  specimens  clean  fields  and 
devices.  Popular  as  the  first  year  of  issue  of  the  new  Gobrecht  design. 


4381  1840.  Extremely  Fine  45.  A  very  pleasing  Half  Eagle. 


4382  1840-D.  "Narrow  mill."  Extremely  Fine  40.  Well  struck  and  very 
attractive.

The  reverse 
has  some  weakness  at  the  eagle's  claws  but  this  is  typical  on  the  few 
specimens  seen.  David  Akers,  in  his  book  notes  that  this  date  is  rarely 
encountered  above  Very  Fine.

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4390  1843-0.  Large  Date,  Small  Letters.  About  Uncirculated  50.  Pleasing 

appearance,  with  abundant  lustre  beneath  light  toning.  Much  rarer 
than  the  Large  Letters  variety  this  year. 


4391  1844.  Mint  State  64.  An  outstanding  No  Motto  Half  Eagle!  1844  is 

seldom  found  as  fully  struck  and  lustrous  as  this  one.  In  fact,  just 
about  any  early  Liberty  Head  is  scarce  in  Mint  State.  Liberty's  face  is 
clean  and  frosty,  the  stars  are  full,  and  the  eagle's  feathers  sharp. 
Expect  spirited  competition  on  this  one. 


4395  1846-D.  Boldly  Recut  D  Mintmark.  Extremely  Fine  45.  The  mintmark 
was  first  punched  far  too  high,  (in  fact,  it  is  partially  buried  in  the 
device)  and  corrected.  A  moderate  number  of  circulation  marks  do  not 
keep  this  coin  from  being  at  the  top  end  of  those  known.  Tinges  of 
lustre  are  visible  in  the  protected  areas.  Rare  with  this  blunder 
mintmark  reverse.

4393  1844-D.  Extremely  Fine  45.  Well  struck  and  attractive,  having  full 

feathers  on  the  eagle.  The  fields  are  above-average  in  showing  only 
moderate  circulation  marks. 


4394  1846-C.  Extremely  Fine  45.  A  nicely  struck,  well  preserved  example. 

Lustre  peeks  through  from  the  protected  areas,  showing  that  this  is 
one  of  the  finer  pieces  around.  Original  mintage  was  a  low  12,995.

4420  1856.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  55.

1849-C.  PCGS  graded  Very  Fine  20.  Even  wear  and  pleasing  surfaces. 

1849-D.  Extremely  Fine  45.  Well  struck  and  with  a  below-average 
number  of  circulation  marks.  Scarce  this  nice. 

1852-D.  About  Uncirculated  50.  This  coin  has  a  nice,  orange-gold  tone 
to  it.  The  dentils  are  weak,  but  the  centers  are  sharp;  lustre  remains 
in  the  protected  areas. 

1853.  Extremely  Fine  40. 


1853-C.  About  Uncirculated  55.  Very  rare  this  nice.  The  fields  are 
somewhat  reflective;  against  this  the  lightly  frosted  devices  give  a 
pleasing  contrast.  A  minor  planchet  flaw  is  noted  on  the  obverse,  and 
there  are  typical  handling  marks  on  both  sides.  Nevertheless,  1853-C 
is  unusual  in  this  high  grade. 

1853-C.  NGC  graded  About  Uncirculated  50.  A  splendid  coin  which 
is  struck  on  a  bright  yellow  planchet.

1853-D.  Extremely  Fine  45.  A  handsome  specimen.  Well  above- 
average  for  a  Dahlonega  Mint  coin. 

1853- D.  PCGS  graded  Very  Fine  20.  Well  struck,  well  preserved,  and 
quite  pleasing. 

1854- 0.  Very  Fine  25. 

1855.  Extremely  Fine  45.  Very  sharply  struck  and  lustrous. 


1855-C.  About  Uncirculated  50.  An  outstanding  coin  sporting 
smooth,  clean  surfaces  and  a  very  nice  strike.  In  terms  of  originality, 
this  one  comes  in  ahead  of  the  pack.  May  we  direct  your  attention  to 
it? 


1855-D.  Extremely  Fine  40.  A  bit  weak  at  the  centers,  otherwise  this 
one  is  clean  and  attractive.  Struck  on  a  yellow-gold  planchet. 


4421  1856-C.  Extremely  Fine  40.  Boldly  struck  throughout.  A  few  minor 

handling  marks  but  far  above-average  for  the  date. 


1856-D.  Mint  State  60.  Surfaces  dulled  from  salt  water  emersion.  The 

strike  and  surfaces  are  absolutely  outstanding  on  this  scarce  date 
Dahlonega  gold  piece.  Because  the  coin  was  evidently  recovered  from 
a  shipwreck,  it  has  acquired  a  matte-like  texture  from  the  salt  water. 
No  doubt  this  coin  went  directly  from  Mint  to  Bank  to  Ship  to  Davy 
Jone's  Locker,  because  it  retains  its  fields  intact  and  unbroken  by  bag 
marks  or  blemishes.  A  beauty!

4423  1856-S.  Large  "S"  Variety.  About  Uncirculated  55.  Outstanding!  The 

strike  is  perfect,  the  surfaces  fantastic.  A  Red  Book  mintage  of 
105,100  belies  the  true  rarity  of  this  coin  in  such  an  immaculate  state 
of  preservation.  Expect  to  pay  a  premium  for  this  quality.  You  will  be 
glad  you  did. 


4424  1856-S.  Extremely  Fine  40.  Medium  S  variety.  Well  struck  and  with 

some  lustre  in  the  feathers.  Moderate  bagmarks.

4425  1857.  Mint  State  60.  A  razor-sharp  example  of  the  No  Motto  type. 

Very  few  Mint  State  pieces  of  any  date  are  known  for  the  simple 
reason  that  these  were  made  to  lubricate  the  streams  of  commerce 
and  they  did  just  that.  Here  is  a  coin  which  failed  in  its  mission.  .  .to 
today's  collectors'  good  fortune!  If  you  have  been  searching  for  a  top 
notch  Half  Eagle  of  this  type  for  your  set,  may  we  direct  your  attention 
to  this  lot? 


4426  1857-C.  Extremely  Fine  45.  Very  scarce  in  any  grade,  1857-C  is 

especially  so  in  Extremely  Fine.  While  this  one  has  an  average  number 
of  handling  marks,  it  is  still  quite  acceptable.  Moreover,  consider  that 
only  31,360  were  originally  minted. 


4430  1857-S.  Small  S.  Extremely  Fine  45.  Another  scarce,  high  grade 
example,  this  the  small  mintmark  variety.  Dark  toning  in  the  protected 
areas  adds  a  distinct  touch  to  the  overall  originality  of  this  attractive 
coin. 

Breen,  in  his  500-pound  Encyclopedia  breaks  the  mintage  down  for 
1857-S  as  follows:  Large  S  47,000;  Small S  40,000.  Hence,  both  were 
issued  in  very  limited  quantities  when  compared  with  Philadelphia's 
much  larger  totals,  for  instance. 

4431  1857-S.  Large  "S"  Variety.  Extremely  Fine  40.  Tiny  edge  nicks  on 
obverse  rim.  Otherwise  nicely  toned  and  original. 


4432  1858.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  60.  Very  rare  in  Mint  State,  only  15,136 

specimens  were  minted  and  the  vast  majority  went  into  circulation. 
How  this  one  escaped  is  anyone's  guess.  It  is  sharp  and  lustrous,  and 
is  very  attractive. 


4427  1857-C.  Extremely  Rne  40.  Medium  yellow  gold  with  a  few  contact 

marks  but  very  similar  in  appearance  to  the  1856-C  just  offered.  Well 
struck  on  all  but  the  central  curl  on  Liberty's  neck.  A  wonderfully 
original  coin  that  has  not  been  damaged  by  cleaning  or  other 
mishandling. 


4433  1858-C.  Extremely  Rne  45.  A  very  pleasing  example  having  lustre  in 

the  protected  areas.  Circulation  marks  are  typical,  but  none  are  heavy. 
Only  15,362  pieces  were  struck.  As  the  countdown  towards 
America's  Civil  War  ticked  on,  mintages  at  Charlotte  and  Dahlonega 
seemed  to  drop  down  as  if  in  anticipation  of  the  shocking  events  to 
come. 


4434  1858-D.  Extremely  Fine  40.  Well  struck  for  the  date  with  only  a  touch 

of  weakness  on  the  central  hair  and  arrow  feathers.  A  glass  reveals 
some  minor  pin  scratches  but  these  are  well  hidden  by  the  original 
color.  There  is  also  a  minor  reeding  mark  in  the  field  before  the 
forehead.  In  spite  of  its  minor  problems,  still  above-average  for  the 
date. 


4428  1857-S.  Large  S.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  55.  Every  detail 
stands  out  prominently  on  this  well  struck,  lustrous  coin.  The  fields 
are  lustrous  and  have  only  minimal  bagmarks.  As  with  many  early  San 
Francisco  Mint  Half  Eagles,  1857-S  is  prohibitively  rare  above 
Extremely  Fine  grade.  When  you  get  near  the  stratosphere,  as  with 
this  splendid  specimen,  perhaps  only  one  or  two  others  can  hold  a 
candle  to  it. 

4429  1857-S.  Small  S.  Extremely  Fine  45+.  Well  struck  and  with  lustre  in 
the  protected  areas. 


4435  1858-S.  Small  S.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  55.  Another  rare 

date  Half  Eagle  from  this  splendid  run  of  San  Francisco  Mint  pieces. 
Lustre  shines  from  around  the  stars,  letters  and  devices,  while  the 
surfaces  show  only  the  smallest  of  contact  marks.  Liberty’s  face  is 
especially  clean  for  one  of  these.  Mintage  fell  off  in  1858  to  18,600 
pieces.  As  with  the  others,  1858-S  is  rare  above  EF  and  possibly 
unobtainable  in  Uncirculated.  This  one  is  barely  a  stone's  throw  from 
that  exhalted  BU  phantom. 
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4436  1859.  About  Uncirculated  58.  Over  90%  of  the  lustre  remains. 

Moreover,  the  strike  is  excellent  and  the  fields  are  smooth,  clean,  and 
free  from  blemishes. 


4437  1859-D.  Extremely  Fine  40.  However  there  are  some  scratches 

between  the  eagle's  neck  and  left  wing.  Were  it  not  for  these 
scratches,  this  coin  would  be  quite  pleasing.  Struck  during  a  period  of 
immense  tensions  between  the  North  and  South  just  prior  to  the 
beginning  of  the  Civil  War.  Most  specimens  of  this  date  were  hoarded 
as  people  saw  the  oncoming  war  which  accounts  for  the  large  number 
of  high  grade  pieces. 


4441  1860-S.  Extremely  Fine  45.  Much  original  lustre  shines  from  the 

protected  areas  on  this  razor-sharp  example.  Each  star  is  complete,  as 
are  all  of  the  eagle's  feathers  (most  unusual).  Moreover,  the  fields  are 
nicer  than  90%  of  the  circulated  Half  Eagles  we  see,  being  free  from 
knocks  and  bruises  which  gold  coins  are  so  prone  to  get. 

For  decades,  one  could  spot  numismatic  researcher  Waiter  Breen 
ambling  around  the  bourse  floor  of  coin  shows  across  the  country. 
With  sandaled  feet  and  knapsack  thrown  over  one  shoulder  he  would 
stop  at  each  table  and  peer  into  each  coin  case.  Once  in  awhile  he 
would  ask  to  see  a  coin.  Occasionally  his  eyes  would  light  up;  he 
would  then  reach  for  his  three-ring  binder  hidden  away  in  the  bag. 
Silently  he  would  jot  down  whatever  it  was  that  had  caught  his  eye. 
In  1988,  out  came  his  monumental  Encyclopedia.  And  therein  were  all 
those  jottings;  facts  and  figures,  numismatic  trivia  and  arcane  details, 
funny  stories  and  skeletons  in  the  closet ;  all  were  there  for  the  casual 
reader  to  discover.  What,  may  you  ask,  does  this  have  to  do  with  the 
handsome  1860-S  Half  Eagle  listed  here?  Only  that  Breen  had  this  to 
say  about  the  coin:  ", Rare .  4  obvs.  shipped  Nov.  2,  1859;  leftover  revs, 
from  1857.  Only  one  var.  seen.  Ex  rare  EF,  unobtainable  above." 
Unobtainable  above. 


4438  1859-S.  About  Uncirculated  50.  Well  struck  throughout  except  for  the 

reverse,  center.  Surfaces  are  beautifully  free  from  marks,  with  only  a 
few  hairlines  worth  mentioning.  Each  star  is  stellar.  Liberty's  cheek  is 
clean,  blemish-free.  And,  continuing  the  trend  from  1858,  mintage 
went  down  another  peg  to  13,200  this  year.  "Prohibitively  rare  above 
VF”  says  Breen.  Long  time  collectors  of  these  are  in  full  agreement 
with  him. 


4439  1860-C.  Extremely  Fine  45.  Rich  yellow  gold  toning  throughout  with 

the  usual  weak  strike  at  the  centers  of  the  obverse  and  moreso  on  the 
reverse.  David  Akers  notes  that  this  weakness  is  from  using  the  same 
worn  reverse  die  used  to  produce  the  1859-C  Half  Eagle.  An  above- 
average  specimen  for  the  year  and  a  difficult  date  to  obtain  in  any 
grade. 


4440  1860-D.  Extremely  Fine  45.  A  very  beautiful  example  of  this  rare  date. 

The  strike  is  outstanding  and  the  fields  are  better  than  on  90%  of 
those  we  have  handled  over  the  years.  Only  14,635  pieces  were  made; 
most  have  vanished. 

As  we  made  note  of  elsewhere,  with  the  approach  of  war  in  1861 , 
a  concerned  public  began  hoarding  coin.  Bankers,  too,  who  were 
major  depositors  of  bullion  with  the  Southern  Mints,  began  holding 
back  their  gold  and  silver.  As  a  consequence,  mintages  fell  off.  Later, 
with  the  outbreak  of  war,  many  Charlotte  and  Dahlonega  coins  got 
sent  overseas  where  they  were  melted.  Today  only  a  small 
percentage  of  the  original  mintage  exist. 


4442  1861-C.  Extremely  Fine  40.  A  lovely  specimen  whose  only  problem  is 

a  minor  planchet  scratch  on  the  right  obverse  and  corresponding  part 
of  the  reverse.  Well  struck  as  are  most  of  this  date.  Although  this  is 
the  lowest  mintage  Half  Eagle  of  this  mint,  because  of  the  Civil  War, 
most  were  hoarded  in  high  grades,  much  to  the  delight  of  today's 
collectors.  Just  imagine  the  activity  in  Charlotte  at  the  time  this  coin 
was  made:  Lincoln  had  just  become  President  and  North  Carolina  was 
preparing  to  secede  from  the  United  States.  Meanwhile  the  Northern 
troops  were  preparing  for  war  as  the  South  moved  rapidly  to  form  a 
new  government.  This  coin  is  an  important  link  to  those  troubled 
times. 


RARE  1861  C  HALF  EAGLE 


4443  1861-C.  Extremely  Fine  40.  A  splendid  example  of  this  very  rare 
Charlotte  issue,  the  last  year  of  coinage  before  our  American  Civil  War 
closed  the  facility  forever.  The  surfaces  have  a  pleasing  look  to  them, 
with  orange  toning  providing  a  touch  of  class.  If  you  are  considering 
adding  to  your  Charlotte  and  Dahlonega  gold  set,  why  not  bid  for  this 
1861-C.  It  shows  up  far  less  often  than  the  other  dates  do;  better  to 
buy  it  now. 

4444  1861-C.  PCGS  graded  Very  Fine  20.  A  handsome  coin  that  sports  very 
clean  fields  and  an  appealing  look.  The  strike  is  excellent,  as  well.

1861-S.  Extremely  Fine  40.  Broad  rims,  well  struck,  and  with  smooth, 
attractive  surfaces.  With  a  mintage  of  just  18,000  pieces  it  is  a 
wonder  that  even  one  high  grade  coin  like  this  survives.  One  of  the 
Finest  Known  and  worth  your  attention.

1862  S  HALF  EAGLE 


4446  1862-S.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  50.  Especially  nice 

surfaces  and  plenty  of  mint  lustre  (about  30%).  The  strike  is  excellent 
throughout.  In  Aker's  survey  of  337  auctions  he  could  find  only  17 
appearances  of  1862-S,  Very  Good  to  Extremely  Fine,  of  which  2  were 
Extremely  Fine.  This  specimen  is  more  than  likely  the  finest  extant  of 
the  9,500  originally  made. 

It  took  our  consignor  many  years  to  round  up  this  handsome  run  of 
San  Francisco  Mint  Half  Eagles.  As  we  were  cataloguing  them  we 
were  amazed  at  the  balanced  quality  and  appearance  of  the  pieces. 
None  are  heavily  marked,  nearly  all  sport  outstanding  strikes,  and  all 
carry  the  subtle  aura  of  their  Wild  West  birth.  If  anyone  has  the 
fortitude  to  read  Bancroft's  history  of  this  part  of  the  country,  it  is 
highly  recommended.  After  all,  a  coin  without  its  story  is  just  a  coin. 
But  when  combined  with  its  heritage  it  becomes  a  part  of  living 
history. 


THE  ELIASBERG  1864  S  HALF  EAGLE 


4449  1864-S.  Extremely  Fine  45.  This  is  the  lovely  specimen  last 

sold  in  Bowers  and  Ruddy's  "The  United  States  Gold  Coin 
Collection"  (Eliasberg).  There  it  was  described:  "One  of  the 
finest  of  only  a  relatively  few  known  to  exist.  It  may  be  the 
case  that  just  10  to  12  pieces  are  known  totally,  a  number 
which  would  rank  the  1864-S  as  rarer  than  many  of  the  'rarest 
of  the  rare'  half  eagles  of  the  1820s  and  early  1830s." 

From  the  Eliasberg  Collection  sold  October  1982 
as  mentioned,  Lot  509;  probably  from  the 
William  Cutler  Atwater  Collection 
IB.  Max  Mehl,  June  1942) 


4450 


1865-S.  Extremely  Fine  45.  A  very  attractive  No  Motto  Half  Eagle, 
completely  free  from  annoying  heavy  bagmarks,  only  normal,  light 
circulation  wear  is  present.  The  strike  is  sharp.  Each  tiny  star  shows 
its  radial  lines,  in  fact.  And  orangish-gold  lustre  is  visible  in  the 
protected  areas.  If  you  are  looking  for  a  clean  example  of  this  type  for 
your  type  set,  and  wouldn't  mind  spicing  things  up  with  a  bit  of  rarity, 
to  boot,  why  not  consider  this  1865-S. 


4447  1863-S.  Extremely  Fine  45.  A  delight  to  behold.  Smooth  surfaces  are 

a  rarity  among  Half  Eagles.  This  one's  fields  are  free  from  major 
blemishes.  About  all  we  can  find  is  a  tiny  rim  bump  below  the  date. 
The  centers  are  sharp.  And  with  a  mintage  of  17,000  pieces  you  can 
bet  your  bottom  dollar  there  are  few  pieces,  if  any,  to  meet  or  beat  it. 


4448  1864.  Extremely  Fine  40.  An  extremely  rare  date  with  only  4,220 

struck  for  circulation.  During  this  period  gold  was  used  to  pay  for 
much  needed  imports  from  Europe  in  order  to  support  the  war  effort. 
All  gold  coinage  had  left  circulation  in  1861  with  the  start  of  the  war 
and  the  issuance  of  huge  quantities  of  "greenbacks"  used  to  finance 
the  war  effort.  David  Akers  notes  that  this  coin  is  unknown  in  Mint 
State  with  only  one  coin  known  in  About  Uncirculated.  An  extremely 
rare  coin  and  one  which  the  specialists  will  pursue.

4451  1866.  With  Motto.  Brilliant  Proof  64.  A  lovely  cameo  contrast 

Proof.  The  mirror  fields  are  deep  and  nearly  hairline-free. 
Against  them  the  lovely  orange-gold  toned,  frosty  devices  give 
an  unusually  vivid  contrast.  Proof  mintage  for  1866  was  a 
meager  30  pieces.  This  may  have  been  because  America  was 
still  a  relatively  "young"  country  back  then  (even  after  having 
experienced  the  bloodbath  of  Civil  War).  There  were  few 
collectors  of  means.  And  of  those  few  who  bought  the  30  Half 
Eagles,  fewer  yet  were  careful  when  handling  them.  Hence,  it 
is  with  much  appreciation  that  we  offer  this  well-cared-for, 
very  choice,  seldom  seen.  Proof  64. 


4452  1866.  With  Motto.  Extremely  Fine  45.  A  rare  low  mintage  coin  with 

only  6,730  struck  for  circulation.  The  surfaces  are  elegant  with  very 
few  contact  marks  to  distract  the  probing  eye.  Remnants  of  mint  lustre 
adhere  to  the  lettering  and  stars  in  the  protected  areas.  An  important 
type  coin  and  the  first  to  use  the  new  motto  "In  God  We  Trust"  on 
regular  issue  coinage. 


RARE  1866  S  NO  MOTTO 


4453  1866-S.  No  Motto.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  50.  If 

ever  there  was  a  perfect  blending  of  rarity  and  quality,  this  coin 
has  it.  Mintage  was  an  even  9,000  pieces.  These  were  struck 
prior  to  April  or  May  when  the  new  With  Motto  reverses  went 
into  use.  The  strike,  the  surfaces,  the  lustre,  are  wonderful. 
And  the  rarity  of  this  coin  in  so  high  a  grade  can  be  stated  with 
a  simple  comparison:  the  Eliasberg  specimen  was  only  a 
Choice  Very  Fine.  That  makes  this  coin  two  touchdowns  and 
a  field  goal  ahead  of  the  coin  in  one  of  this  century's  most 
famous  gold  coin  collections! 


4454  1866-S.  With  Motto.  Extremely  Fine  45.  Bright  yellow-gold  color  and 

a  minimum  of  circulation  marks. 

Nothing  brings  the  citizens  of  a  country  together  better  than  a  crisis 
they  share  in  common.  The  American  Civil  War,  which  ended  the  year 
before  this  coin  was  struck,  had  torn  the  country  asunder  to  start 
with.  Northern  politicians,  realizing  this,  thought  up  a  tried-and-true 
way  to  help  instill  courage  in  their  constituents.  A  national  coin  motto 
was  devised  and,  beginning  in  1864,  put  on  our  coinage.  It  wasn't  until 
1866  that  the  Philadelphia  Mint  ( which  made  dies  for  all  of  the  other 
mints  as  well)  got  around  to  adding  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  to  their  Half 
Eagles.  From  that  point  on,  our  motto  never  failed  to  be  seen  on  the 
work-a-day  gold  pieces  like  that  offered  here. 


4455  1867-S.  Extremely  Fine  45.  A  sharply  struck  example  on  a  light  yellow 

gold  planchet.  Seldom  offered  above  Very  Fine  grade  (Eliasberg  had  an 
Extremely  Fine,  the  twin  of  this  one,  which  brought  $1,210).  One  of 
only  3  1868-S  Half  Eagles  seen  by  PCGS;  this,  and  another,  are  About 
Uncirculated  55  and  1  is  lower.

4456  1868.  Brilliant  Proof  64.  An  extraordinarily  handsome  example 

of  this  extremely  rare  Proof.  The  fields  are  deeply  mirrored  and 
attractive,  while  the  highpoints  were  frosted  at  the  Mint  to  give 
them  a  lovely  cameo  effect.  But  the  most  unusual  quality  of 
this  coin  is  its  rarity.  Only  25 pieces  were  struck,  and,  at  most, 
10  to  12  can  be  accounted  for  today.  Since  this  piece  is  so  high 
on  the  grading  scale,  it  must  surely  rank  in  the  top  3  or  4 
known.  Because  of  this,  we  recommend  a  liberal  bid  in  order 
to  be  sure  you  are  the  successful  bidder. 


4459  1869.  About  Uncirculated  50.  A  very  underrated  datel  Only  1,785 

pieces  were  struck,  and  this  is  one  of  the  most  handsome  ones  to  be 
found.  Bold  in  strike,  and  having  smooth  surfaces,  it  possesses  what 
today's  demanding  buyer  wants:  rarity,  quality,  and  value. 


4460  1869-S.  Extremely  Fine  45.  Slight  weakness  at  centers  and  on  a  few 
of  the  stars,  but  overall  far  nicer  than  the  few  other  1869-S  Half  Eagles 
that  surface  from  time  to  time 

4461  1869-S.  Very  Fine  30.  Very  attractive  fields. 

4462  1869-S.  Very  Fine  20. 


4463  1869-S.  Very  Good  10.  No  significant  problems  in  spite  of  rather 

extensive  wear.  This  coin  was  struck  during  a  very  important  year,  first 
there  was  a  nearly  successful  attempt  to  corner  the  gold  market  and 
the  first  cross  country  railroad  linked  California  to  the  east.  It  is 
interesting  to  note  that  the  mintages  of  the  San  Francisco  Mint 
coinage  continued  fairly  high  in  comparison  to  Philadelphia  during  this 
decade,  the  reason  was  the  East  was  recovering  from  the  devastating 
Civil  War  while  it  was  business  as  usual  on  the  West  Coast.  As  this 
coin  demonstrates,  gold  was  in  circulation  in  the  West  and  apparently 
for  a  long  time  for  this  piece  to  have  sustained  such  copious  wear.  Oh 
what  stories  this  coin  could  tell  about  the  wild  westl 


4457  1868-S.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  55.  Another  outstanding 

Half  Eagle.  The  strike  is  all  anyone  could  demand  from  one  of  these, 
with  complete  stars,  bold  feather  detail,  and  Liberty's  portrait  sharp.

The  relatively  small  population  in 
the  west  gave  the  Mint  little  incentive  for  striking  lower 
denominations.  Also  affecting  things  was  the  miserable  state  of  things 
back  East.  A  plethora  of  paper  money  had  kept  gold  in  hiding  ever 
since  1862.  It  wasn't  until  1878  that  things  got  straightened  out.  To 
see  the  effects  of  our  return  to  a  gold-backed  paper  money  in  1878, 
all  you  need  do  is  examine  Red  Book  mintage  figures  from  that  date 
on.

of  the  rare,  rare  die  variety,  and  possibly  the  second  Finest  Known.  In  our  session  of  Auction  '89  (Lot  908)  we  handled  the  only  other 
Mint  State  specimen  to  come  on  the  market  in  the  1980's.  This  one,  because  it  lacks  adjustment  marks,  is  head  and  shoulders  above 
the  others  in  that  department;  most  of  them  have  minor  to  extensive  adjustment  marks.  The  strike  and  relief  on  the  present  coin  is 
something  to  be  seen  and  appreciated.  Each  star  is  needle-sharp.  Furthermore,  the  surfaces  are  spectacular:  smooth,  semi-prooflike, 
without  defect.  When  is  the  last  time  you  saw  a  blemish-free  1795  Eagle?  Probably  not  in  years.  Saying  all  this,  why,  then  do  we  grade 
it  Mint  State  60  and  not  higher  (which  it  seemingly  deserves)?  Only  because  it  appears  to  have  been  gently  wiped  with  a  cloth  at 
one  time  in  the  past,  leaving  ever-so-faint  hairlines  on  the  reflective  surfaces.  Barring  this,  the  coin  is  outstanding  in  every  respect.

this  well  cared  for  coin.  The  stars  and  devices  are  boldly  impressed; 
in  fact,  impressive  is  the  first  word  that  comes  to  mind  when  looking 
at  the  overall  quality.  1800  is  many  times  rarer  than  either  1799  or 
1801.  Its  mintage  tipped  the  scale  at  5,999  pieces  (why  not  1  more?). 
When  you  recall  that  survival  rates  from  this  period  run  to,  at  most, 
5%,  you  can  readily  see  why  1800  is  a  much  sought-after  date.

eagle,  with  no  areas  of  weakness  noted  (very  unusual).  In  terms  of 
clean  surfaces  and  overall  attractiveness  this  one  beats  the 
competition  hands  down.  The  fields  have  a  semi-prooflike  sheen  to 
them  and  typical  die  polish  lines. 


4635  1801.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  53.  Struck  on  a  bright  yellow 

planchet,  every  detail  is  sharp.  The  surfaces  are  a  bit  rough,  but  this 
is  typical  on  early  gold.  Much  of  the  mint  frost  remains. 


4636  1801.  About  Uncirculated  50.  Plugged  at  top,  but  nicely  done;  the 

plug  does  not  affect  any  of  the  design,  fortunately.  Outside  of  this 
there  are  no  blemishes  and  the  strike  is  excellent.

SHARP  1801  EAGLE 


1801.  Very  Fine  30.  Nicely  centered  and  very  well  struck;  the  stars  are 
mostly  bold  and  the  eagle  is  sharp.  Of  even  greater  importance  to  the 
collector,  the  surfaces  are  free  from  the  usual  nicks  and  scratches  so 
common  to  these.  As  long  ago  as  the  Mickley  Sale  of  1867 
numismatists  vied  with  one  another  to  acquire  pleasing  specimens  of 
America's  classic  gold.  The  trend  continues  to  this  day. 


RARE  1838  EAGLE 


1838.  Extremely  Fine  40  +  .  A  very  well  struck  example  of  this  low 
mintage  (7,200)  first  year  of  issue.  All  of  the  devices  are  bold. 
Moreover,  the  fields  are  smooth  and  clean,  free  from  the  often  heavy 
circulation  marks  Ten  Dollar  gold  pieces  seem  prone  to  receive.  One  of 
the  loveliest  Eagle  designs  in  American  numismatics. 

GRACEFUL  1838  EAGLE 


1838.  Extremely  Fine  40.  Very  attractive  surfaces  with  only  one  mark 
worth  mentioning  behind  Liberty's  neck.  The  rims  are  first  rate  and 
show  a  minimum  nicks  and  contact  marks.  Mint  records  reveal  a 
relatively  small  mintage  of  7,200  pieces  for  1838,  evidently  all  struck 
December  6  (Breen).  As  longtime  collectors  know,  this  — and  the  first 
variety  of  1839  with  its  idential  flowing  hair  strand  — is  one  of  the  most 
difficult  early  Eagles  to  locate  in  acceptable  grade.  Here  is  your 
chance,  then! 

Christian  Gobrecht,  engraver  of  the  1838-1907  Eagles,  chose  a 
charming,  swept- back  hair  design  to  adorn  the  new  design.  He  did  not 
adopt  it  for  his  Quarter  Eagles  and  Half  Eagles  of  1840  and  1839 
respectively.  Why?  No  one  knows.  Nor  do  we  know  why  the  Mint  had 
him  redo  the  obverse  in  1839  to  the  more  familiar  bust  of  Liberty.  It 
seems  to  be  our  fate  as  Americans  that  whenever  a  coin  designer 
comes  up  with  something  out  of  the  ordinary,  with  something  head 
and  shoulders  above  what  has  gone  before,  his  design  is  promptly 
"improved"  into  mediocrity.  Witness  MacNeil's  Type  1  Standing 
Liberty  Quarters,  De  Francisci's  1921  Peace  Dollar,  and  Saint- 
Gaudens'  1907  Wire  Edge  Eagles  and  High  Relief  Double  Eagles.  So, 
too,  the  short-lived  1838-1839  swept-back  Eagles  by  Mr.  Gobrecht. 


4640  1839.  Small  Letters.  Second  Style  Head.  Extremely  Fine  45.  Very 

sharply  struck,  with  every  hair  strand  and  feather  razor-sharp.  The 
surfaces  are  outstanding,  as  well,  and  carry  deep  toning  among  the 
stars  and  legends  and  around  the  devices.  The  is  the  Walter  Breen 
Encyclopedia  plate  coin. 


4641  1839.  Large  Letters.  Fine  15.  Even  yellow  and  green  in  color  with 
suprisingly  clean  surfaces.  The  only  mark  is  on  the  reverse  between 
the  Nl  of  UNITED.  A  rare  and  popular  type  coin  with  the  sweeping  curl 
over  Liberty's  ear. 

4642  1840.  Extremely  Fine  45+.  A  rare  coin  this  choice.  The  strike  is 
superb,  while  the  surfaces  are  magnificent.  Additionally,  there  is  a  bit 
of  lustre  in  the  protected  areas.  All  in  all  this  is  a  remarkable  coin. 


4643  1840.  Extremely  Fine  40.  Very  clean  and  attractive  fields. 


4644  1841.  Recent  ANACS  graded  About  Uncirculated  55/55.  Boldly 
struck  with  broad  rims  and  a  classy  appearance.  Orange  toning  adds 
to  the  look  of  originality.  And  while  there  are  one  or  two  rim  bumps, 
overall  this  must  rank  among  the  nicest  1841  Philadelphia  Mint  Eagles 
on  the  market. 

4645  1841.  Extremely  Fine  40.  Normal  circulation  marks,  but  plenty  of  mint 
lustre.

4647  1841-0.  Very  Fine  20.  Cleaned,  and  with  several  nicks.  Nonetheless, 
a  very  scarce  date.

4658  1844.  About  Uncirculated  50.  This  coins  shows  little  in  the  way  of 
actual  wear  but  it  has  matte-like  surfaces  from  exposure  to  seawater. 
It  is  believed  that  this  piece  is  part  of  the  salvage  from  a  ship  which 
sank  off  the  coast  of  Florida  in  the  1840's  or  1850's.  The  surfaces  are 
quite  clean  and  the  strike  is  sharp;  both  sides  have  acquired  an 
appealing  orange-gold  hue.  1844  is  a  very  rare  coin  in  anyone's  book. 
Its  mintage  topped  out  at  6,361  pieces.  Since  most  survivors  grade 
Very  Fine  or  so,  Extremely  Fine's  are  rare  and  full  About  Uncirculated 
ones  are,  at  the  very  least,  a  strong  Rarity-7.  Moreover,  1844  may  be 
unknown  above  About  Uncirculated.  There  is  every  reason  to  believe 
the  coin  offered  here  is  the  finest  available. 

4659  1844.  About  Uncirculated  50.  Plenty  of  lustre  and  nicely  toned.  1844 
is  one  of  the  scarcer  Philadelphia  dates,  having  a  mintage  of  6,361. 
Not  many  come  on  the  market,  and  very  few  appear  as  high  a  grade 
as  this  one.

Vibrant  lustre  shines  from  the 
somewhat  prooflike  fields.  Against  these  fields,  the  frosted  bust  of 
Liberty  makes  a  handsome  cameo.  Better  yet,  Liberty's  face  is 
completely  free  from  marks  and  blemishes.  The  strike,  too,  is 
outstanding.  To  sum  it  up,  you  will  rarely  see  a  more  original,  more 
beautiful,  Mint  State  Eagle  from  this  era.

Orange  toning  in  the  protected  areas  give  a  sense  of  originality  lacking 
in  most  other  Eagles  of  this  period. 

1848-0.  Extremely  Rne  40.  Pleasing  surfaces  give  this  one  the  edge 
over  most  other  high  grade  Eagles  one  sees.  Very  handsome. 

1848-0.  Very  Fine  35.  Low  mintage  of  35,850.

1849-0.  Extremely  Fine  40.  Polished.  Nevertheless,  a  very  nice  coin.

Only  23,900  of  these  were  minted  and  few 
are  offered  at  auction  today. 

1849-0.  Very  Fine  35.  Another  nice  example.  This  one  may  have  been 
cleaned,  and  there  are  two  rim  bumps.

4710  1854-S.  Extremely  Fine  40.  A  well  struck,  slightly  lustrous  example  of 
San  Francisco  Mint's  first  gold  Eagle. 

What  makes  this  piece  highly  unusual  is  the  reverse  rim.  Along  a 
portion  of  it  there  are  impressed  the  upper  parts  of  four  stars!

1856-S.  Medium  to  Small  S.  Mint  State  60.  An  absolutely  wonderful 
early  San  Francisco  Eagle.  The  central  devices  are  sharply  struck,  as 
are  most  of  the  stars  surrounding  Liberty.  Furthermore,  the  lustre  is 
complete  and  broken  by  only  the  smallest  of  contact  marks.  When  it 
is  remembered  these  are  heavy,  soft  coins,  this  one  is  seen  in  its  true 
light  as  a  very  rare  item  in  top  grade.  Mintage  was  a  modest  68,000 
pieces  this  year  (already,  8  years  after  the  gold  rush  began,  the 
number  of  ounces  being  brought  to  the  Mint  was  steadily  falling). 

Accompanying  the  coin  is  P.N.G.  guarantee  certificate  It 3 720 


1856-S.  Large  S.  About  Uncirculated  55.  A  splendid  specimen  having 
abundant  lustre  and  excellent  strike  in  the  centers.  All  of  Liberty's  hair 
detail  is  sharp,  as  are  the  eagle's  intricately  engraved  feathers.  Most 
of  the  stars  are  full,  though  not  razor-sharp.  Unlike  the  great  majority 
of  No  Motto  Tens  one  encounters  in  the  marketplace,  this  one  has 
loads  of  appeal.  Circulation  marks  are  kept  to  a  bare  minimum.  And 
the  bright  yellow  color  has  an  inviting  look. 

In  researching  this  Large  S  variety,  we  came  across  Walter  Breen's 
comments  in  his  recent  Encyclopedia.  There  he  postulates  these  may 
have  been  from  the  last  of  the  3  deliveries  that  year  [2,500  pieces], 
and  goes  on  to  state  tersely,  but  importantly  to  the  coin  offered  here, 
"Unknown  UNC."  Perhaps,  then,  there  are  only  a  handful  in  About 
Uncirculated  condition. 

1856-S.  Medium  S.  About  Uncirculated  50.  A  very  pretty  example: 
well  struck,  smooth  surfaces,  handsome!  Since  this  piece  had  a 
mintage  of  just  68,000,  it  is  quite  scarce  in  high  grades  like  About 
Uncirculated. 

1856-S.  Extremely  Fine  45  +  .  Bright  and  lustrous  with  moderate 
abrasions  in  the  fields  and  on  the  face.  There  are  a  couple  of  marks 
above  Liberty's  head. 

1857.  Extremely  Fine  40+.  A  few  scattered  abrasions,  mostly  on  the 
reverse  for  a  change.  A  rare  and  underrated  date  with  only  16,606 
minted  for  circulation. 

1857.  Extremely  Fine  40.  Rather  pleasing  surfaces  without  the  heavy 
marks  often  encountered. 


1857-0.  Extremely  Fine  45.  Prooflike.  Some  of  the  original  prooflike 
surfaces  remain  near  the  protected  devices,  but  most  has  been  worn 
or  abraded  away  by  the  limited  circulation.  The  cheek  has  a  number 
of  small  marks  that  blend  in  well  with  the  balance  of  the  coin.  A  very 
rare  date  with  a  scant  5,500  struck  for  circulation.  As  most  collectors 
know,  coins  from  New  Orleans  seem  to  all  have  rather  extensive 
abrasions,  they  apparently  circulated  with  other  heavy  coins.

Very  pleasing  for  the  grade  with  green  and  gold 
toning  on  both  sides.  Far  fewer  bagmarks  than  often  seen. 


Medium  S  mintmark,  as  were  all  26,000 
made.  This  one  is  boldly  struck  (every  star  is  complete),  shows  a  touch 
of  lustre  here  and  there,  and  has  that  natural  look  circulated  gold  coins 
display  when  they  have  never  been  cleaned  or  fussed  with. 

4727  1857-S.  Extremely  Fine  45.  Bright  and  lustrous  with  a  few  bagmarks, 
but  still  quite  nice.  Well  struck  with  clean  rims. 


VERY  RARE  MINT  STATE  60  1858  0  EAGLE 


4728  1858-0.  Mint  State  60+.  A  stunning  coin  with  exceptional 

surfaces  for  the  grade.  After  seeing  so  many  banged  up 
examples  one  tends  to  forget  that  these  coins  were  really 
beautiful  when  made.  The  question  comes  to  mind,  where  was 
this  one  hiding  to  remain  so  superb,  and  better  yet,  why  didn't 
a  few  dozen  others  hide  there  with  it.  Nevertheless  here  is  a 
superb  specimen  that  is  doubtless  among  the  Finest  Known  of 
this  rare  date.  A  couple  of  stars  are  not  full  and  there  is  a  trivial 
hairline  on  the  reverse  above  the  eagle  but  this  coin  is  many 
miles  ahead  of  virtually  all  other  Eagles  of  this  era,  especially 
coming  from  New  Orleans.

1858-0.  Extremely  Fine  40.  Outstanding  in  every  respect:  surfaces, 
strike,  lustre  (yes,  there  is  even  lustre  in  the  protected  areas).  And,  like 
others  from  New  Orleans  during  this  period,  mintage  was  low  at 
20,000  pieces. 


4739  1859-S.  PCGS  graded  Extremely  Fine  40.  Premium  Quality.  Large  S 

mintmark,  as  were  all  7,000  struck.  Well  struck  in  the  centers, 
moderate  (but  light)  circulation  marks,  original  and  uncleaned.  We 
have  added  a  Premium  Quality  tag  to  this  one  because  it  shows  much 
more  mint  lustre  between  the  devices  than  normal  for  an  Extremely 
Fine  coin.  Chances  are  excellent  this  is  within  the  Condition  Census 
It  is  quite  attractive  and  should  garner  a  strong  bid. 

Here  is  another  rare  and  handsome  San  Francisco  Mint  Eagle.  Our 
consignor  of  these  had  an  eye  towards  quality.  Circumstances  being 
as  they  are  with  American  gold  coins  from  this  period,  it  is  surprising 
to  us  how  nicely  matched  his  collection  was.  Excellent  strikes  are  the 
rule,  not  the  exception.  So,  too,  was  his  emphasis  on  buying  only  the 
most  attractive  specimens:  not  too  many  bagmarks;  some  lustre, 
perhaps;  pieces  which  haven't  been  cleaned.  This  selection  is  a 
monument  to  his  success.

Still  a  rare 
coin  seldom  encountered  in  any  grade.

The  surfaces  are  particularly 
nice:  even  wear,  only  light  circulation  marks,  and  no  blemishes  other 
than  a  small  rim  bump.  A  very  rare  date.  Mintage  fell  this  year  to 
11,800  pieces  as  the  Mint  concentrated  on  Double  Eagle  coinage. 


4741  1860.  Extremely  Fine  45.  The  usual  abrasions  in  the  fields  and  on 

Liberty,  but  this  one  has  delicate  coppery  toning  and  a  hint  of  lustre 
about  the  periphery. 


1859.  Extremely  Fine  40.  A  few  light  marks  but  better  than  average 
for  the  grade.  Lovely  toning. 


4742  1860-0.  Extremely  Fine  45.  A  splendid,  original  piece  from  Jascha 

Heifetz's  handpicked  collection.  Other  than  for  a  tiny  reverse  rim  mark, 
the  rims  and  fields  are  free  from  the  usual  knocks  and  blemishes 
which  Ten  Dollar  gold  pieces  are  so  prone  to  get.  Better  still,  1860-0 
is  a  very  rare  date.

and  rare  as  such.  Bright  original  surfaces  remain  near  the  periphery 
and  devices. 


4744  1860-0.  Extremely  Fine  45.  Once  prooflike,  the  fields  surrendered  to 

the  ravages  of  circulation  and  now  display  light  marks.  The  coin 
appears  to  have  been  smoothed  very  lightly  as  none  of  the  marks  are 
raised,  and  then  gently  cleaned.  Still  a  pleasing  example  of  this  low 
mintage  New  Orleans  Eagle.

4746  1860-S.  PCGS  graded  Extremely  Fine  40.  Premium  Quality.  Well 

struck  and  with  some  mint  lustre  present.  There  are  moderate 
circulation  marks,  but  none  are  overly  detracting.  In  1860,  mintage 
reached  down  another  notch  to  a  slim  5,000  pieces.  Survivors  in  any 
grade  are  therefore  very  scarce.  In  Extremely  Fine  we  agree 
wholeheartedly  with  Breen  and  Akers,  and  other  gold  Eagle 
aficionados,  in  ranking  the  present  coin  prohibitively  rare.

4747  1861.  PCGS  graded  Proof  63.  A  lovely  two-tone  specimen 

with  satiny  smooth  devices  against  lightly  toned  mirror  fields. 
At  first  glance  this  one  seems  to  be  undergraded;  however 
there  are  two  minor  blemishes,  one  on  the  cheek  and  the  other 
above  the  eagle's  head,  which  probably  caught  the  sharp  eyes 
of  the  graders  at  PCGS.  Nonetheless,  this  is  an  outstanding 
coin.  From  an  original  mintage  of  69  pieces,  perhaps  20  to  30 
remain.  This  is  the  only  1861  Proof  graded  by  PCGS  as  of  July 
1989.  None  higher;  none  lower;  in  fact,  none  earlier  as  there 
are  no  pre-1861's  listed. 


4748  1861.  About  Uncirculated  50.  Medium  abrasions  in  the  fields  and  on 

the  devices. 


4749  1861-S.  About  Uncirculated  50.  Pleasing,  smooth  surfaces  on  this 

scarce  Eagle.  Most  of  the  stars  show  their  radial  lines,  though  are 
somewhat  rounded.  The  central  devices  are  sharp.  Mintage  for  1861-S 
came  in  at  15,500  pieces. 


4750  1861-S.  Extremely  Fine  40.  Dark  toning  about  the  rim  and  rather  clean 

surfaces  for  the  grade.  A  low  mintage  date. 
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EXCEEDINGLY  RARE  1862  EAGLE

4751  1862.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  Here  is  one  of  those 

opportunities  that  only  comes  along  when  a  great  collection  is 
sold.  This  coin  is  a  joy  to  behold  after  one  views  a  large 
collection  of  circulated  Eagles  from  this  period.  The  surfaces 
show  only  faint  contact  marks  and  hairlines  from  old  contact 
with  a  jewelers  cloth.  Excellent  contrast  abounds  as  the 
devices  seem  to  float  on  a  sea  of  glass  in  the  fields.  In  Proof, 
the  mint  produced  a  paltry  35  coins,  of  which  perhaps  a  dozen 
exist  in  all  ranges  of  this  grade.  Sales  of  Proof  gold  dwindled 
as  the  nation  sank  into  war,  leaving  collectors  fighting  for  the 
few  examples  that  can  be  located.  What's  more,  this  coin  is  an 
important  type  coin  being  a  No  Motto  reverse.  This  is  the  only 
coin  PCGS  has  graded  in  Proof  for  the  year,  for  the  type,  PCGS 
has  graded  2  coins  in  this  grade  with  a  single  specimen  a  notch 
higher.  Truly  a  coin  for  the  most  advanced  collector  and  one 
that  will  add  prominence  to  a  significant  collection. 


4752  1862.  About  Uncirculated  50.  Bright  and  lustrous  with  the  usual 
abrasions  on  the  face  and  in  the  fields.  In  addition,  there  are  some 
reverse  scratches  about  the  periphery.  A  rare  date  that  is  rarely 
encountered  much  better. 

4753  1862.  Extremely  Fine  45.  Well  struck  and  having  lustre  in  the 
protected  areas.  Scattered  circulation  marks  are  visible,  but  none 
disturb  the  coin's  attractiveness.  1862  was  struck  to  the  tune  of 
10,995  pieces;  we  have  seen  a  few  other  pleasing  circulated 
examples,  but  not  very  many.  Bear  that  in  mind  when  bidding. 

4754  1862.  Extremely  Fine  40.  Better  than  average  surfaces  with  only  a 
few  moderate  marks.  A  single  rim  mark  at  9  o'clock  is  noted  on  the 
obverse.  A  very  low  mintage  date  with  a  mere  10,995  struck  for 
circulation. 


4755  1862-S.  Extremely  Fine  45.  Attractive  yellow  gold  planchet.  Breen 

says  this  date  often  comes  weakly  struck.  Luckily,  our  consignor 
found  one  for  his  set  that  was  fully  struck  other  than  on  just  a  few 
stars.  Lustre  shines  from  between  these  stars,  as  well  as  around  the 
legends  and  devices.

Mintage  was  a  minuscule  1,248 
pieces,  and  most  of  those  went  into  melt  pots  within  a  few  years  after 
issue.  The  date  shows  up  today  only  when  great  collections,  like  that 
put  together  by  Jascha  Heifetz,  come  on  the  market.  Do  not  pass  up 
this  opportunity. 

David  Akers  records  only  28  appearances  for  1863,  many  of  them 
Proofs,  many  of  them  repeats.

4757  1863-S.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  50.  Premium  Quality.  Do 

you  demand  the  best  when  buying  coins  for  your  No  Motto  set?  Then 
this  one  is  for  you!  Rarely  have  we  seen  such  clean,  attractive  surfaces 
combined  with  well  struck  devices  and  a  dash  of  lustre  to  add  to  the 
effect.  In  addition,  its  mintage  of  10,000  means  there  are  very  few 
high  grade  pieces  around.

4758  1864.  About  Uncirculated  55+.  A  mind  boggling  specimen  of 

this  impossible  date.  The  surfaces  are  superb  with  only  the 
faintest  signs  of  contact  on  the  obverse  with  nearly  full  mint 
bloom.  The  reverse  has  a  mark  near  the  first  S  of  STATES  and 
another  on  the  rim  near  the  M  of  AMERICA.  The  latter  mark 
may  be  a  tiny  planchet  flaw  as  the  metal  does  not  seem 
disturbed.  David  Akers,  in  his  Analysis  of  Auction  Records 
states  that  perhaps  15  pieces  of  this  date  are  known  in  all 
grades  with  this  very  coin  being  the  highest  graded  in  369 
auction  sales.  This  coin  is  the  Miles  coin  last  auctioned  in 
1968.  Additionally,  this  specimen  is  boldly  struck.  A  tiny 
mintage  of  3,580  were  struck,  most  of  which  were  promptly 
melted  to  pay  for  desperately  needed  war  supplies  from 
overseas.  For  this  reason,  all  Eagles  of  this  period  are  very  rare. 
A  foremost  opportunity  to  purchase  the  Finest  Known 
specimen  of  one  of  the  rarest  regular  issue  coins  struck  by  a 
United  States  mint.

4759  1864.  About  Uncirculated  50.  One  of  the  Finest  Known  business 

strikes  of  this  very  rare  date.  Nearly  Mint  State  in  terms  of  sharpness 
of  detail,  the  obverse  has  been  lightly  wiped  and  shows  a  few  minor 
abrasions  (including  one  above  star  7).  However,  these  are  to  be 
expected  on  a  soft,  heavy  gold  piece  like  an  Eagle.  Of  the  3,530  pieces 
made,  no  more  than  a  handful  remain;  and  most  of  those  are  Very  Fine 
or  so.  We  are  unaware  of  a  single  Mint  State  1864,  and  believe  that 
only  3  to  5  About  Uncirculated  ones  exist.  Therefore,  this  piece  is 
unquestionably  a  Condition  Census  specimen,  and  one  which  should 
attract  (and  delight)  the  advanced  collector. 


4760  1864.  Extremely  Fine  40.  Struck  on  a  slightly  porous  planchet  and 

somewhat  abraded  by  circulation  this  specimen  still  rates  as  one  of 
the  better  survivors  of  this  low  mintage  year.  The  few  gold  coins 
produced  in  Philadelphia  during  the  Civil  War  were  often  used  to 
purchase  arms  from  Europe  and  were  thus  melted  and  recoined  into 
English  Sovereigns  or  Austrian  Ducats.  A  coin  that  is  probably  more 
common  in  Proof  than  in  any  circulated  grade.  A  rare  opportunity  for 
the  astute  numismatist. 


FINEST  KNOWN  1864  S  EAGLE 


4761  1864-S.  About  Uncirculated  50.  Unpriced  in  the  "Guide  Book 

of  United  States  Coins"  above  Extremely  Fine.  If  that  doesn't 
tell  you  something  about  this  coin's  rarity  perhaps  this  will:  it 
is  absolutely  stunning!  The  strike  is  complete,  the  surfaces  are 
lovely,  and  the  mint  lustre  is  evident  just  about  everywhere. 
Breen  estimates  there  are  10  to  12  specimens  known;  totally. 
Akers  lists  none  higher  than  Extremely  Fine  in  his  auction 
study,  commenting:  "Only  two  or  three  are  known  in  EF  and 
I  am  unaware  of  any  1864-S  that  grades  AU  or  better."  So 
there  you  have  it.  To  sum  things  up,  here  is  a  once  in  a  lifetime 
opportunity.  If  you  are  a  U.S.  Eagle  fancier,  try  not  to  miss  it.

4764  1865.  Extremely  Fine  40.  A  few  bagmarks  along  with  the  usual 

circulation  marks  in  the  fields  but  still  a  lustrous  and  desirable 
specimen.  A  very  rare  date  with  a  scant  mintage  of  4,005.  David 
Akers  notes  that  only  two  are  graded  higher.  A  collectible  rarity.

1865-S  over  inverted  186.  Very  Fine  30.  One  of  the  interesting  die 
blunders  in  the  Eagle  series,  the  inverted  digits  are  plainly  visible. 
Surfaces  are  immaculate  for  one  of  these  heavy,  soft  coins,  with  nary 
a  detracting  mark.  Centers  are  a  bit  weak,  but  this  is  typical.  Mintage 
was  a  small  16,700  pieces  for  all  types;  hence,  1865  over  Inverted  186 
is  much  the  rarer,  it  being  found  on  only  1  of  the  3  dies  shipped  to  the 
Mint  that  year.

1866.  With  Motto.  Extremely  Fine  45.  Sharply  doubled  date.  Early  die 
state  with  traces  of  all  four  digits  punched  to  the  right.  A  very 
appealing,  sharply  struck  example  with  delicate  orange  color  in  around 
the  legends.  The  surfaces  are  immaculate.  Mintage  for  1866  was 
small:  3,750  pieces.  Most  seen  graded  Very  Fine.  Therefore,  if  you  are 
looking  for  a  top  quality  piece  for  your  date  set,  here  is  one  that  should 
please. 


4767  1866-S.  No  Motto.  PCGS  graded  Extremely  Fine  40.  A  pleasing 

example  of  this  last  No  Motto  issue.  Circulation  marks  are  normal,  but 
none  are  heavy.  In  a  pleasant  turn  around  from  which  is  usually  seen 
on  this  date,  the  centers  are  sharply  struck.  Only  8,500  No  Motto 
Eagles  were  minted;  of  these,  only  a  very  few  are  known  above  Very

specimen  that  has  rather  extensive  circulation  marks  throughout.  The 
inverted  date  is  bold  and  can  be  clearly  seen  with  a  glass.

4762  1864-S.  PCGS  graded  Extremely  Fine  45.  Handsome  in  every 

way:  the  surfaces  are  smooth  and  attractive,  with  only  one 
area  of  moderate  circulation  marks  (to  the  left  of  Liberty's 
nose);  the  strike  is  above-average;  and  the  rarity  is  legendary. 
Here  is  how  David  Akers  describes  the  date:  "In  my  369 
catalogue  survey,  the  1864-S  tied  for  first  in  the  entire  series 
in  rarity  according  to  average  grade.  .  .and  was  second  in 
rarity  according  to  frequency  of  appearance.  .  Thus  it  is 
obvious  that  from  the  standpoint  of  both  overall  rarity  and 
condition  rarity,  the  1864-S  is  one  of  the  rarest  dates  in  the 
series,  more  rare  than  such  famous  dates  as  1798/7,  7x6 
Stars  and  1858  and  only  a  little  less  rare  than  the  1875.  Most 
of  the  relatively  few  known  1864-S  Eagles  grade  from  VG  to 
VF.  One  two  or  three  are  known  in  EF  and  lam  unaware  of  any 
1864-S  that  grades  AU  or  better."  [Emphasis  ours] 


4763  1865.  Extremely  Fine  40.  Flather  extensively  abraded  on  the  obverse 

and  reverse  as  often  seen.  A  hint  of  lustre  remains  near  the  devices. 
An  extremely  rare  date,  like  the  1864  above,  this  one  with  a  mintage 
of  only  4,005  coins.  Collectors  can  not  afford  to  be  too  picky  when 
trying  to  find  a  specimen  as  so  few  coins  exist  from  this  date.  Precisely 
why  these  coins  are  always  so  abraded  has  never  been  explained,  but 
one  can  assume  they  circulated  widely  and  were  often  transported  by 
people  with  little  care  of  preserving  such  specimens  for  future 
collectors. 


4768  1866.  With  Motto.  Extremely  Fine  45.  Bright  and  lustrous  with  clean 

surfaces  except  for  a  reeding  mark  behind  Liberty's  head.  The  reverse 
is  also  clean  although  most  of  the  original  prooflike  surface  was 
abraded  away.  Sharply  recut  date  with  heavy  mispunching  on  all  4 
digits  to  the  right.  None  known  in  Mint  State  and  only  3  About 
Uncirculated's  are  listed  by  Akers.  A  rare  coin  in  this  grade  and  all  but 
impossible  to  find  better.

4771  1866-S.  With  Motto.  Very  Fine  30.  Evenly  abraded  giving  this 

specimen  a  matte-like  appearance.  Rarely  encountered  even  in 
Extremely  Fine,  this  is  probably  in  the  top  two  dozen  known  for  the 
data 

EXTREMELY  RARE  HIGH  GRADE  1867  EAGLE 


4772  1867.  About  Uncirculated  50.  Fewer  abrasions  than  often  seen  on 

these  early  Eagles,  a  couple  on  the  face  and  behind  the  head  don't 
help,  but  they  are  to  be  expected  on  any  circulated  gold  coin  from  this 
era.  As  virtually  all  gold  available  was  used  to  strike  Double  Eagles, 
very  few  Eagles  were  struck  during  this  period.  In  fact,  a  mere  3,140 
were  struck  for  the  entire  year,  now  subtract  most  of  these  as  being 
lost  or  melted  and  you  find  that  perhaps  10  or  so  exist  of  this  date  in 
circulated  grades.  A  rare  opportunity  for  the  astute  numismatist  to 
purchase  an  exciting  coin. 


EXCEPTIONALLY  SHARP  1867  S  EAGLE 


4773  1867-S.  PCGS  graded  Extremely  Fine  45.  A  spectacular  appearing 

Eagle!  Sparkling  lustre  in  the  protected  areas  highlight  the  bold  strike 
and  delightfully  clean  fields.  A  tiny  mark  below  Liberty's  eye  is  the 
only  blemish  we  can  find,  and  it  is  of  no  consequence. 

With  the  addition  of  our  nation's  motto  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  to 
eagles  dated  1866  and  later,  the  Mint  also  changed  its  practice  of 
using  jumbo  mintmarks.  As  can  be  seen  in  the  picture  of  this  1867-S, 
a  very  tiny  S  punch  was  used.  Perhaps  the  Mint  went  overboard  by 
switching  from  too  large  a  mintmark  to  one  that  is  Lilliputian  in 
dimension.  It  seems  lost  there  in  that  wide  area  beneath  the  eagle’s 
daw.  Be  that  as  it  may,  1867-S  is  one  of  the  recognized  rarities, 
having  an  equally  Lilliputian  mintage  of  9,000  pieces.  I This  coin  is 
accompanied  by  AN  ACS  grading  and  authenticity  certificate 
F-3754E.) 


RARE  1868  PROOF  EAGLE

4774  1868.  PCGS  graded  Proof  63.  Premium  Quality.  A  splendid 

example  of  this  rare  Proof.  Beneath  the  light  toning  one  finds 
the  attractive  cameo  contrast  so  endearing  to  Proof  U.S.  gold. 
There  are  only  a  few  light  contact  marks  in  the  fields  and  some 
stray  hairlines,  though  these  are  easily  overlooked.  Something 
not  to  overlook,  however,  is  that  this  is  the  only  1868  Proof 
graded  by  PCGS  as  of  July  1989.  And  since  only  25  were 
minted  in  the  first  place,  the  odds  are  against  a  nicer  one 
turning  up  anytime  soon. 


RARE  PROOF  1868  EAGLE 


4775  1868.  Brilliant  Proof  60.  Only  25  coins  were  struck  in  Proof  this  year 

of  which  perhaps  10  survive.  This  specimen  has  rather  extensive 
hairlines  and  a  few  handling  marks  in  the  fields.  There  was  some 
flatness  in  the  strike  on  the  center  of  Liberty's  head.  An  extremely  rare 
coin  in  this  grade  yet  affordable  to  many  collectors.

4776  1868.  Extremely  Fine  45.  Nicely  struck  and  displaying  a  bit  of  lustre 

in  the  devices.  The  surfaces  show  somewhat  heavy  circulation  marks. 
However,  with  only  10,655  1868  Eagles  having  been  struck,  one 
should  not  be  too  demeaning  to  a  rare  coin  like  this.

1868-S.  PCGS  graded  Extremely  Fine  45.  An  outstanding  coin;  semi¬ 
prooflike  reflectiveness  is  still  present  around  the  devices.  And  where 
this  has  worn  away  by  light  circulation,  it  is  smooth  and  mark-free.  In 
fact,  the  only  blemishes  we  can  find  are  some  minor  edge  nicks  at  9 
o  clock.  The  center  strike  is  spectacular,  needle-sharp  and  showing  no 
weakness  on  the  eagle.  Since  these  are  often  found  flat  in  the  centers, 
this  is  unusual.  Even  more  unusual  is  the  grade:  Breen  rates  1868-S 
"prohibitively  rare  above  VF."  (Eliasberg's  was  a  Very  Fine  30.)

1868-S.  Very  Fine  30.  Very  rare  and  underrated  in  all  grades,  this  is  a 
typical  1868-S  in  having  a  few  scattered  bagmarks.  Nevertheless,  it 
would  fit  in  nicely  with  just  about  any  higher  grade  collector's  set. 
Mintage  was  low  this  year,  with  13,500  struck. 

1868-S.  Very  Fine  30.  Moderate  wear  with  evenly  abraded  fields.  The 
mint  began  to  up  the  mintages  in  San  Francisco  this  year  as  commerce 
continued  to  expand  on  the  west  coast.  This  date  is  unknown  higher 
than  in  Extremely  Fine  condition  and  this  example  presents  an 
opportunity  to  the  knowledgeable  numismatist. 


1869.  About  Uncirculated  50.  Rare  in  all  grades,  1869  becomes 
something  of  a  celebrity  in  About  Uncirculated.  This  one  is  boldly 
struck  and  prooflike,  with  lighter  than  average  circulation  marks.  It  is 
quite  handsome  and  would  easily  fit  into  a  top  grade  date  set. 

1869.  Extremely  Fine  40.  A  pleasing,  well  struck  example  of  this  very 
low  mintage  date.  A  meager  1,855  business  strikes  were  made  and 
most  are  long  gone.  Therefore  it  is  a  treat  for  us  to  be  able  to  bring  you 
two  outstanding  specimens. 


1869-S.  PCGS  graded  Extremely  Fine  45.  Well  struck  and  well 
preserved,  with  a  touch  of  lustre  in  the  protected  areas.  There  are  a 
few  edge  nicks,  but  none  are  major.  Like  the  1868-S  just  listed, 
1869-S  is  very  rare  in  high  grades.  Most  saw  extensive  circulation  in 
the  mining  towns  of  the  West,  as  well  as  in  the  burgeoning  coastal 
cities.  With  a  mintage  of  only  6,430  pieces  this  year,  is  it  any  wonder 
why  experts  in  the  series  consider  this  one  prohibitively  rare  in 
Extremely  Fine  and  above? 


4783  1869-S.  Very  Fine  35.  Smooth,  attractive  surfaces,  with  the  only 
blemish  of  note  being  a  small  neck  nick  on  Liberty.  Only  6,430  were 
minted. 

4784  1870.  ANA  graded  Extremely  Fine  45.  Sharply  struck  and  pleasing. 
Another  very  low  mintage  date  from  this  period,  only  4,025  1870 
Philadelphia  Eagles  were  struck. 


4785  1870.  Extremely  Fine  45.  The  surfaces  are  lightly  abraded  but  not  as 

severely  as  often  seen.  In  fact  much  of  the  original  prooflike  surface 
remains.  These  low  mintage  Eagles  all  come  with  prooflike  fields  from 
the  highly  polished  dies.  Once  the  handful  of  Proof  coins  were  struck, 
the  regular  issue  coinage  was  begun,  however,  the  dies  had  not  yet 
lost  their  polish  so  the  next  couple  thousand  coins  have  the  prooflike 
appearance  familiar  to  students  of  the  series.  A  lovely  coin  worthy  of 
the  finest  set.  David  Akers  notes  that  this  date  is  unknown  in  Mint 
State. 


4786  1870.  Extremely  Fine  40.  The  usual  prooflike  surfaces  with  abrasions. 

As  the  Philadelphia  Mint  only  struck  4,025  coins,  the  dies  never  lost 
their  original  Proof  polish,  hence  all  business  strikes  examined  show 
evidence  of  prooflike  fields.  Here  is  a  most  pleasing  specimen  from  an 
important  year  in  American  History. 


THE  SECOND  FINEST  KNOWN  1870  S  EAGLE 


4787  1870-S.  About  Uncirculated  50.  Exceptional  surfaces  that 

have  not  been  subjected  to  the  often  seen  abrasions  in  the 
fields  or  on  the  devices.  In  fact,  a  goodly  amount  of  lustre  is 
visible  near  the  devices.  David  Akers  notes  that  only  one  coin 
has  been  auctioned  in  About  Uncirculated  condition,  this  is  the 
coin,  which  was  previously  sold  in  the  Miles  collection. 
However,  a  second  specimen  was  offered  in  the  Eliasberg  Sale 
which  graded  About  Uncirculated  55+  making  this  the  second 
Finest  Known  specimen  of  the  8,000  struck.  As  a  date,  it  is 
unknown  in  Mint  State.  Although  the  current  Redbook  gives  a 
price  of  $1,800.  in  Mint  State  60  for  this  date,  none  have  ever 
been  found  that  qualify  in  this  grade.  Here  is  a  coin  that  is 
certain  to  attract  considerable  attention  from  date  collectors.

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4788  1870-S.  PCGS  graded  Extremely  Fine  40.  Premium  Quality.  Smooth 

surfaces  and  an  especially  bold  strike  seemed  to  us  adequate 
justification  to  add  a  P.Q.  modifier  to  the  grade.  We  have  seen  boxcars 
full  of  nicked  and  scratched  Eagles  over  the  years.  Therefore  we  know 
from  experience  that  when  one  as  smooth  and  defect-free  as  this  one 
comes  up,  it  is  in  a  class  by  itself.  Making  1870-S  all  the  more 
desirable  is  its  low  mintage:  9,000  pieces.  Take  a  look  at  this  coin  prior 
to  the  sale  We  are  certain  you  will  want  bid  for  it. 


4792  1871-S.  Very  Fine  30.  Only  lightly  abraded  for  the  grade  with  clean 

rims  and  devices.  Rarely  encountered  even  a  grade  higher  in  spite  of 
its  comparatively  high  mintage  of  16,500  coins.  A  good-looking 
specimen  for  the  grade  and  worth  considering  for  your  date  set. 

SECOND  FINEST  KNOWN  1872  BUSINESS  STRIKE 


4789  1870-S.  Extremely  Fine  40.  Excellent  surfaces  for  the  grade  with  far 

fewer  marks  than  encountered  on  most  specimens  of  this  era.  Hints 
of  lustre  remain  about  the  stars  and  devices.  This  example  compares 
favorably  with  the  previous  lot  with  its  clean  and  pleassing  surfaces, 
although  it  does  have  more  wear.  Even  with  the  previous  lot,  this 
specimen  is  a  significant  offering  in  its  own  right. 


4793  1872.  Extremely  Fine  45+.  This  is  second  Finest  Known  business 

strike  in  existence  behind  a  single  Mint  State  specimen.  The  prooflike 
surfaces  are  evenly  abraded,  but  this  specimen  has  a  very  acceptable 
“look"  to  it.  One  for  the  date  collector  who  desires  a  low  mintage 
(1,650  struck!)  with  only  10  to  12  known  in  all  grades.  A  rare 
opportunity  for  the  astute  numismatist.

4790  1871-CC.  Very  Fine  35.  Excellent  fields  and  surfaces  were  it  not  for 

a  light  pinscratch  from  beneath  Liberty's  ear  to  the  third  star.  A  very 
rare  coin  with  only  a  dozen  or  so  grading  higher  from  an  original 
mintage  of  8,085.  Very  acceptable  in  spite  of  its  minor  defect. 


4791  1871-S.  Extremely  Fine  40.  A  pleasing,  original  coin  which  has  never 

been  cleaned.  The  strike  is  excellent  and  the  surfaces  show  only 
moderate  circulation  marks.  With  a  mintage  of  16,500  pieces,  1871-S, 
like  those  before  and  after  it  in  this  sale,  is  a  recognized  rarity  in  high 
grade.  Bid  accordingly. 


4794  1872-S.  PCGS  graded  Extremely  Fine  45.  Minimal  abrasions  with 

excellent  lustre  and  surfaces.  A  very  rare  coin  with  only  a  couple  of 
specimens  that  qualify  at  a  higher  grade.  The  PCGS  holder  has 
incurred  a  few  deep  scratches  and  the  buyer  may  want  to  deslab  or 
reslab  it. 


4795  1872-S.  Extremely  Fine  40.  Handsome  in  every  way:  nice  strike, 

attractive  surfaces,  excellent  eye  appeal,  and  low  mintage  (17,300). 
Events  during  1872  were  pretty  much  akin  to  what  took  place  in 
1986-7.  The  cheap  money  which  arose  out  of  our  Civil  War  allowed 
savvy  wheeler-dealers  to  buy  up  companies  then  inflate  their  stock 
prices.  A  building  boom  accompanied  this  stock  boom;  railroad 
mileage  grew  by  leaps  and  bounds;  land  speculation  was  rife.  In  the 
political  cauldron,  all  sorts  of  noxious  things  were  brewing  underneath 
the  surface  of  President  Grant's  administration.  The  Credit  MobiHer 
scandal  was  frothing  to  a  head.  And  the  waves  were  still  sloshing 
through  Wall  Street  from  Fisk's  and  Gould's  1869  corner  of  the  gold 
market.  Meanwhile,  out  West,  four  powerful  men  were  dividing  up 
the  state  of  California  into  political  fiefdoms.  Amid  such  churning  and 
industrial  growth,  this  delightful  1872-S  gold  Eagle  entered  the 
streams  of  commerce.  One  wonders  what  stories  it  would  tell  if  only 
it  could  speak ? 
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4796  1872-S.  Extremely  Fine  40.  A  splendid  original  specimen  without  the 

often  seen  deep  bagmarks.  The  surfaces  show  the  light  abrasions 
associated  with  all  large  gold  coins  of  this  era,  but  none  of  the  heavy 
ones  that  detract  from  the  rare  coins.  An  opportunity  to  choose  from 
two  very  nice  specimens  in  one  sale  does  not  occur  often. 


EXTREMELY  RARE  1873  EAGLE 


4797  1873.  Very  Fine  20.  Superb  coppery  toning  about  the  devices 

and  well  struck.  One  of  only  800  business  strikes  made  during 
the  entire  year  in  Philadelphia.  The  date  is  low  in  the  field 
which  is  one  of  the  criteria  for  all  business  strikes.  The 
surfaces  have  the  usual  marks,  but  in  this  grade  they  seem  to 
blend  in  well  on  balance.  It  appears  that  only  a  dozen  or  so  are 
known  in  all  grades,  most  being  Very  Fine  to  Extremely  Fine. 
If  you  are  a  date  collector,  don't  let  this  one  pass  you  by,  it  may 
be  a  long  time  before  another  appears. 


4798  1873-S.  Extremely  Fine  45.  Another  sharp  San  Francisco  Mint  Eagle 
from  the  low  mintage  years  of  the  early  1870's.  The  surfaces  are 
attractive  and  the  details  well  defined.  Circulation  marks  are  small  and 
well  distributed,  giving  the  coin  even  wear.  Only  12,000  coins  were 
minted,  all  apparently  struck  from  one  of  the  four  dies  shipped,  and 
all  with  a  Closed  3  in  the  date.  Very  rare  in  this  grade. 

4799  1874.  About  Uncirculated  50.  Although  the  Philadelphia  Mint 
increased  the  mintage  to  53,160  this  year,  few  were  saved  in  Mint 
State  making  this  specimen  within  the  top  two  dozen  known.  The 
normal  abrasions  are  in  the  fields,  but  this  example  has  excellent  lustre 
and  would  still  be  a  welcome  addition  to  a  date  set. 

4800  1874.  Extremely  Fine  45. 

4801  1874-CC.  Extremely  Fine  40.  Pleasing  surfaces  and  with  a  touch  of 
lustre  remaining  between  the  stars  and  letters.  One  of  only  16,767 
Carson  City  Eagles  struck  this  year,  and  far  above-average. 

4802  1874-CC.  Very  Fine  25.  A  lovely  coin  with  even  wear.  The  only 
problem  it  has  is  a  short,  shallow  scratch  below  the  bust  and  to  the 
right  of  the  date.  Fewer  abrasions  than  usually  seen  mar  the  fields. 
About  average  for  the  date  with  perhaps  50  specimens  outstanding 
in  all  grades. 


4803  1874-CC.  Very  Fine  25.  The  obverse  is  clean  for  the  grade  with  only 

a  tiny  scratch  at  the  eleventh  star  near  the  rim.  The  reverse  has  a  few 
more  marks,  mostly  in  the  fields.  Excellent  color  overall,  just  a  bit  too 
much  wear  to  qualify  at  a  higher  grade.  A  very  rare  date. 


4804  1874-S.  Extremely  Fine  40.  Well  struck  and  well  preserved,  with 
moderate  circulation  marks.  Mintage  for  1874  continued  small  at 
10,000  pieces.  As  with  all  of  these,  quite  rare  above  Very  Fine. 

4805  1874-S.  Extremely  Fine  40.  Very  clean  surfaces  for  the  grade  with 
only  minor  marks  scattered  about  the  fields.  Boldly  struck  and  very 
pleasing.  Some  wear  is  noted  on  the  upper  parts  of  the  eagle's  wings, 
but  this  is  still  one  of  the  better  ones  in  existence.  Of  the  10,000 
originally  struck,  most  were  melted  or  lost  over  the  years. 


4806  1875-CC.  Extremely  Fine  40+.  Well  struck  in  the  centers  for  a  Carson 
City  Mint  Eagle,  with  only  scattered  circulation  marks  evident.  Lustre 
shines  from  the  protected  areas.  All  in  all  a  first  rate  specimen. 

4807  1875-CC.  Very  Fine  25.  An  excellent  specimen  of  this  always  weakly 
struck  coin.  The  surfaces  are  clean  for  the  grade  and  have  lustre 
remaining  about  the  periphery.  Additionally,  there  is  original  copper 
toning  about  the  rims  which  serves  to  frame  the  coin  nicely.  The  only 
mark  worthy  of  note  is  a  small  depression  between  S  and  0  of  STATES 
OF.  A  difficult  coin  to  find  any  better,  if  you  can  find  one  at  all. 

4808  1875-CC.  Very  Fine  25.  Only  7,715  mintage. 

4809  1875-CC.  Very  Fine  20.  Bright  yellow  gold  with  a  few  scattered 
abrasions.  Akers  notes  that  this  date  always  is  weakly  struck, 
probably  coming  from  the  dies  in  the  equivalent  to  Very  Fine  condition, 
perhaps  with  a  bit  more  lustre.  A  most  acceptable  specimen  for  the 
date  collector,  one  you  won't  be  able  to  upgrade  with  any  ease. 


VERY  RARE  1876  PROOF  EAGLE

4810  1876.  Brilliant  Proof  63.  Struck  in  such  a  way  that  the  two-tone 

contrast  is  especially  vivid;  a  satisfying  mix  of  frosted  devices  against 
deep  mirror  fields  gives  this  one  its  cameo  look.  The  fields  show  minor 
contact  marks,  but  none  are  heavy.  When  it  comes  to  rarity,  1876  is 
one  of  the  rarest  Proofs,  having  a  mintage  of  45,  of  which,  perhaps, 
half  survive  today.  A  handsome  representative  Proof  gold  piece  from 
our  nation's  Centennial  year. 
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481 1  1876-CC.  Extremely  Fine  40.  Very  small  mintage  this  year  of  4,696. 

The  present  coin  is  especially  attractive  in  having  very  few  circulation 
marks  of  note  and  an  overall  aesthetic  beauty  rarely  seen  on  Carson 
City  issues. 


481  5  1876-S.  Extremely  Fine  40.  One  of  only  5,000  struck  for  the  year  with 

perhaps  a  single  coin  that  grades  significantly  better.  The  surfaces 
reflect  some  lustre  near  the  protected  areas  and  only  a  few  minor 
abrasions.  If  you  need  this  date  for  your  set,  make  sure  to  bid  liberally 
as  another  may  not  come  along  in  this  grade  for  a  very  long  tima 


1876-CC.  Extremely  Fine  40.  Bright  and  lustrous  with  fewer  marks 
than  one  usually  encounters  on  these  heavy,  soft  coins.  An  extremely 
rare  coin  in  this  grade,  Akers  notes  only  1  in  About  Uncirculated  and 
4  in  Extremely  Fine.  This  coin  is  very  well  struck  at  the  centers  which 
is  most  unusual.  Well  within  the  Condition  Census  for  the  date  and 
destined  for  the  Finest  date  set  of  Eagles. 


4816  1877-CC.  Very  Fine  20.  Although  this  coin  has  a  very  low  mintage  of 

a  scant  3,332  pieces,  it  is  available  in  most  circulated  grades.  This 
specimen  has  clean  surfaces  for  the  grade  and  will  please  most  date 
collectors. 


4813  1876-CC.  Extremely  Fine  40.  A  second  superlative  specimen  of  this 

very  rare  date.  The  surfaces  are  pleasing  and  show  only  minimal 
abrasions.  The  curls  are  a  bit  weakly  struck  on  Liberty,  otherwise  this 
specimen  is  very  comparable  to  the  other  1876-CC  offered  herein.  A 
rare  opportunity  to  choose  between  two  high  grade  specimens. 


4814  1876-S.  PCGS  graded  Extremely  Fine  40.  Premium  Quality. 

Outstanding!  Both  from  an  appearance  point  of  view,  as  well  as  from 
its  standing  in  the  rarity  hierarchy,  this  is  first-class.  Bagmarks  are  at 
a  minimum  (we  note  a  few  in  the  fields  around  Liberty).  And  rarity  is 
at  a  maximum:  5,000  mintage;  very  few  known  in  high  grades. 

Please  note:  We  have  not  mentioned  PCGS  population  reports  on 
most  of  the  San  Francisco  Mint  Eagles  offered  here.  This  is  not 
because  they  are  so  common  there  is  little  need  to  do  so.  On  the 
contrary,  almost  every  coin  is  either  the  only  piece  graded  so  far,  or, 
at  best,  one  of  a  couple.  Briefly  put,  they  are  so  rare  in  high  grades, 
few  ever  come  on  the  market  to  get  submitted. 


4817  1877-S.  Extremely  Fine  45.  A  handsome,  well  preserved  example.  The 
centers  are  sharply  struck  and  the  surfaces  attractive.  One  of  only 
17,00  minted. 

4818  1877-S.  Extremely  Fine  40.  A  few  scattered  marks  but  nothing 
serious  or  detracting.

American  numismatics  is  Saint-Gaudens'  enchantingly  beautiful  "Wire"  rim  Eagle.  Adding  to  this  coin's  importance,  however,  is  its 
remarkable  pedigree,  for  this  specimen  is  from  the  collection  of  Louis  Eliasberg.  When  Bowers  and  Ruddy  Galleries  auctioned  the 
renowned  Eliasberg  "Gold  Coin  Collection"  in  1982,  numismatists  from  across  the  country  descended  upon  the  city  of  New  York 
to  vie  for  the  magnificent  coins  sold  in  the  sale.  It  is  an  honor  for  us  to  be  able  to  present  for  your  bidding  pleasure  the  famed  Eliasberg 
1907  Wire  Rim,  Periods  Eagle.  We  quote  from  Bowers  and  Ruddy's  description: 

"Gem  Matte  Proof-67.  Virtual  perfection  in  this,  one  of  the  most  famous  of  all  American  coin  designs  and  issues. 

"The  detailed  story,  including  many  illustrations  and  excerpts  from  original  correspondence,  of  the  development  of  the  1  907  eagle 
and  double  eagle  by  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens,  America's  most  noted  sculptor,  is  told  in  United  States  Gold  Coins:  An  Illustrated 
History.  Briefly  stated  here,  Theodore  Roosevelt  in  1905  contacted  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens,  who  at  the  time  was  pre-eminent  in 
his  field,  and  asked  him  if  he  would  redesign  the  entire  American  coinage.  Roosevelt  had  seen  some  ancient  Greek  coins  and  had 
been  impressed  with  their  high  relief  appearance.  To  him,  contemporary  American  issues  were  simply  uninteresting  tokens.  Saint- 
Gaudens  responded  Ian  offer  of  $5,000  from  the  government  helped),  and  he  set  about  sketching  his  ideas.  The  obverse  design  used 
on  the  presently-offered  coin  was  suggested  for  use  on  the  cent  and,  later,  the  double  eagle,  but  finally  appeared  on  the  eagle.  The 
facial  features  are  from  Victory,  part  of  the  Sherman  Monument  group  made  for  Central  Park,  New  York  City,  1903.  The  headdress 
is  an  added  feature  to  give  it  a  "native  American"  appearance. 

"The  initial  eagle  design,  the  piece  offered  here,  is  technically  considered  a  pattern  and  is  listed  as  Judd-1  774.  500  examples  were 
struck  to  determine  the  design.  The  wire  rim  or  edge  was  found  to  be  impractical  and  was  abandoned. 

"For  many  years  numismatists  have  continually  been  debating  whether  top  grade  specimens  should  be  classified  as  "Proof"  or 
"Uncirculated."  The  Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins  prices  coins  in  both  grades.  All  specimens  are  from  unfinished  dies  which 
show  under  low  magnification  a  myriad  of  raised  lines,  loops,  and  swirls.  Abe  Kosoff  has  written  that  'all  specimens  from  this  die 
are  Proofs.  .  .there  are  no  Uncirculated  coins.'  Others  with  equal  conviction  have  divided  them  into  Uncirculated  and  Proof 
classifications,  possibly  not  having  two  different  specimens  on  hand  at  a  single  time  to  verify  such  a  difference. 

"Coins  of  the  initial  design  are  distinguished  by  having  periods  before  and  after  the  reverse  legend,  a  feature  that  was  discontinued 
when  examples  were  subsequently  minted  in  large  quantity  for  circulation. 

"The  piece  offered  here  has  a  very  special  finish  in  our  opinion  and  can  be  designated  as  a  Matte  Proof.  As  such,  it  is  difficult  to 
distinguish  its  rarity,  for  David  Akers  cites  the  auction  appearance  of  only  7  Proofs  and  99  Uncirculated  coins,  including  duplications. 

Suffice  it  to  say  that  the  coin  offered  here  is  one  of  the  very  finest  of  its  kind  and  certainly  is  worthy  of  a  premium  over  what  has 
been  regarded  as  Uncirculated.

It  was  his  failure  to  gain  acceptance  for  his 
designs  that  limited  their  mintage;  only  500  of  these  were 
struck!

While  collectors  have  long  used  the  term  " wire  edge"  for  this 
coin,  as  well  as  for  the  distinctive  edge  on  Proofs,  the  Mint's 
actual  name  for  this  is  "knife  rim."  Technically,  an  edge  is  that 
part  of  the  coin  which  receives  reeding  or  lettering.  Perhaps 
this  is  nitpicking,  but  it  never  hurts  to  be  be  accurate.

4937  1907.  Saint-Gaudens  Indian  Eagle.  Rolled  or  rounded  edge.  Periods  before  and  after  legends  on  reverse.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65. 

The  Garrett  Coin.  A  superb  specimen  of  one  of  America's  most  famous  gold  rarities.  Half  a  Pattern  coin  and  half  a  regular  issue  (Judd 
lists  this  as  1775  in  his  Pattern  book),  there  were  31,550  pieces  struck.  However,  Mint  officials  were  fearful  of  adverse  publicity  (hence, 
their  jobs),  so  melted  nearly  the  entire  mintage!  According  to  Frank  Leach,  Director  of  the  Mint  at  the  time,  only  42  remained 
outstanding. 

As  with  many  of  these  early  Saint-Gaudens'  pieces,  the  distinction  between  Uncirculated  and  Proof  is  not  well  defined.  The  Red 
Book,  for  instance,  lists  these  as  Proofs,  while  David  Akers  considers  most  as  business  strikes  and  only  4  or  5  Proofs. 

Therefore,  we  will  stick  with  PCGS's  designation  as  a  Gem  Uncirculated  specimen.  When  you  examine  the  coin  for  yourself  you 
can  arrive  at  a  decision.  One  decision  we  know  you  will  come  to  is  that  this  is  a  fantastic  coin  and  one  which  deserves  a  place  in 
your  collection.

Augustus  Saint-Gaudens'  so-called  "Indian''  Head  Eagles  are  really 
a  concoction  of  his  creative  genius  having  to  mold  itself  to  the  political 
realities  of  coinage  design.  Hear  some  of  Walter  Breen's  lively 
commentary  on  how  this  intriguing  coin  came  about:  "For  the  new 
eagle  design,  Augustus  St.  Gaudens  [sic]  (in  consultation  with  Pres. 
Theodore  Roosevelt)  decided  to  use  not  a  standing  figure  but  a  head, 
feeling  that  the  heroic  effect  of  any  standing  figure,  as  chosen  for  the 
double  eagle,  would  be  lost  in  smaller  diameter.  The  President, 
disgusted  beyond  measure  at  what  he  called  our  'atrociously  hideous' 
coinage,  had  asked  St.  Gaudens  to  design  replacements.  The  profile 
St.  Gaudens  chose  originated  in  a  figure  of  Nike  ('Victory'),  part  of  his 
Gen.  Sherman  Monument  (1905),  ultimately  inspired  by  a  Hellenistic 
Wingless  Victory  on  the  temple  of  Zeus  Soter.  .  at  Pergamon. .  .  .  At 
Pres.  Roosevelt's  insistence,  and  for  no  other  reason,  St.  Gaudens 
gave  this  head  a  nationalistic  character  by  the  absurd  addition  of  a 
feathered  war  bonnet,  such  as  neither  Ms.  Liberty  nor  any  Native 
American  woman  would  have  ever  worn."

4948  1909.  Matte  Proof  65.  Struck  in  the  alluring  "Roman  Gold" 

finish  as  on  Proofs  of  this  year  and  1910.  This  stunning  Gem 
Proof  is  notable  for  its  rich  texture  and  coloring.  Moreover,  the 
surfaces  are  immaculate,  with  no  breaks  in  the  lustre,  hairlines, 
or  readily  visible  marks.

Eagle  mintage  seesawed  at  San 
Francisco  during  the  'Teens.  One  year  it  might  top  out  at  several 
hundred  thousand;  the  next  it  would  plunge.  1913-S  was  one  of  the 
plunge  years:  only  66,000  were  struck.  And  most  all  went  directly  into 
circulation.  For  some  reason,  few  people  had  the  foresight  to  stash 
these  away  at  the  time  of  issue.  So  when  collecting  took  off  in  a  big 
way  in  the  1970's  and  1980's,  numismatists  began  to  realize  how 
truly  rare  they  were.  If  you  need  a  1913-S  for  your  set,  do  not  let  this 
one  pass  you  by.

Well,  mintage  for  1914  was  nearly  halved  from  what  it  had 
been  previously,  with  only  50  pieces  being  sold.  The  few  that 
come  on  the  market  each  year  are  invariably  scuffed  or  nicked 
in  some  way.  Perhaps  collectors  did  not  know  how  to  care  for 
them.  Fortunately,  whoever  owned  this  piece  did  know  what 
he  had,  for  it  has  been  handled  with  kid  gloves  probably  since 
the  day  it  was  first  sold.

4979  1920-S.  Mint  State  64.  A  few,  widely  scattered  bagmarks  on 

the  obverse,  but  these  are  almost  completely  hidden  in  the 
feathered  headdress.  The  lustre  is  in  full  mint  bloom  and  the 
fields  are  quite  nice.  Weak  centers  are  noted,  but  these  are  a 
trait  of  1920-S,  so  they  shouldn't  affect  your  bidding.  This  date 
is  legendary  among  U.S.  numismatists;  along  with  1930-S  and 
1933,  it  is  one  of  a  triad  of  modern  rarites.  Most  were  evidently 
kept  in  bank  vaults  between  the  time  they  were  made  in  1920, 
and  the  summer  of  1933,  when  President  Franklin  Roosevelt 
confiscated  the  public's  gold.  Nearly  all  were  melted  into 
400-ounce  gold  bars,  which,  today,  rest  in  tall  golden  stacks 
at  Fort  Knox  and  the  New  York  Sub-Treasury.  Here  is  one  of  the 
nicest  1920-S  Eagles  to  escape  that  dismal  fate.

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THE  RARE  1930  S  EAGLE

4987  1930-S.  Mint  State  64.  A  lovely  example  of  this  famed  Indian 

Head  Eagle.  The  surfaces  absolutely  glow  with  satin  lustre, 
and  we  note  that  the  obverse  is  especially  free  from  marks. 
The  reverse,  while  it  has  a  few  bagmarks  here  and  there,  is 
more  than  just  so-so.  It  is  really  outstanding.  Each  and  every 
feather  on  the  eagle,  from  his  tiniest  chest  fluff  to  his  long 
wing  quills,  stands  out  boldly.  Furthermore,  a  high,  knife  rim 
makes  an  admirable  frame  around  this  picture-perfect  rarity. 


4988  1932.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Here  is  a  frosty  original  coin  that 

has  a  few  tiny  marks  which  keep  it  from  perfection,  but  far  above- 
average.  One  of  305  so  graded  by  PCGS  making  this  far  and  away  the 
most  common  choice  date  for  the  type,  but  only  47  graded  higher.

4989  1932.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  A  superb  specimen  for  the  grade 

with  only  a  few  minor  contact  marks.  The  fields  are  quite  clean. 


4990  1932.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Frosty  and  original  with  pleasing 

surfaces. 


4992  1932.  Mint  State  63. 


4993  1932.  Mint  State  63.  Satiny  mint  lustre  and  nice  cheek  on  Liberty.

This  is  the  only  affordable  1932  American  gold  coin.  Its  companion 
Double  Eagle  commands  many  times  its  price.  At  the  time  this  coin 
was  being  issued  our  banks  got  into  a  jam  of  sorts.  For  example, 
4,000  went  belly  up  that  year  as  gold  was  yanked  out  of  them  and 
put  under  mattresses.  In  an  attempt  to  stop  this  golden  hemorrhage, 
FDR.  nationalized  the  precious  yellow,  melted  down  any  of  the  coins 
still  in  banker's  vaults,  and  hid  the  resulting  400-ounce  bars  away  in 
the  dusty  bowels  of  Fort  Knox.

5015  1933.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  Lustrous  and  frosty.  One  of  the  Finest  Known  examples  of  this  issue. 

Here  we  present  the  number  one  rarity  among  Indian  Head  Eagles.  When  President  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  issued  his  Executive  Order 
of  March  1933  pertaining  to  gold  coins,  few  1933  Eagles  had  reached  the  public.  Of  several  hundred  thousand  struck,  possibly  only 
25  to  50  were  released.  And  of  these,  only  a  dozen  or  so  can  be  traced  today.  We  mention  this  because  the  1933  Eagle  has  the 
distinction  of  being  the  only  collectible  gold  coin  of  its  year. 

To  have  a  1933  Eagle  as  a  centerpiece  in  one's  collection  has  long  been  a  dream  of  most  gold  collectors.  The  present  coin  is 
exceptionally  handsome  and  will  please  the  most  fastidious  connoisseur. 

The  only  other  American  gold  coin  minted  in  1933  was  the  Double  Eagle,  of  which  445,500  were  made.  According  to  government 
records,  however,  none  were  officially  released  into  circulation  before  F.D.R.'s  call  in  order.  A  few  pieces  did  sneak  out,  however.  But 
these  are  viewed  by  the  Treasury  and  the  Secret  Service  as  illegally  held.  This  makes  the  1933  Eagle  the  only  available  gold  coin  of 
this  year.

The  surfaces  are 
much  nicer  than  usual,  bit  only  the  lightest  of  contact  marks  visible. 
1853,  3  over  2  is  unpriced  in  the  1990  edition  of  the  " Guide  Book.” 
Breen  describes  it  as  Extremely  Rare. 

5022  1855.  About  Uncirculated  58.  A  frosty  original  coin  with  a  single 
heavy  mark  just  below  the  truncation.  Interesting  slanting  5's  as  seen 
on  all  of  Longacre's  coinage  for  the  year. 

5023  1855.  Extremely  Fine  45.  Well  struck  and  with  a  clean  cheek  on 
Liberty. 

VERY  RARE  1855  0  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


5024  1855-0.  Extremely  Fine  40.  A  very  handsome  example  of  this 

impressive  rarity.  The  strike  is  excellent  for  a  New  Orleans  Mint  issue, 
and  the  surfaces  show  only  small  circulation  marks;  none  are  overly 
detracting  to  the  eye.  1855-0  is  on  of  the  rarest  Double  Eagles. 
Mintage  came  in  at  an  even  8,000  pieces.  Compare  that  to  the 
million+  mintages  of  other  dates  and  mints  around  it  and  you  can 
begin  to  understand  why  1855-0  has  captured  the  fancy  of  Double 
Eagle  collectors  and  rarities  buffs.  We  think  the  successful  bidder  will 
be  overjoyed  with  his  new  prize. 


5025  1855-0.  Extremely  Fine  40.  Fewer  circulation  marks  than  often  seen 
on  this  issue  for  the  grade.  Even  wear  and  most  acceptable  for  the 
grade.  A  very  rare  date  with  only  8,000  struck  for  circulation.  One  can 
assume  that  most  were  melted  with  the  onset  of  the  Civil  War  and 
used  to  pay  for  much  needed  supplies.  Here  is  an  affordable  example 
for  the  date  collector. 

5026  1856-S.  About  Uncirculated  50.  Highly  lustrous  and  very  smooth 
surfaces;  only  a  few  nose  nicks  on  Liberty,  otherwise  choice.  An 
excellent  coin  to  represent  the  No  Motto  type. 

5027  1857.  Mint  State  60.  A  lovely  example  of  the  No  Motto  type.  Liberty's 
head  stands  out  boldly,  while  every  nuance  of  the  intricate  reverse 
design  is  sharp.  Rounding  out  this  picture  of  a  well-made  Double  Eagle 
are  the  full  stars  which  encircle  Liberty.  The  fields  are  clean  and 
frosted  with  only  a  modest  number  of  bagmarks  present  to  break  the 
subdued  lustre. 

5028  1857.  About  Uncirculated  58.  Bright  yellow  gold  lustre  highlights  this 
top  end  Double  Eagle.  Only  the  faintest  rub  on  Liberty's  cheek  keeps 
this  piece  from  grading  full  Mint  State.  The  strike  is  outstanding  and 
the  surfaces  are  quite  free  from  offending  marks.  Add  these 
handsome  attributes  together  and  you  have  a  coin  which  combines 
high  quality  and  superb  value. 


5029  1857-0.  Extremely  Fine  40.  However,  the  fields  and  devices  were 

cleaned  resulting  in  many  tiny  hairlines  atop  the  bagmarked  surfaces. 


5030  1857-S.  Mint  State  60+.  A  smooth,  clean  cheek  on  Liberty  is  the  first 

point  you  notice  when  examining  this  attractive  coin.  It  and  the  fields 
are  far  freer  from  bagmarks  and  blemishes  than  most  No  Mottos  we 
have  handled.  What's  more,  the  strike  is  unbeatable;  every  detail  is 
clearly  defined;  engraver  James  B.  Longacre's  artistic  talent  is  there  for 
all  to  see.  For  those  of  you  who  collect  these  resplendent  coins  in 
Uncirculated  condition,  we  suggest  you  examine  this  1857-S  and  then 
place  your  bid.

An  especially  nice  cheek  on  Liberty's 
puts  this  one  way  out  in  front  in  the  attractiveness  race.  Equally 
outstanding  is  its  strike. 


1858.  About  Uncirculated  55.  Very  clean  surfaces  for  a  Type  1  Double 
Eagle  and  excellent  lustre.  One  would  expect  a  much  later  date  at  first 
glance  as  most  of  these  early  coins  are  only  seen  with  heavy 
bagmarks. 


1858-0.  Extremely  Fine  45.  Even  wear  and  very  acceptable  surfaces. 
The  usual  bagmarks  are  much  lighter  than  usual  for  this  early  New 
Orleans  Double  Eagle.  What's  more,  this  is  a  low  mintage  date  with  a 
scant  35,250  struck  for  circulation. 


1858-0.  Extremely  Fine  45.  Much  scarcer  than  its  mintage  or  its 
Guide  Book  listing  would  imply.  This  one  has  heavy  circulation  marks; 
however,  these  are  evenly  distributed. 


5035  1858-S.  About  Uncirculated  50.  Abundant  mint  frost  on  this  well 
struck,  very  nicely  preserved  specimen. 

5036  1859-S.  About  Uncirculated  55.  Outstanding  in  every  way:  strike, 
color,  surface  texture,  and  lustre. 

EXTREMELY  RARE  1860  0  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


5037  1860-0.  Extremely  Fine  45.  Sharply  struck  and  well  centered;  none  of 

the  circulation  marks  are  distracting.  1860-0  was  struck  to  the  tune 
of  6,600  pieces.  Most  of  those  were  soon  caught  up  in  the  chaos  of 
Civil  War.  Any  found  circulating  in  the  South  were  undoubtedly  used 
to  pay  for  war  supplies.  Today,  only  a  comparative  handful  survive. 
David  Akers  was  able  to  trace  39  appearances  at  auction  in  his  study 
of  300+  sales.  Many  of  these  must  have  been  reappearances  of  the 
same  coin. 


5038  1860-0.  Extremely  Fine  40.  Moderate  bagmarks  with  great  original 

toning  about  the  surfaces.  Only  6,600  were  struck  as  this  country 
sank  into  war.  How  many  could  have  survived?

5039  1 861 .  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  67.  The  Finest  Known  Specimen.  Incredible  as  it  seems,  here  is  a  No  Motto  Twenty  Dollar  Gold  piece 

that  knocks  the  socks  off  of  every  other  business  strike  from  Maine  to  California  and  from  Alaska  to  Florida.  According  to  the  July 
1989  PCGS  Population  Report,  only  3  other  Mint  State  67  Liberty  Head  Twenty  Dollar  Gold  pieces  have  been  graded  (two  1897-S 
and  one  1901-S).  Not  even  a  run  of  the  mill  1904  Phillie  has  earned  this  coveted  title.  And  no  other  No  Motto  pieces. 

How  can  one  begin  to  describe  near  perfection?  When  you  examine  this  coin  beforehand,  please  carefully  note  the  following:  stars 
so  bold  they  appear  to  have  been  transplanted  from  a  Proof;  devices  so  razor-sharp  you  would  need  a  microscope  to  imagine  a  bit 
of  flatness;  satiny  texture  which  is  beyond  compare;  and  a  golden  cheek  that  is,  well,  perfect. 

If  you  are  a  connoisseur  of  Double  Eagles,  and  simply  MUST  own  the  Finest  Known  No  Motto,  if  you  like  coins  for  which  there 
are  absolutely  no  runners  up,  in  short,  if  you  want  a  phenomenal  coin  with  a  future  potential  unlike  any  other,  than  figure  your  bid, 
come  to  the  sale,  and  raise  your  bidder  card  for  all  to  see. 

Every  numismatist  who  has  been  around  for  even  a  little  while  knows  how  difficult  it  is  to  find  high  quality  U.S.  gold  coins.  The 
smaller  denominations  are  sometimes  available  in  Mint  State  65  grades  or  higher.  However,  Double  Eagles  in  particular  seem  prone 
to  nicks  and  bruises.  Otherwise  dazzling  gems  may  have  an  unsightly  scuff  on  the  cheek  or  a  scratch  in  some  important  location. 
Put  yourself  in  the  shoes  of  a  Double  Eagle,  so  to  speak.  There  you  are,  bright  and  pretty,  a  freshly  minted  1861  No  Motto  jewel, 
when,  a  fraction  of  a  second  after  having  come  into  this  world  you  are  unceremoniously  ejected  into  a  bin  of  others  of  your  kind. 
Clunk!  You  have  just  put  a  disfiguring  chatter  mark  on  the  cheek  of  your  neighbor  you  have  fallen  on.  Clangl  Bang!  Others  of  your 
kin  cascade  down  upon  you. 

Then,  as  if  these  indignities  weren 't  enough,  you  get  stacked  and  counted,  manhandled  into  a  bag,  trucked  on  a  rickety  horse-drawn 
security  wagon  to  a  dusty  vault  somewhere,  hefted  up  by  a  gorilla-armed  bank  clerk,  and  dumped  in  a  corner  of  the  vault  with  a  thud. 
And  all  this  to  await  that  ultimate  horror  or  horrors:  entry  into  circulation! 

Well,  you  get  the  picture.  Most  Double  Eagles  received  rough  handling  pretty  much  as  herein  described.  Is  it  any  wonder,  then, 
why  numismatists  go  into  raptures  when  a  truly  superb  coin,  like  that  offered  here,  makes  its  appearance ? 
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EXCITING  1861  MINT  STATE  64  TWENTY 


5040  1861.  Mint  State  64.  Frosty  mint  lustre  and  a  clean  cheek  are 

the  highlights  of  this  spectacular  Brilliant  Uncirculated  coin. 
The  strike  is  impressive  in  its  bold  detail,  with  every  chubby 
star  proudly  showing  its  radial  lines.  As  to  the  surfaces,  what 
more  can  we  say  than  that  they  are  immaculate.  Contact 
marks  are  at  an  absolute  minimum.  At  times  we  stare  at  a  coin 
like  this  with  awe  and  wonderment.  How  could  it  have 
survived  the  trials  and  tribulations  of  125+  years  so  well?  Who 
cherished  it,  took  care  of  it,  loved  it,  so  that  it  could  pass  down 
to  another  deserving  collector  in  its  pristine  condition?  There 
are  no  answers.  Perhaps  it  was  only  the  unbiased  hand  of 
chance  that  picked  this  one  out  from  the  crowd  to  retain  all  its 
original  elegance. 


5041  1861.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  61.  Premium  Quality.  Somewhat 

prooflike  with  a  myriad  of  planchet  striation  lines  running  across  the 
fields.  A  single  bagmark  below  Liberty's  eye  probably  keeps  this  from 
a  higher  grade.  A  strong  coin  for  the  type  or  date  collector  that  is  quite 
pleasing  for  the  grade. 


5042  1861.  Mint  State  60.  A  handsome  example  of  America's  popular  (and 

hard  to  find  this  nice)  No  Motto  design.  The  strike  is  excellent  and  the 
lustre  gleams  beneath  an  incandescent  light.  There  are  no  heavy 
contact  marks;  there  are  no  unsightly  rim  bumps.  From  first  to  last  this 
is  a  desirable  Mint  State  coin  which  should  find  a  welcome  home  in 
any  high  grade  type  set. 


5043  1861.  Mint  State  60.  A  very  original  coin  with  even  green  and  gold 

toning  throughout.  However,  there  are  a  couple  of  minor  planchet 
flaws  noted  on  the  reverse.  Lastly,  a  single  mark  is  noted  on  Liberty's 
cheek,  really  far  better  than  we  make  it  sound,  a  coin  worth 
examining. 


5044  1861-0.  Extremely  Fine  45+.  This  coin  was  once  completely  prooflike 

in  the  fields,  however,  the  limited  circulation  abraded  the  fields  and 
removed  the  delicate  surfaces.  What  remains  of  the  original 
reflectiveness  is  now  hugging  the  devices,  while  the  fields  display  no 
really  significant  bagmarks.  A  rare  and  important  coin  that  is  difficult 
to  find  appreciably  better. 


EXTREMELY  RARE  1861  0  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


5045  1861-0.  PCGS  graded  Very  Fine  35.  A  pleasingly  well  struck, 

evenly  worn  coin.  The  surfaces  show  only  normal  circulation 
marks;  there  are  no  rim  bumps  or  other  value-impairing 
blemishes  to  mar  the  coin's  look  of  handsome  stateliness. 
Total  mintage  for  1861-0  was  17,741.  Breen  breaks  this  down 
to  5,000  for  the  Union,  9,750  for  the  State  of  Louisiana  (which 
seized  the  Mint  early  in  the  year),  and  2,991  for  the 
Confederacy.  (None  of  these  can  be  told  apart.)  After  those 
final  2,991  pieces  came  tumbling  off  the  CSA  dies,  the  Mint 
had  to  close  shop.  With  war  bubbling  over,  all  precious  metals 
were  hoarded.  Thereafter,  there  was  no  bullion  to  strike  coins. 
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1861 S  PAQUET  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


5046  1861-S.  Paquet  Reverse.  Extremely  Fine  40.  An  attractive 

specimen  of  this  popular  rarity,  well  struck  and  with  a  normal 
quotient  of  circulation  marks.  The  distinctive  reverse  lettering 
is  easy  to  spot. 

Anthony  C.  Paquet  had  prepared  a  medley  of  pattern  coins 
for  the  U.S.  Mint.  None  of  his  ideas  ever  panned  out,  however; 
no  doubt  this  was  due  more  to  Mint  politics  than  to  any  lack 
of  talent  on  his  part.  In  1860-1,  though,  he  was  tapped  to 
revise  the  reverse  die  for  Double  Eagles.  Dies  were  made  and 
19,250  specimens  struck  of  the  revised  format.  The  tall, 
narrow  letters  were  his  hallmark  and  he  used  them  to  good 
effect.  Unfortunately  there  was  one  minor  difficulty.  It  soon 
became  apparent  that  the  reverse  rim  was  too  narrow  relative 
to  the  obverse  rim;  breakage  resulted.  Accordingly  the  dies 
were  retired  and  never  used  again. 


5047  1862.  Mint  State  63.  An  extremely  rare  coin  in  this  grade.  The 

surfaces  are  pristine  with  ample  lustre  and  only  the  most  trivial 
contact  marks.  Turning  to  the  strike,  it  too  is  bold  and  pleasing.  If  you 
want  a  better  date  for  your  type  set,  or  demand  a  top  notch  coin  for 
your  date  set,  then  here  is  a  must  buy  lot  for  you. 


5048  1863.  About  Uncirculated  50+.  Frosty  and  attractive;  nearly  75%  of 

the  mint  bloom  remains.

important  No  Motto  type.  The  stars  are  full,  as  is  Liberty's  hair  detail. 
Even  more  impressive  is  the  bold  reverse;  each  intricately  engraved 
detail  shows  the  artist's  craftsmanship  to  its  fullest.  There  are  a 
modest  number  of  bagmarks  consistent  with  the  grade,  and  according 
to  specialists  in  the  series,  1864-S  is  considered  very  rare  in  Mint 
State.  This  may  possibly  be  the  Finest  Known. 

In  David  Aker's  definitive  1982  Double  Eagle  book,  he  concludes  his 
paragraph  on  the  1864-S  by  saying:  "If  a  choice  or  gem  Uncirculated 
1864-S  exists,  /  have  not  seen  it.  In  terms  of  rarity  according  to 
average  grade,  1864-S  is  one  of  the  rarest  dates  in  the  entire  Double 
Eagle  series  ranking  7th  out  of  204  issues." 


OUTSTANDING  1865-S  MINT  STATE  TWENTY

5050  1865-S.  Mint  State  64.  A  gorgeous  specimen  of  this  San 

Francisco  Mint  issue.  The  strike  is  wonderful:  razor-sharp  and 
showing  no  signs  of  weakness.  Even  the  eagle's  delicate  neck 
feathers  are  complete.  And  what  could  be  more  important  than 
a  smooth,  clean  cheek  on  Liberty?  Here,  only  a  whisper  of 
scuffing  is  noted,  otherwise  her  face  and  neck  abound  in 
unbroken  lustre.  Moreover,  the  fields  show  minimum  contact 
marks  (all  of  which  are  light).  Putting  the  results  in  a  word: 
Outstanding!  Please  do  not  expect  to  be  the  lone  bidder  on  this 
coin.  Know  how  long  you've  been  searching  for  a  first-rate  No 
Motto  Double  Eagle?  Others,  too,  have  spent  their  hours 
digging  through  auction  catalogues  in  the  forlorn  hope  of 
finding  a  nice  one. 

Listen  to  Dave  Akers  describe  1865-S's  rarity  in  high  grade

5054  1868.  Brilliant  Proof  63.  Whenever  Proof  Double  Eagles  come 

up  for  auction  they  command  added  attention  from  the 
audience.  Perhaps  this  is  because  they  are  America's  premiere 
rarities;  large,  golden,  gleaming,  impressive.  And  impressive  is 
exactly  what  this  delightful  1868  is.  Golden  frost  on  Liberty, 
the  eagle,  and  the  stars  stands  out  boldly  from  the  deep  mirror 
background.  There  were  very  few  numismatists  in  America 
prior  to  the  turn  of  the  century,  and  a  Proof  Double  Eagle  was 
quite  expensive.  For  these  reasons,  the  Mint  struck  only  25 
pieces  for  1868.  Of  the  10  to  12  which  are  estimated  to  have 
survived,  this  must  rank  among  the  finest.  It  simply  glistens 
with  golden  sparkle.  Wouldn't  it  look  nice  in  your  set?

1868-S.  About  Uncirculated  50.  At  least  50%  of  the  lustre  remains  on 
this  bright  yellow  gold  example.  Marks  are  moderate,  but  typical,  and 
the  strike  is  above-average. 

You  may  think  that  1860's  Double  Eagles  are  rather  common.  After 
all.  the  “ Guide  Book"  lists  mintages  in  the  hundreds  of  thousands 
each  year.  However,  this  isn't  so  Bear  in  mind  two  things.  First,  much 
of  the  gold  minted  at  Philadelphia,  San  Francisco,  and,  later,  at  Carson 
City,  left  the  country  by  the  earliest  sailing  ship  in  payment  for  imports. 
Throughout  the  latter  half  of  the  19th  Century,  we  Americans  bought 
more  finished  goods  abroad  than  we  sold.  The  difference  was  made 
up  by  foreign  purchases  of  land  and  raw  materials;  and  by  export  of 
gold.  Second,  gold  was  at  a  premium  here  in  the  U.S.  That  is,  in  terms 
of  paper  money  there  was  a  10%  to  20%  premium  on  gold.  This  kept 
most  gold  coins  from  circulation.  One  reason  you  rarely  find  Double 
Eagles  below  Very  Fine  condition,  for  instance,  is  that  most  got  their 
"wear"  from  being  shuffled  back  and  forth  in  kegs  or  bags! 

1869.  About  Uncirculated  50.  Lustrous,  though  bagmarked.  Scattered 
toning  spots. 

1869.  Extremely  Fine  40.  Lightly  burnished  on  the  obverse  to  remove 
an  old  mark.  The  reverse  is  lustrous.

1869-S.  Mint  State  60+.  A  remarkably  nice  Double  Eagle  with  an 
intriguing  combination  of  satin  lustre  on  the  obverse  and  deep  mirror 
prooflike  fields  on  the  reverse.  The  central  devices  are  razor-sharp  and 
while  a  few  of  the  stars  around  Liberty  are  weak,  most  are  well 
formed.  Most  importantly,  the  cheek  is  free  from  all  but  a  few  stray 
marks.  This  is  unusual;  normally  Double  Eagles,  even  BU  ones,  are 
heavily  bagmarked.  All  in  all,  then,  this  one  stands  out  from  the  crowd. 
To  our  knowledge,  1869-S  is  very  rare  in  Uncirculated,  and  seldom 
offered. 

Several  of  the  obverse  stars  appear  with  ghost  impressions  behind 
them.  Perhaps  the  working  die  had  defective  stars,  so  a  Mint  worker 
used  the  star  puncheon  die  to  deepen  the  weak  ones. 

1869-S.  Extremely  Fine  45.  Abundant  mint  lustre,  although  the  cheek 
seems  to  have  been  rubbed  with  an  eraser.

with  full  two-tone  appearance.  The  devices  are  nicely  frosted 
and  given  strong  contrast  by  the  mirror  fields.  Meanwhile,  the 
fields  display  the  Mint's  unique  orange  peel  texture,  which  is 
an  intriguing  trait  of  our  19th  Century  gold  Proofs.  Hairlines  are 
at  an  absolute  minimum. 

In  terms  of  rarity,  1881  was  rare  the  day  it  ejected  from  the 
coining  press  and  into  the  pressman's  gloved  hand.  A  paltry  61 
Proofs  were  struck  for  collectors  that  year.  (Evidently  few 
could  afford  the  $5  to  $10  premium  over  face  value  which  the 
Mint  then  charged  for  Proof  Double  Eagles.)  An  added  2,199 
business  strikes  were  minted  for  commercial  purposes.  And 
that  is  all! 

Whenever  one  of  these  handsome  1881's  come  up  for 
auction,  it  is  a  treat  for  us  to  watch  the  bidders  squirm  in  their 
chairs.  Each  is  probably  thinking  to  himself  "Will  today  be  my 
lucky  day?"  Well,  then,  make  today  your  lucky  day:  examine 
this  gorgeous  coin,  set  your  bid  level,  and  raise  your  bidder 
card  to  the  sky. 

According  to  PCGS's  July  1,  1989  " Population  Report,"  this 
is  the  only  1881  Proof  to  have  been  graded  by  them.  None  have 
been  graded  by  NGC.

5086  1882.  Brilliant  Proof  64.  Immaculate  is  the  one  word  which 

captures  the  essence  of  this  beautiful  Proof  1882.  The 
surfaces  display  their  characteristic  orange  peel  texture;  in  this 
case,  incredibly  well.  Above  these  rise  vibrant,  frosted  devices 
of  a  rich  golden  hue.  Liberty's  face  is  perfection  personified: 
smooth,  sleek,  blemish-free.  If  these  remarkable  attributes 
were  all  this  coin  offered,  we  would  expect  buyers  to  tumble 
over  one  another  to  outbid  one  another.  But  there  is  more: 
1882  is  one  of  the  great  rarities  in  the  Double  Eagle  series. 
Only  59  Proofs  were  produced  and  571  business  strikes;  and 
that  is  all!  Of  those  59  Proofs,  we  have  had  a  few  nice  ones 
pass  through  our  auction  sales  over  the  years.  Yet  it  is  hard  to 
remember  seeing  one  so  fresh  and  original  as  that  presented 
here.

Philadelphia  was  the 
only  Mint  to  strike  1886  Double  Eagles.  They  made  1,000 
business  strikes  and  106  Proofs.  A  decent  percentage  of  the 
Proofs  survive  (perhaps  25%  to  30%).  But  most  of  the  1,000 
business  strikes  went  into  circulation.  When  Franklin  D. 
Roosevelt  called  in  the  gold  in  1933,  undoubtedly  a  portion  of 
the  few  remaining  1886  Double  Eagles  were  rounded  up  and 
subsequently  melted.  Only  a  dozen  or  two  which  were  already 
in  collectors'  hands  have  survived.  And  here  is  a  handsome 
example  which  should  attract  the  specialist.

lustre  intact.  Bagmarks  are  quite  numerous,  yet  these  do  not  keep  the 
frosty  bloom  from  shining  through.  Mintage  this  year  was  an 
attenuated  4,523  pieces.  Compare  that  in  the  Red  Book  to  the 
million-i-  mintages  of  various  dates  around  it  and  you  will  get  some 
idea  of  how  very  few  1892  Philadelphia  Double  Eagles  there  are. 

Why  the  low  mintages  for  1891  and  1892 ?  It  all  goes  back  to  what 
led  up  to  the  money  panic  and  subsequent  business  depression  of 
1893.  Because  of  a  quirk  in  our  paper  money  situation,  gold  coins  and 
bullion  were  draining  out  of  the  U.S.  Treasury  in  increasing  amounts 
after  1890.  Things  got  so  bad,  President  Cleveland  had  to  plead  with 
banker  J.P  Morgan  for  a  gold  loan  to  the  government  to  meet  the 
burgeoning  demand.  The  nation's  gold  hoard  dwindled  to  about  $  75 
million  at  one  point.  Compare  this  to  our  current  $262  billion  at  today's 
gold  price  and  you  can  see  why  Cleveland  and  his  Secretary  of 
Treasury  were  on  pins  and  needles.  Fortunately  the  squeeze  let  up 
somewhat  in  1893.  Mintages  rebounded  that  year  and  thereafter. 
However,  we  were  left  with  very  few  1892  Double  Eagles,  which 
today's  collectors  must  scramble  for  in  the  hopes  of  buying  one  for 
their  sets. 


A  SECOND  RARE  1892  DOUBLE  EAGLE 


5103  1892.  Extremely  Fine  45.  A  second  specimen  of  this  rare  date.  This 
one  is  equally  well  struck  and  has  plenty  of  lustre  around  the  devices. 
Circulation  marks  are  moderate  but  none  are  disfiguring.  The  rims  are 
quite  pleasing,  in  fact.

President  Theodore  Roosevelt  (1901-1908)  assigned  world-renowned  medallist  August  Saint-Gaudens  the  heady  task  of  redoing  our 
$10  and  $20  gold  pieces.  Roosevelt  wanted  him  to  design  the  most  beautiful  coins  possible,  comparable  to  the  exquisite  high  relief 
treasures  the  Greeks  had  made  2,500  years  ago.  Saint-Gaudens  was  given  carte  blanche  to  design  them  as  he  pleased.  And,  as  every 
student  of  American  numismatics  knows,  he  succeeded  admirably.  His  High  Relief  1907  Double  Eagle  is  without  a  doubt  our  most 
spectacular  coin.  What's  more,  collectors  worldwide  place  it  among  the  loveliest  coins  ever  issued. 

However,  beauty  doesn't  come  easy.  Like  with  all  good  things  which  mankind  sets  his  mind  to  doing,  there  is  often  a  price  to  pay. 
In  Saint  Gaudens'  case  the  price  was  a  combination  of  envy  by  regular  Mint  engravers  and  the  limitations  of  technology  when  applied 
to  coin  manufacturing.  A  jealous  Mint  master,  Charles  Barber,  berated  the  design.  Because  minting  requirements  demanded  a  large 
production  run,  speed  was  everything.  Sadly,  however,  speed  and  beauty  seem  to  be  at  loggerheads  when  it  comes  to  coin  design. 
Each  High  Relief  coin  required  5  or  more  blows  from  the  dies  to  entirely  bring  up  its  design.  According  to  tradition,  when  Barber 
objected  to  this  multi-striking  bottleneck  President  Roosevelt  demanded  he  "Begin  the  new  issue  even  if  it  takes  you  all  day  to  strike 
one  piece!" 

Barber  did  so,  coining  11,250  pieces  before  the  realities  forced  him  to  alter  the  design.  By  the  time  he  did  so,  Saint  Gaudens  had 
passed  on  to  a  higher  calling,  and  the  good  Theodore  had  his  mind  focused  elsewhere.  Of  the  11,250  High  Relief  pieces  made,  none 
has  escaped  the  rough  hand  of  Eternity  as  well  as  this  one  has.

However,  quanities  began  issuing  forth  from  Swiss 
and  European  bank  vaults  and  these  became  more  available  to  down- 
to-earth  buyers.  Then,  in  1983,  at  least  7,000  1922-S’s  turned  up  in 
Central  America  when  an  El  Salvadoran  official  began  selling  bags  of 
various  date  San  Francisco  Mint  pieces  to  round  up  American  dollars. 
Today,  1922-S  is  more  affordable  to  collectors  than  was  previously  the 
case.

1924-D's  seemingly  high  mintage,  this  is  a  very  scarce  date.  Few  were 
saved  at  the  time  of  issue,  and  most  got  melted  during  the  1930's. 

An  excellent  indication  of  how  rich  and  bustling  our  economy  was 
during  the  1920's  is  the  smattering  of  over-a-million  mintage  figures 
for  Double  Eagles.  Business  was  booming;  trade  with  the  rest  of  the 
world  expanded  daily;  and  gold  flowed  to  our  shores  in  payment  for 
our  raw  materials  and  finished  products.  Much  of  this  gold  was  coined 
into  Double  Eagles.  It  then  found  a  home  deep  in  the  recesses  of  the 
nation's  bank  vaults.  There  it  remained  until  F.D.R.  issued  his  famous 
gold  call-in  of  1933.  Very  few  of  these  1924-D  Twenties  were  in  the 
public’s  hands  when  our  banks  handed  over  their  depositors  gold  to 
the  Treasury  Department.  Hence,  this  date's  recognized  scarcity.

Breen  and 
Swiatek  in  their  Silver  and  Gold  Commemorative  Coins  state 
that  this  issue  was  struck  to  raise  money  for  the  Louisiana 
Purchase  Exposition  which  was  to  be  held  in  St.  Louis, 
Missouri  during  1904.  Originally  Jefferson  was  to  have  been 
portrayed  on  all  pieces  struck  for  this  issue;  however,  after 
President  McKinley  signed  the  authorizing  bill  into  law,  he  was 
assassinated,  and  through  some  unrecorded  agreement  was 
also  portrayed  on  these  coins.  In  any  event,  here  is  one  of  the 
few  remaining  in  its  original  paper  holder  and  certificate, 
complete  with  the  superintendent  of  the  Philadelphia  Mint's 
red  wax  seal.  The  certificate  is  duly  signed  by  Rhine  R.  Freed, 
Coiner  and  John  M.  Landis,  Superintendent.  Although  Breen 
and  Swiatek  state  that  a  serial  number  is  pencilled  in  the 
corner  of  each  of  these  Proofs,  it  is  apparently  under  the 
matting  and  can  not  be  seen  in  the  current  frame.  The  frame 
that  holds  the  coin  and  certificate  is  a  bit  tattered,  but  the 
certificate  and  seal  are  in  good  shape  for  their  age.  The  coin 
itself  is  in  the  original  wax  paper  holder  and  appears  to  be  very 
choice  with  some  coppery  toning  about  the  periphery.  A  single 
reverse  nick  is  noted  above  the  X  of  EXPOSITION.  A  very  rare 
opportunity  for  the  Commemorative  specialist  and  certain  to 
attract  considerable  bidding.

Evidently 
they  struck  large  numbers  of  $5  and  $10  gold  pieces  in 
1850-51  from  dies  dated  1850;  perhaps  10,000  of  each. 
Dubosq's  coins  were  widely  circulated  and  accepted  at  par

pieces  from  other  mints,  Dubosq's  issues  were  melted  down  in 
quantity.

A  large  meltdown  ensued  and,  by 
December  1851,  Baldwin's  coins  were  seldom  seen  in 
circulation.  Today  all  are  extremely  rare.  When  a  sharp  one  like 
this  does  turn  up  at  auction,  it  causes  quite  a  stir  among 
Territorial  Gold  specialists.

Vignettes  are  of  the  statue  of  Columbia  atop  the 
U.S.  Capitol  and  Alexander  Hamilton,  the  first  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury,  1789-1795.  ($250-UP) 

This  is  the  famous  Demand  Note  Greenback  or  fiat  money  issue  of 
1861.  When  the  cauldron  of  tensions  boiled  over  into  our  War  between 
the  States  in  April  of  that  year,  neither  the  North  nor  the  South  were 
financially  prepared  for  a  long  and  costly  clash  of  arms.  In  times  past, 
politicians  facing  the  need  to  round  up  large  sums  in  a  short  timespan 
to  fight  their  wars  had  four  means  of  doing  so.  They  could:  tap  their 
Treasury's  gold  hoard,  or  raise  taxes,  or  borrow  money  through  the 
issuance  of  short  term  paper  and  long  term  bonds— or  they  could 
inflate.  Financiers  of  our  Civil  War  used  all  four  methods.  Greenbacks, 
like  the  famous  Fried  berg-1  offered  here,  represented  the  most 
expedient  way,  for,  in  essence,  these  were  non-interest  bearing 
"loans"  which  were  backed  not  by  gold  or  silver  but  by  the  implied 
promise  of  the  government  not  to  print  too  many  of  them!  Very  few 
Series  of  1861  Demand  Notes  survive  as  most  were  called  in  shortly 
after  their  issue  and  replaced  by  what  turned  out  to  be  more 
permanent  Legal  Tender  notes  of  1862  and  1863.  We  are  delighted  to 
offer  for  your  bidding  pleasure  two  of  these  rare  notes,  this  and  the 
next  Lot.

A  second  attractive  specimen,  this  one,  too,  has  full  margins  on  both 
front  and  back  and  simple,  normal  wear  for  the  grade.  ($250  — UP) 
Early  U.S.  paper  money  circulated  extensively.  As  a  result  high  grade 
specimens  are  often  few  and  far  between;  for  example,  Demand  Notes 
such  as  this  Friedberg-3  typically  come  either  as  Rags  or,  at  best,  in 
Good  condition  with  defects  of  one  sort  or  another.  Even  more 
aggravating  to  collectors,  these  were  issued  under  trying  times.  The 
banknote  companies  who  won  the  federal  government's  printing 
contracts  had  to  depend  on  unskilled  help  in  snipping  the  currency 
sheets  into  individual  notes.  Many  were  poorly  trimmed,  to  put  it 
mildly.  Therefore  it  is  an  event  when  two  well  made  and  well  preserved 
Demand  Notes  are  offered  in  a  sale.  Do  not  miss  this  rare  chance  to 
buy  one  of  these  handsome  specimens.

Due  to  worries  about  possible  counterfeiting  of  the  1862/3  notes, 
the  Treasury  came  up  with  the  colorful  1869  Series.  Collectors  were 
quick  to  nickname  them  "rainbow  notes"  for  obvious  reasons.  A 
2-inch  wide  band  of  blue  and  red  silk  fibers  are  imbedded  in  the  paper 
to  the  left  of  Washington's  portrait,  while  the  paper  itself  has  been 
tinted  a  light  blue.  A  fine  green  overlay  of  minute  ONE'S  adorns  the  top 
of  the  note  as  well.  Putting  the  results  in  a  word,  the  effect  is 
stunning! 

Many  paper  money  collectors  try  to  put  together  a  denomination  set 
of  this  1869  notes.  A  complete  set  contains  the  $1,  $2,  $5,  $10,  and 
$20  notes.  While  they  are  not  cheap  in  higher  grades,  the  appearance 
of  a  matched  set  is  an  attention  grabber.

Throughout  the  Congressional  debates  of  the  1870's  there  were 
two  powerful  groups  who  were  at  loggerheads  with  one  another.  The 
hard  money  men,  representing  Eastern  bankers,  wanted  a  quick 
withdrawal  of  these  colorful  Legal  Tender  notes.  Opposed  to  them 
were  the  farm  states  and  Western  interests  who  want  even  more 
paper  money  While  the  original  intent  of  the  Legal  Tender  Acts  was  to 
have  each  note  withdrawn  and  destroyed  after  the  war,  everybody 
knows  how  difficult  it  is  for  our  Congressmen  to  undo  what  they've 
already  done.  Inertia  on  their  part— no  doubt  sprinkled  with  generous 
cash  "gifts'— prevailed;  the  Act  of  May  3,  1878  froze  the  amount  of 
Legal  Tender  notes  outstanding  at  approximately  $350,000,000.  To 
this  day  our  government  is  mandated  to  keep  that  value  in  circulation. 
Although  rarely  seen  now  the  1963  $2  and  $5  and  the  1966  $100 
" red  seals"  remain  to  carry  out  the  dictates  of  that  long-forgotten 
1878  Act.

Imagine, 
if  you  will,  the  troubles  the  paper  manufacturer  went  through  in 
perfecting  this  unique  method  of  discouraging  rascals  from  printing  up

Alexander  Hamilton's  visage  has  graced  all  sorts  of  American  paper 
money  since  he  was  first  honored  by  a  spot  on  the  $5  Demand  Notes 
of  1861.

A 
Pawnee  war  bonnet  was  procured  from  the  National  Museum  but  (as 
records  indicate),  the  Indian  refused  to  pose  with  it,  as  it  belonged  to 
a  rival  tribe.  The  bonnet  was  posed  on  an  employee  of  the  Engraving 
Division  and  photographed;  was  cut  out  and  placed  on  the  photograph 
of  "Running  Antelope”  (correct  name),  and  engraved  by  the  late  G.F.C. 
Smillie,  of  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing,  in  November  1899.

Few  people  realize  that  these  seemingly  innocuous  Treasury  Notes 
were  leading  causes  of  the  Panic  of  1893  and  our  subsequent 
business  depression.  There  story  is  complex,  but  it  evidently  revolved 
around  an  arcane  sort  of  arbitrage.

The  arbitrage  story  on  these  hinges  on  the  famous  Silver  Question 
alluded  to  in  the  footnote  to  the  Educational  $5  bill  offered  a  few  Lots 
back.  With  the  passing  of  the  Coinage  Act  of  1890,  the  Treasury  land 
therefore  the  Mints)  were  obliged  to  coin  truckloads  of  Morgan  dollars 
each  year,  whether  or  not  they  were  needed  by  the  marketplace. 
Treasury  Notes  like  the  three  offered  here  also  arose  out  of  political 
backroom  horsetrading.

If  you  will  read  the  obligation  wording  on  those  Treasury  Notes 
photographed  nearby  you  will  see  they  were  worded:  "Will  Pay  to 
Bearer  XXX  Dollarls)  in  Coin."  The  key  to  this  arbitrage  game  was  the 
vague  IN  COIN  designation.  What  the  law  authorizing  them  allowed 
was  for  the  Treasurer  to  pay  on  demand  either  gold  or  silver— at  the 
Treasurer's  discretion.

Turning  aside  for  a  moment  to  a  bit  of  background  info,  recall  that 
our  government  maintained  gold  and  silver  at  a  ratio  of  16  to  1.  This 
implied  a  gold  price  of  $20.67  an  ounce  and  silver  at  $  1.29  an  ounce. 
However,  at  the  time,  silver  was  falling  in  price  and  had  been  doing  so 
since  the  early  1870's.  Hence,  silver  was  way  overvalued  relative  to 
gold.  Savvy  arbitrageurs  (early  day  Ivan  Boesky's)  smelled  a  profit  in 
this.  It  was  their  activity,  relative  to  these  1890  and  1891  Treasury 
Notes,  which  set  off  a  run  on  the  Treasury's  gold!

A  handsome  specimen:  Perfectly  centered  and  bright  with  originality.

What  these  Treasury  Note  arbitrageurs  did  was  to  buy  up  silver  and 
take  it  to  the  Treasury  to  have  it  coined  into  Morgan  dollars.  Next,  they 
took  their  dollars  and  traded  them  for  Treasury  "Coin”  Notes.  They 
then  redeemed  the  notes  for  GOLD  coin  (the  Treasurer  did  not  care  to 
exercise  his  right  to  refuse  them  gold  for  their  notes,  which  he  could 
have  done  if  he  chose  to).  What  would  you  have  done  with  your 
GOLD?  Why,  buy  more  silver,  naturally;  and  start  the  cycle  over  again! 
Treasury  Notes  like  that  offered  here  were  a  means  to  continue  this 
game  seemingly  ad  infinitum.

Because 
by  law  the  government  had  to  maintain  an  adequate  gold  backing  to 
its  outstanding  paper  money,  the  Treasury  found  itself  having  to 
withdraw  currency  from  circulation  as  its  gold  fled  out  the  back  door 
via  the  Treasury  Note  game.

While  this  revolving  door  of  silver  in  and  gold  out  was  going  on,  the 
general  economy  was  overheating.  Railroads  in  particular  were 
overextended,  having  far  too  much  debt  (bonds)  outstanding  than 
could  be  adequately  handled  should  a  business  downturn  arrive.  Yet 
it  was  this  very  tightening  of  the  money  supply  that  ignited  the  debt 
bomb  fuse.  Things  went  "bang"  in  the  autumn  of  1893  and  it  was 
downhill  from  there. 

The  Treasurer  finally  woke  up  to  what  was  happening  and  nipped 
the  silver-Treasury  Note-gold  game  in  the  bud  by  refusing  to  redeem 
any  more  of  the  arbitrageur's  notes  in  gold.  But  the  damage  had  been 
done  and  Americans  had  to  tick  their  wounds  for  several  years.  So 
ends  the  unhappy  tale  of  these  storied  Treasury  Notes.

Hear  Frank  Alvin  Limpert  describe  one  event  from  this  complex  man's 
youth:  In  1834,  Lincoln  was  conversing  with  a  farmer  who  was 
mowing  hay  and  the  dinner-bell  sounded.  He  was  invited  to  have 
dinner  but  politely  declined,  adding,  "Let  me  have  your  scythe  and  / 
will  mow  round  a  couple  of  times."  When  the  farmer  returned,  he 
found  three  rows  neatly  mowed,  the  scythe  leaning  against  the  tall 
gate-post,  but  Lincoln  had  departed.  Nearly  thirty  years  later,  this 
same  farmer,  now  grown  old,  and  his  wife  were  in  Washington  and 
called  on  the  President,  who  recognized  him.  "Do  you  mean  to  say 
that  you  remember  me,"  exclaimed  the  farmer.  "I  certainly  do,"  said 
Mr.  Lincoln,  mentioning  the  time  he  mowed  the  hay.  "Yes,  that's  right," 
said  the  astonished  old  man,  "but  /  always  wanted  to  ask  one  thing." 
"What  is  it?"  asked  the  President.  "I  always  have  wondered  what  you 
did  with  the  whet  stone?"  Mr.  Lincoln  pondered  a  moment  and  his 
face  lighted  up.  "Yes,  I  remember  now,"  he  said,  "I put  that  whet-stone 
on  top  of  the  high  gate-post."  And  sure  enough,  when  he  got  back  to 
his  Illinois  farm,  the  owner  found  the  stone  where  Lincoln  said  it  was.

Most  saw  extensive  use  before  being 
turned  in.  Therefore,  it  is  a  treat  for  us  to  offer  for  your  consideration 
such  a  remarkable  run  of  Gold  Coin  Notes  as  that  seen  here.

Only  a  pittance  were  issued  in  the  first  place— 2,000.  As  of  summer 
1989,  only  9  other  $5  bills  are  known!  ($800  — UP) 

A s  mentioned  earlier,  Californians  were  a  ", hard  money"  tribe.  To 
encourage  them  to  accept  gold-backed  paper  money,  the  notes  were 
printed  on  buff  colored  paper  which  must  have  simulated  a  golden  hue 
when  brand  new.  Imagine  how  strongly  ingrained  was  this  animosity 
toward  unbacked  paper  if  the  government  had  to  resort  to  so  blatant 
a  lure!

Unbeknownst  to  the  King  or  his  ministers,  Herr  Spreckels  pocketed  the 
$100,000  minting  seignorage  or  profit.  When  he  was  later  found  out,  the 
King  grew  livid.  Claus  was  unceremoniously  booted  out  of  the  islands  and 
told  to  go  home  to  Germany!  Hawaii's  1883  coinage  is  all  that  remains  to 
remind  us  of  those  languid  days  in  paradise.
